Hyde have received many 
congratulations over the happy occasion, 
and they will receive many more when 
their friends learn that congratulations are 
in order. They represent tin* first settler- 
of Newton by direct descent and they have 
always enjoyed the honor and respect of 
the tteople of Newton. 

—An intere*ting bit of local history is 
connected with the old Brackett house on 
Waverly avenue, which is to be sold at 
auction to-morrow. It was built by Col. 
Joseph Ward, a distinguished revolution- 
ary patriot, in 1791, according to a date cut 
in one of the stones of the eeJlar.aud which 
is still visible. Col. Ward was a matt of 
large property, although he i* reported to 
have spent a great deal of it in helping the 
government in its tight for freedom, and at 
tlte time of its erection the house was one 
of the show places of Newton, both from 
its commanding situati m and the elegance 
(for that time) of it* fittings and furnish- 
ings. Col. Ward was born iu 1737. married 
in 1784, and died in Boston in 1812. His 
widow , who was much younger than him- 
self. died in Concord in i'^». He was one 
of the most prominent residents of New- 
ton. and the local lii*t rh** devote a good 
deal of space to his history. The land w as 
first owned by John Jackson, one of the 
original settlers of Newton, who came 
here in 1(539, and Col. Ward’s farm com- 
prised about 70 ’acres, and extended from 
Waverly avenue to Centre street, including 
the Edmund’* estate and that of Me**r*. 
Lancaster, W. H. Brackett. Albert Brack- 
ett. Adam* and other tine place* in the vt- 
cinlty. The old historians called the hill 
on which the house stands "Chestnut 
Hill,” from its fine grove* of chestnut 
trees, still remembered by older residents, 
and one writer alludes to it a* “Blooming 
Grove.” Mr. Charles Brackett bought the 
house and farm in is q. , .f the Coolidge 
heirs, but whether the Coolidge family suc- 
ceeded Col. Ward in ownership, and how 
long they lived there, we have net 
been able to discover. Col. Ward’s portrait 
was given to the city some years ago and 
may be seen in the public library. It i* 
said that lie wa* n t a dlr«vt :uuv*ter of 
the Wards now living in the vicinity, but 
was related to their ancestor who lived in 
Newton at that time. The b use ita* such 
a historical value, that it is hoped it can 
be preserved by a removal to some other 
locality. It i* *till in better condition titan 
manv modern hou*e* t a* in Col. Ward’s 
day houses were built for the future and 
not merely for one genoiation.

WABAN WANTS POLICE PROTECTION ANI> 
MORE srilKKT LAMPS*. 

Doth branches of tlio cit> Rovernment 
met Monday evening. In the board of 
aldermen, Messrs. Johnson, Chadwick, 
Childs and Harbaoh were present and 
Mayor Burr presided. 

Mayor Burr announced the resignation 
of Alderman Ilamblon from the board of 
health, which meets in the afternoon 
and therefore is very difficult for busi- 
ness men to attend. 

A communication from the hoard of 
health recommended the abating of the 
nuisance on Clinton street, Ward 2, and 
asking for an appropriation of $650, to he 
expended by tlio hoard of health under 
the wet land act. 

Alderman Childs introduced an order 
granting the appropriation hut as two- 
thirds of the board were not present, ho 
withdrew it. 

The overseers of the poor handed iu 
their quarterly report, stating that on 
the 1st of the month thoy had a balance 
of $3,063. 

Mary Galway gave notice of intention 
to build a house 20 by 26 with ell 10 by 
12 feet, on California street. 

J. W. Mitchell gave notice of intention 
to build house 27 by 36 with ell 8 by 16 
feet, on Chestnut street. Ward 5. 

L. R. Spear and others asked for six 
street lamps on Irving street. 

Residents of Waban called attention to 
their isolated condition, with lack of 
police protection, which laid them open 
to burglaries, and stated that the insecu- 
rity caused great anxiety among those 
residing there and kept desirable resi- 
dents from coming to settle. A large 
number of burglaries had already oc- 
curred there, and ladies had been in- 
sulted while going home through the 
streets after dark. They urged that 
proper police protection be afforded 
them and especially a police patrol at 
night. Referred to committee on police. 

Conrad Decker and others stated that 
they were citizens and tax payers, who 
paid for all the conveniences, but they 
were without proper street lights, and 
asked that lamps be placed on Dudley, 
Greenwood and Brookline streets, that 
their section might compare with the 
rest of the city. Referred to lamp com- 
mittee. 

Alderman Harbach from the highway 
committee reported favorably on the 
laying out and grading of Sewell street 
from Prince street, westerly; Kimball 
Terrace from Otis street southerly and 
the street running from Station street to 
Institution avenue, and orders were 
passed appointing hearings for all inter- 
ested on Monday evening, Nov. 18. be- 
fore the board of aldermen, and Nov. 
25th before the comtnou council, both to 
be at 8 o’clock. 

Alderman Chadwick from the public 
property committee reported on the 
petition for a building for contagious 
diseases on the Cottage Hospital grounds 
and referring the matter to the commit- 
tee on finance. 

Alderman Chadwick also reported that 
the ride range had been established and 
was now in use, and precautions would 
be taken so that the lives of residents in 
the vicinity would not be endangered. 

On motion of Alderman Childs, 
$2,768.52 received from dog taxes for 
1S83 was added to the general appropri- 
ation for schools for the current year.

1 on Webster Park, 1 on Cottage 
Place, 2 on Railroad avenue. Ward 6; 1 
on Glenwood avenue, 2 on Parker ave- 
nue, on corner Parker street, 1 ou Wood- 
bine street and 1 on Prince street. 

The board then took a recess and after 
reassembling adjourned to this (Friday) 
evening, to confirm the election officers. 

In the common council President Bond 
presided and all the members were pres- 
ent but Couucilmau Feuno.

MIC HAEL J. DUANE SENTENCED. 

FINER $100 AND COSTS AND THREE 
MONTHS IMPRISONMENT. 

The enso of Michncl J. Duane, who 
pleaded guilty to the charge of maintain- 
ing a liquor nuisance, came up for sen- 
tence in the police court room last Sat- 
urday morning. There was quite a large 
gathering present, a great deal of public 
interest having been concentrated in tlio 
finding of the court. Mr. Samuel L. 
Powers appeared for tho defendant and 
the government and law and order league 
was represented by Hon. Charles Robin- 
son. The defendant's counsel presented 
an affidavit subscribed to by Duane, under 
oath, pledging his word to give up tho 
business of illegal liquor selling in the 
future. It was accompanied by a peti- 
tion, requesting that tho case bo placed 
on tile. Several gentlemen testified in 
relation to Duane’s good character, asido 
from his engaging in the illegal liquor 
business, among them Messrs. N. T. Al- 
len and James T. Allen, principal and 
associate principal of the English and 
Classical school, W. J. Follott, A. C. 
Mudge, James H. Nickerson, president 
of the First National bank, West New- 
ton and Henry II. Hunt, a former mem- 
ber of the common council. 

Mr. II. II. Hunt, the first witness 
called, said that he had known Mr. 
Duane for ten years and had always 
found him to be trustworthy, honest ami 
straightforward. “I believe,” In said, 
“that the ends of justice will be sub- 
served by disposing of the case, agreea- 
bly to the petition of the defendant’s 
counsel, and I feel confident that Mr. 
Duane is sincere in his promise to give 
up the business.” 

Mr. W. ,J. Follett said in substauco: 
“I have known Mr. Duane 6 or 7 years 
and have always found him to be an 
honest citizen. I never knew of any- 
thing in his conduct open to criticism, 
aside from this case. It seems to me 
that justice demands that the illegal sale 
of liquor should be stopped, but it cer- 
tainly does not demand the persecution 
of a man. I believe that Duane will 
keep his pledge, and. consequeutly, the 
purpose of tho law in stopping the ille- 
gal sale, so far as his case is concerned 
will be accomplished. 

Mr. Robinson — “What is your ground 
for that belief and why do you think that 
he will keep his promise any more than 
previous promises given which he has 
not respected?” 

Mr. Follett — “If I did not sincerely be- 
lieve that he would keep his promise 
made under oath, I certainly should not 
appear in his behalf. I believe that he 
has seen the error of his ways and that 
he will no longer defy the law. I think 
that a sentence of imprisonment, under 
the circumstances, will result in injury 
to the temperance cause in this city. If 
the sentence is pressed it will' make 
votes for license.” 

Mr. N. T. Allen was next called by 
Mr. Powers. He said that he was a 
friend to the temperance cause, although 
he felt great sympathy for Duane on ac- 
count of his family. The citizens of 
Newton are in favorof sustaining the no- 
license law, and as a law abiding citizen 
I can only endorse their views. It is 
possible that the law may be subserved 
if the case is disposed of agreeably to 
the petition of the defendant’s counsel. 

I am willing to leave the ease to the dis- 
cretion of the court. 

Mr. Robinson— “What wouid be your 
opiniou, Mr. Alien, If you were aware 
that Duane had been 4 times convicted 
and that his place had been raided by 
the police a number of times recently, and 
that he had admitted that he sold liquor 
right along.” 

Mr. Allen— “I consider a second of- 
fence worse than the first.” 

Mr. Powers here interposed an objec- 
tion. He thought that Mr. Robinsou 
evinced a spirit of vindictiveness in 
handling the case. 

Mr. Robinson, in reply, said that the 
charge was not true. Mr. Powers, he 
said, was true to the interests of his 
client and would be unworthy of a posi- 
tion at the bar if he failed iu his duty in 
that respect. I occupy the same posi- 
tion, lie added, and I am endeavoring to 
be true to my oatli and true to the iu- 
tesests of the commonwealth. Could I 
act upon my sympathies. I would say 
throw open the doors and let Duane go 
scott free. 1 have a duty to perform 
and I must see fo it that the facts are 
brought to the attention of the court. 1 
possess do spirit of vindictiveness in 
this ease and I say amen to the proposi- 
tion to leave this matter of sentence to 
the discretion of t lie court. 

The cross examination was then con- ' 
tinned. In reply to Mr. Robinson Mr. | 
Allen stated that it was the sentiment of 
the law and order league that tiie law j 
should take its course. He was not 
aware that the league had recommended ; 
sentence of imprisonment. 

J. II. Nickerson, the next witness, said | 
that lie had known Mr. Duane for some i 
8 or ten years. Ho had a very respecta- 
ble family and was generally regarded j 
as a law abiding citizen aside from his ! 
illegal liquor selling. In my commercial 
dealings witli Mr. Duane, I have found 
him to be honorable and strictly honest. 

I should certainly credit his promise to 
refrain from engaging iu the business iu 
the future and I am in favor of the disj 
position of the case suggested by the de- 
feudent’s counsel. 

Mr. Robinson— “Suppose that lie had 
been previously convicted and still con- 
tinued to sell?” 

Mr. Nickerson — “Suuli facts would 
militate against him, yet I believe that 
there are few men who are beyoud the 
point where they would lefuse to re- 
form.” 

Mr. James T. Allen was next called 
upon. He said that he believed iu tem- 
perance. 1 have known Mr. Duane, lie 
added, ever since he lived here and I 
have found him to be a square man, one 
whom I would not lie afraid to trust. 
So far as the disposition of the case is 
concerned, I believe that the granting of 
tiie petition will fully meet the ends of 
justice. Punishment is merely resorted 
to for future security, and the law is in 
reality but the embodiment of common 
sense. Mr. Duane gives his sacred prom- 
ise that he will hereafter give up the 
business. That is really all tiie law re- 
quires and I feel assured that the prom- 
ise made will he kept. 

Mr. A. C. Mudge endorsed the views 
of the previous witness. Hu thought 
that public sentiment was in favor of 
such a disposition of the case. 

Officers Libby, Quilty, Kyan, Soule and 
Fletcher were called by Mr. Powers. In 
reply to defendant's counsel they stated 
that they had never seeu any drunken 
men about Duane's place or premises, al- 
though iu the case of two officers men 
had been arrested for drunkenness iu 


tho immediate vicinity. It was general- 
ly understood that liquor was sola there, 
contrary to tho law. Officer Fletcher 
said that upon the occasion of the last 
raid, Duane told him that tho officers 
came too late and that they would have 
found liquor there had thoy visited his 
place a week earlier. 

Lottcrs were then read from Mr. A. D. 
S. Bell ami Geo. II. Jones, recommend- 
ing the cloniency of tho court nnd the 
placing of the case an tile. 

Mr. Robinson then presented the re- 
cords of previous convictions— April 14, 
1880; August 25, 1881; April 10, 1882; 
Maroh 8, 1882. 

The dofendont’sease was then summed 
up by Mr. Powers, who urged the clem- 
ency of tho court in granting the peti- 
tion. Ho alluded to Duane’s family and 
the fact that the children had been well 
educated. He also spoko of the testi- 
mony in Duano’s behalf nnd asserted his 
client’s honesty in his solemn promise to 
give up tho husinos8. 

Mr. Robinson closed for the govern- 
ment. The prosecution of tho illegal li- 
quor dealers, he said, was necessary and 
in accordance with the expressed wishes 
of a large majority of the citizens of 
Newton. The good order and security 
of the community demanded the en- 
forcement of all laws and the punish- 
ment of tho offenders. He dwelt upon 
tho persistent violation of the law by 
Duane and urged tho full penalty, argu- 
ing thnt it was necessary in order to stop 
the illegal liquor business in Newton. 

At tlio conclusion of tho arguniont, 
Judge Kennedy briefly reviewed the case 
and imposed a tine of $100 and costs. 
He also sentenced the defendent to three 
months in the house of correction. An 
appeal from the sentence was taken and 
Duane furnished bonds for his appear- 
anco in the supreme court.

It is progress over, and when we see any 
country upon our borders that does not 
have an exchange of commodities with 
us wo shall certainly endeavor to have a 
policy which will bring them into out- 
fold as our customers. [Great applause.]”

HERBERT RADCI.YFFE. 

One year ago Herbert ltadclyffe, the 
notorious secretary of the Home Market 
Club and circulator of forged quotations, 
was shouting himself hoarse in favor of 
high tariff. But in the Boston Globe of 
Oct. 21 ho declares in favor -of free wool 
from So. America, using precisely the 
same line of argument that President 
Cleveland used in his famous message, 
so that it would appear that the ex-sec- 
retary emulates the soda-fountain and 
has opinions of all flavors on tap to suit 
bis customers. 

Of course the value of the opinions of 
such persons as Mr. Radclyffe is abso- 
lutely nihil, and his performances ought 
to have no weight with the public. 
Nevertheless ho was very active and in- 
fluential in the campaign which fastened 
the "robber tariff” on the United States 
for another four years, and was effusive- 
ly thanked for his distinguished services 
by the Homo Market Club and other 
organizations in tho post-election cele- 
brations. Probably this notable deser- 
tion of the high tariff cause will be a 
signal to a swarm of keen-scented politi- 
cal adventurers who consider it a duty 
to be on the winning side. In the long 
run, however, a reform is never helped 
by hirelings, interested only in the flesh- 
pots. 

The Club and the Campaign. 

The secretary has received numerous 
inquiries in regard to the attitude of the 
Club in the election of Representatives to 
the General Court. Tho people of New- 
ton this year have the pleasant task of 
choosing two from among six, any of 
whom would represent the city worthily. 
Wo notice with pleasure that papers and 
individuals who generally have found 
nothing pood in Democracy are out- 
spoken in commendation of Messrs. 
Hutchinson aud Merchant as men of un- 
questioned integrity, of great capacity, 
and of unusual energy. Both are mem- 
bers of the Tariff Club and many of us 
will ho glad to aid in their election. On 
the other hand some of us feel that in 
state elections the Temperance question 
comes first and that the Prohibitory 
candidates need our sympathy and our 
votes. Again, there are some who are 
very willing to give Mr. Gilman a second 
year, and lind satisfaction is sending one 
who has served Newton as well as Mr. 
Ranlett has to a place where he can serve 
the whole state. In short the Club is 
not in the campaign at all— but we moan 
to vote everyone of us for the best man. 
What are we for? The Uuke of Welling- 
ton, when he was asked what a soldier 
needed, said: "A good pair of shoes.” 
‘‘What else does ho need?” ‘‘A good 

{ >air of shoes.” "What further should 
ie have?” "A good pair of shoes.” In 
like manner wo emulate the sturdy sol- 
dier and have hut one answer to all ques- 
tioners:— "Tariff Reform,” "Tariff Re- 
form,” "Tariff Reform.” When the day 
comes to vote for or against an honest, 
unequivocal reform of the Tariff all men 
shall know how and why our ballots are 
cast. 

Conviction anil Courage. 

Within pleasant walking distance of 
the Garden City stands a small shop 
with some forty or fifty busy mechanics 

witliiu making well, no mutter 

what. The "Tariff Reformer” has been 
so frequently frightened into silence by 
the chargo that he is nothing hut a 
"doctrinaire” that lie haunts mills aud 
factories, and is getting his second best 
suit grimy. The other day ho wandered 
into the shop mentioned above, and the 
proprietor went with him through every 
room, and explained to him every pro- 
cess. The pleasant inspection over, of 
course tho inevitable talk followed. At 
lastl Hero was a real protected man- 
ufacturer. A man whom the Tariff kept 
alive. One whose raw materials would 
he hut little cheapened by a reform. One 
whose shops must he closed if the enor- 
mous duly which shuts out English com- 
petition is removed. An honest, well-to- 
do, working manufacturer, Alt inventor, 
too, who had astonished and puzzled 
English manufacturers. Just one of 
those of whom mention was made last 
week, skilful, energetic, and enterprising. 
One who needs no help aud asks no help. 
Hu sees that tho world is wide. lie 
knows that if a reform of the Tariff, or 
that awful Chimera, Free Trade, should 
close a shop or two. or should even de- 
stroy an iuuustry, that new opportunities 
would open before him on every hand. 
He knows it and s iys it. lioru are his 
words:— "I think that the reduction of 
the Tariff on my goods would he a se- 
rious disadvantage to all manufacturers 
of them in this country’ while raw ma- 
terials could not he much cheapened. 
However if we could have free trade aud 
it should knock me out altogether 1 am 
broad enough to think that it would he 
a great thing for this country . ’ Tlu-so 
are the words of a man who needs his 
yearly work for his yearly living. If over 
he should move to Newton the Club 
would cluitu him for his courage, aud 
for his couviotious, though he is a Fioo 
Trader. 


The nvont in church matters this week 
was the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
founding of the Centre Street Methodist 
church, Newton. The exercises com- 
menced Sunday ovening with tho Sunday 
school anniversary observances and 
quite a Inrgo number were present, al- 
though the conditions of the weathor 
were not favorable. 

The program was initialed with an 
organ voluntary, followed by responsive 
Scripture readings by the Sunday school 
classes, invocation by pastor and tho 
presentation of tho report of the Sunday 
school historian, Mr. E. \V. Gay. Tho 
report contained many interesting 
reminiscences, pertaining to tho or- 
ganization and development of the Sun- 
day school. It was organized at the 
same time as the church, the first officers 
being Henry I brail, president: Thurston 
Priest, vico-president aud Francis M. 
Trowbridge, secretary. Mr. Trowbridge 
was also treasurer and Mr. E. W. Gav, 
librarian, and the school met in Union 
Hall, on the site of what is now Cole’s 
block. It began with six teachers and 
30 scholars. The school met in Union 
Hall till July. 1800. then for three months 
in dimming church, now Armory Hall, 
and then in the Baptist church, corner of 
Washington and Hovey streets, until 
Sept. 20. 1807, when the first session was 
lioub in the present church. At that 
time there were 88 pupils with nine 
teachers. Two yoars latter the school 
had increased to 117 pupils, and in 1875 
to 152. The superintendents have been 
Henry Thrall, Thurston Priest, G. F. 
Kimball, A. I. Benyon, W. Warren, A. S. 
Weed, Rev. W. E. Huntington, J. W. 
Barber, D. F. Barber and G. M. Weed. 
A feeling tribute was paid to those con- 
nected with the school who have passed 
away. The report was a very interesting 
one and we regret that a lack of space 
prevents our giving it entire. 

After .the reading of tho report, the 
congregation united in the rendering of 
the hymn, "O God Our Strength.” 
Brief addresses were then given relative 
to tlie school’s history by Messrs. D F. 
Barber, H. J. Woods, J. W. Barber, J. T. 
Paine and Rev. Andrew McKoown. A 
quartet rendered the beautiful hymn, 
"There is a Land of Pure Delight,” 
preceding an interesting address by 
Prof. C. C. Bragdon. At the conclusion 
of the address, the congregation sang 
“Swell the Anthem” and the benediction 
was pronounced by Rev. Andrew Mc- 
Keown, pastor of the church. 

The Use of Spotters. 

Auburndale, Oct. 28, 18S9. 

To the Editor of ihe Graphic. 

In your comments, in last issue, on 
“the trial of the Auburndale druggists” 
you criticise tlie employment of detect- 
ives, or "spotters,” as you choose to call 
them, in obtaining evidence. It seems 
to me you mistake when you say "most 
people look on them — the spotters — with 
pitying contempt.” There lias for a 
long time, existed in the minds of a 
large proportion of the citizens of this 
place, a conviction that one of tlie drug- 
gists at least, if not both, was selling in- 
toxicating liquors illegally, and that to a 
considerable extent. It was to ascertain 
whether this conviction was well- 
founded that tliefce men were employed, 
for as we all know those who buy liquor 
for drink will not tell where they get it. 
And it seems to me that fair-minded peo- 
ple generally will say it was right and 
proper and that tlie detective's profes- 
sion is right and honorable so long, as in 
this case, lie does not use deception in 
obtaining evidence. In reply to a ques- 
tion by counsel for the defence, Mr. 
Cates, the chief witness, said frankly 
that if there had been any extenuating 
circumstances favorable to the accused, 
he would have so stated. This point 
seems to have been omitted by your 
reporter, and I think only fair to tlie 
"spotter” that it should be given.

A Case in Poiut. 

To the Editor of the Chaimuc. 

Your remarks on the use of "spotters” 
last week hit the case exactly. The 
whole thing can be best illustrated by 
what happened at a prominent drug 
store in this city on a receut Sunday. A 
man canto in witli what appeared to be a 
prescription and in great haste asked tho 
clerk to put it up. The proprietor hap- 
pened along aud noticiug the peculiar 
wording of tlie prescription, which was 
not in legal form, began to question tlie 
mau. Tho whiskey, he said, was for a 
very sick man in another ward, and it 
was wanted in a great hurry. On beiug 
further questioned, he did not recall the 
street on which the man lived, nor his 
name. Asked why lie did not go to tlie 
nearest drug store, lie replied that the 
man’s wife wanted him to come where 
he did. Asked where tho doctor livetl 
whose name appeared, lie could not say, 
and in fact under such severe question- 
ing he became confused, and the proprie- 
tor recognized him as a "spotter.” Tito 
man heard some very plain talk from the 
proprietor about tlie sin of lying aud 
forging, and deceitfulness generally, and 
left without exeruising any of his 
"detective” qualities. If tlie proprietor 
had not happened to be in, an unsuspic- 
ious clerk might have filled the order 
and there would have been another case 
in court. 

A "detective” is an honorable name, 
and few people would. apply it to a man 
who resorted to such arts as these. In 
tlie Auburndale cases, if tlie current re- 
ports are correct, the "spotters” were 
equally sparing of tlie truth in tlie tales 
they told tho druggists, and by which 
they succeeded in obtaining evidence. 
One of them pleaded in exettso that "the 
end justifies tlie means,” which lias been 
well characterized by prominent theolog- 
ical writers, as an argument of the 
Devil’s own invention, and as leading to 
tlie gravest immorality.

PUBLIC SENTIMENT. 

Wo Rive two letters in regard to the 
trial of the Auburndale druggists, which 
illustrate the difference in public senti- 
ment in regard to the use of “spotters.” 
One side believes that any measures are 
justifiable when employed against illegal 
liquor-sellers, or that “the end justifies 
the means, “as one of the spotters pleaded, 
when hard pressed by tho opposing at- 
torney, and the other that honesty in all 
things is the best policy. One corre- 
spondent states that no deception was 
used by the “detectives,” as he calls 
them, and the other that the false stories 
they told the druggists about themselves 
and the way they established friendly 
relations with the druggists was decep- 
tion. It is an interesting controversy 
and shows that people must agree about 
the meaning of words before they can 
argue with auy satisfactory results. The 
chief object of all, however, should be to 
advance the cause of tomperauce in this 
city, to raise public sentiment to a more 
elevated plane, to cause the great ma- 
jority of the people, who are outside of 
the law and order league, to have a 
higher respect for law and its strict en- 
forcement, and if this has been doue by 
the methods used in the case in question, 
then good has been accomplished. It is 
of little benefit to puuish one or two of- 
fenders, unless it results in a greater re- 
spect for the law, and for those most 
active in enforcing it. The moral sense 
of the community must not be offeuded, 
or harm will follow. This is what makes 
the work of the police so salutary, in 
breaking up the illegal liquor selling in 
this city. They go about their work 
openly, without resort to detectives, and 
while they keep a strict watch over 
suspected places, they make no effort to 
tempt the dealers to violate the law, or to 
incriminate themselves. Public senti- 
ment endorses their action, and it also 
endorses the action of the Newton Centre 
residents, who had a conviction that 
liquor was being sold illegally by a drug- 
gist. They carried their convictions to 
the board of aldermen, and the result 
was that the druggist lost iiis license. 
This seems to us much the better and 
more effective way, and it dispenses 
with the use of “spotter",” against whom 
many otherwise sensible and liouorable 
people have a s r »ng prejudice. 

Next Tuesday comes the State elec- 
tion, and ii has been the quietest cam- 
paign that Newton ever knew. The men 
who are always in politics have not made 1 
much of a stir, and general apithv has 
seemed to control them. The Prohibi- 
tiouists alone have had enterprise enough 
to get up a rally, and the other parties 
have confined their efforts mainly to ex- 
planations of the workings of the new 
billot law. Thetermsof “regular ticket.” 
“soratchers,” and so ou are out of date, 
as e very v.»t< r will have to mark up a 
ticket to suit himself. Some of the reg- 
ular politicians are apprehensive of a 
general chaos, but 1 he Newton voters 
will probably have no difficulty in carry- 1 
ing out their wishes, and the best man 
will of course get a majority of the votes, i 

The organization of a vocal society in 
Newton, particulars of which are stated 
ou our first page, will fill a want which 
has been long felt by our music-loviug 
city. Few cities can boast of more 
musical talent than it is our fortune to 
posess, and this talent will now have an 
oppoituuity of developing itself. Mr. 
Thayer, who will conduct the chorus, is 
well known as one of the best chorus 
directors in New England, and under his 
baton the club must reach a high artistic 
standard. It should lie a matter of 
pride to every citizen of Newton to do 
what lie cuii towards encouraging this 
plan, and we bespeak f ir the director a 
hearty respouse, financially and musically. 

Mayor Fisiikh of Waltham has vetoed 
the order granting a location to the 
Newton Street Railway Company 011 
Newton and Itiver streets, because the 
best interests of the city would uot be 
subserved. The company still has a 
location on Main street to Watertown. 
Evidently when a street railway com- 
pany 1 Ians to run through three distinct 
municipalities, it will have no end of 
trouble before matters are finally ar- 
rauged, and any but a very perse voting 
company would get discouraged over ull 
the complications involved. 

lr is fortunate that, the street light 
commit 'ee m ole a good contract with 
the G • ompany, as judging from the 
petitions for new lamps, they will more | 
than have use for all (heir appropriation. 
At tin: rate we have gone this year it 


would not take long to have every street 
in the city brilliantly lighted. There is 
nothing like having a first clnss business 
man like Alderman Johnson at tho head 
of a committee, to show how well the 
city’s and citizen’s interests can he 
looked after. 


Tiie Watertown Enterprise is now 
entering on its 4 1 tli volume, and as it is 
some sort of an offspring of the Graphic, 
wo are glad to note its prosperity under 
its new management and its!* growth in 
circulation and advertising patronage.

ART LOAN EXHIBITION. 

SOME of tiie many attractions at tiik 
AUBURNDALE METHODIST CHURCH. 


(terns of Art from the Old World will 
be exhibited at the Methodist church in 
Auburndale next week. This collection 
will offer a rare opportunity to the stu- 
dent of art, while in the curios there 
will be that to attract those to whom the 
pictures might not so strongly appcnl. 
These curios represent practically every 
country the wide world over, notable 
among them being a Russian “Icon” 
which is to the Greek Catholic, as to sa- 
credness, what the Crucifix is to the Ro- 
man Catholic. It is the figure of the 
Madonna with the child in her arms, all 
but the painted faces of tho two and one 
hand of the Madonna which is thrust in- 
to sight, being of gilt. It is set also in a 
gilt frame aud encased in wood, and cov 
ered with glass. This sacred image has 
the power of performing miracles. 

Among the paintings to be shown, 
chief stands a masterpiece by George L. 
Brown, kindly loaned from the private 
gallery of George C. F -Isom, 36 Brom- 
field street, to whom we are also indebt- 
ed for a second Kruseman Van El ten, a 
delicious bit of Autumn scenery, and a 
beautiful fruit niece by E. C. Leavitt. 
Mr. Brown, fond as he was of Venetian 
scenery, painted this subject but this 
once, but one might wish he had painted 
it over aud over. It is a Bird’s-eye view 
of Venice from the Campanile* the fo- 
liage of the King’s garden being in the 
foreground, the entrance to the Grand 
Canal and Santa Maria della Salute in 
the middle distance, the shipping and 
docks dimly outlined beyond these and 
San Giorgio and the lagoon stretching 
along far away, miles and miles away in 
the mist. Tha effects are Claude’s, the 
picture is Brown’s at his best, and what 
more can 1 e saiu ? 

Many Newtonians will be glad of an 
opportunity to study the chief work of 
our gifted young townsman, Mr. Henry 
Orne Ryder of Auburndale. “Old Farm- 
houses iu Brittany” is the salon pictuie 
of ’SB by Mr. Ryder, a student in Paris 
for the last three years. This picture 
has just come from the exposition at 
Chicago. The Chicago Tribune speaks 
of it as “exquisitely refined and delicate 
in treatment.” The trees “against a 
rather pale but luminous sky are extreme- 
ly lovely and poetic in effect. There is 
even a suggestion of Corot in the beau- 
tiful clear light and free air about them ” 
This is high praise but the picture had 
already won hearty commendation from 
some of the best French masters, Ber- 
nard, Pelouse, See Bernard, an eminent 
French critic, said, on irs hanging in the 
salon: “Byan American artist who shows 
himself to be a very skilful landscape 
painter. “The Old Farm-houses in Brit- 
tany'’ is an excellent picture, with great 
cleverness of execution. The coloring 
is excellent. Mr. Ryder shows himself 
to be a faithful interpreter of nature.” 

It came within three votes among the 
forty judges in the salon, of getting the 
coveted “Honorable Mention,” and was 
hung in an excellent position “on the 
line.” As a young artist Mr. Ryder ha* 
I had lemarkahle success iu selling his 
I ictures, and has gone hack to his work 
| in France. 

In the works iu oils and water colors, 
together with etchings, by the late A. F. 
Bellows, lovers of true art will find a 
rich field of study, as also in the “Ks 
Steiit Gescriebott” is by Prof. O. Gold- 
man of the Art school of Berlin, who 
died three years ago. A monk of 
mediaeval time sits among his heavy 
tomes. One large book re>ts on his 
knee. He has found in it perhaps some 
problem of doubt to which his worn 
forefinger is unconsciously pointed. But 
his face and keen eyes are lifted to the 
crucifix hanging by the grated window 
of his cell, iiis countenance is lighted 
with joy: doubt is dispelled in ecstasy of 
faith. toOue sen s at first • nly the student 
and the emhusi isr, but the details of the 
piotuies are carefully painted aud worthy 
o attention, especially the old leather 
hound volumes. 

“Moonlight in Jersey” by Kruseman 
von Klten, is another genuine treasure 
and like all his pictures a portraiture of 
a favored scene. Oil the let t is a group 
of trees heavy with foliage against a 
cloudy sky through which the lull moon 
breaks lighting up a shallow stream. A 
belated traveller with his dog wends his 
way towards a rustic bridge, beyond 
which is Iiis cottage with welcoming 
lights in its windows, aud hospitable 
suggestions from the smoking chimney. 
Dituly see” iu the distance against blue 
hills is the church spire and roofs of cot 
tagos It is a picture full of tenderness 
and poetic suggestion. Mr. Van Ellen's 
pictures are restful as well as original. 
Born in Holland his many honors have 
been received from Various Academies of 
the Netherlands, as well |as from the 
highest sources in this laud of his adop- 
tion. Iiis pictures are owned by royalty 
as well its by our own merchant princes 

It is impossible mine than * to sample 
the exhibit to he furnished, hut it is safe 
to say that seldom if ever before, has so 
notable a collection of genuine gents of 
art been seen i 11 Newton, aud the occasion 
truly becomes one ot general and well- 
nigh public interest.

1 felt their ap- 
proaches, and the gradual receding of 
cheerful thoughts with every advancing 
step they made. In my struggle It* 
maintain that tranquility which so 
strengthens the soul for work and duty, I 
arose and walked the Hour.

A Self-Winding Clock. 

The Now Haven Clock Company, after 
a year or two of experiment, have at 
last perfected a piece of mechanism 
which, if it does not realize the desire 
for perpetual motion, seems at least to 
be a step in that direction. They are now 
manufacturing and about to put on tho 
market a self-winding clock. 

The motive power is furnished by 
electricity generated by two Leclanche 
cells, which do tho work effectively for 
from twelve to.eighteeu mouths withuut 
removal. The mechanism is simple iu 
the extreme. Much of the ordinary 
clock is omitted and little remains save 
the escapement wheel. The clock is 
wound every hour by a current from tlie 
two cells of the battery, working thro’ 
a pair of magnets. The main wheel, 
which revolves once an hour, connects 
the circuit at each revolution. 

When tho contact is first made and tho 
current passes through the magnets, the 
armature is pulled down to the magnet 
heads, drawing with it an arm whioh 
winds one tooth of the ratchet wheel, 
which is fastened to the box containing 
a spring of the finest steel attached to 
the centre pinion. This operation iH re- 
peated for five or ten seconds at, the rate 
of three blows a second until the spring 
is wound aud the current is cut off by 
the passage around of the main wheel. 
—Hartford Times.

An ontlniRlnstiR rally wan hold in Eliot 
Hall, Monday evening, under the aunpic- 
oh of tho Prohibition ward and city com- 
mittee. Every Boat wan occupied, and 
an audience numbering over 1000 people 
liHtened attentively to tho addreRRes in 
behalf of the Prohibition movement. 
Judgo Robert C, Pitman presided and in 
a brief address in which he presented 
the iRsuo of the campaign, discussed tho 
position of tho two groat parties on the 
temporance question. lie said that the 
Republican party had been unfaithful to 
its promises and hypocritical in its pro- 
fessions, regarding that great issue in- 
volving tho stability of homo and gov- 
ernment and tho uplifting and advance- 
ment of moral character. He then 
pleasantly introduced Ex-Gov. St. John 
of Kansas, who spoke at length concern- 
ing tho cause of prohibition and tho is- 
sue involved in the campaign.

He said 
that the Prohibition party can make 
more noise than any other party, because 
it has something to niuko a noise about. 
He had come from the country of tho 
red mon. whore they have absolute pro- 
hibition, and he believed that tho white 
inou of tho country were as inucrt enti- 
tled to protection as tho Indians. [Ap- 
plause.] The Prohibition party has 
come to stay and it will not compromise 
with license in any form. License is 
A FRAUD AND A HI AM. 

No man can be a follower of tho Lord 
Jesus Christ and vote for any legaliza- 
tion whatever of tho liquor traffic. [Ap- 
plause.] Tho speaker next proceeded to 
pay his respects to tho Republican party. 
Tho Republicans need not be afraid, he 
said, that tho government will be thrown 
into the hands of the whiskey Democ- 
racy. In three Republican states, Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio and Illinois, with a popu- 
lation of over 10,000,000 persons, over 0,- 
000,000 barrels of beer were consumed in 
1887, while in eight Southern States, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia, 
North an I South Carolina, Virginia and 
Tennessee, with an equal population, 
ouly one barrel of beer was consumed to 
every 23 consumed in the Republican 
States named.

The ex-governor closed 
with a stirring appeal to his hearers, 
who have the right to vote, to stand up 
for their honest principles and cast a 
vote on election day that will couut in 
favor of that party whose aim is the 
destruction of tho liquor traffic. 


Potato Rot. 

Tho last bulletin from the Hatch ex- 
periment station has an article by James 
EllisIIumphrey on this subject, of which 
the following abstract has boon made: 

Tho combined warmth and moisture of 
the season just closing have been very 
favorable to the development of fungi, 
whose attacks have consequently been 
in many instances unusually severe. 
Probably no one disease has been more 
generally prevalent or more disastrous in 
its etTects, throughout the state, than the 
blight or rot of potatoes. The potato 
rotiscAUsed by the development within 
the potato plant of a fungus. A striking 
feature of this fungus is that it causes 
tho complete breaking down of the in- 
fested tissues of tho plaut into a slimy 
and ill smelling mass. Tho develop- 
ment of the fungus and death of the 
plant, in very violent cases, is 48 hours; 
evon 24 hours is sufficient to convert an 
apparently nourishing Held into a putrid 
mass. If the tubers, from discasid 
plants, are stored in a warm cellar, even 
if apparently nearly sound, they are liable 
to decay and oven infect their sound 
neighbors. Infected tubers planted in 
the spring are liable to produce diseased 

S lants from which tho whole field may 
ecorne diseased. The “Bordeaux mix- 
ture” is recommended. But as few at- 
tempts have been made at lighting the 
potato rot the above remedy may not 
prove effectual in all enses. 


Dangers of Dentistry. 

Usually dentists take great care in 
keoping their instruments clean, if they 
do not, it should be considered criminal 
negligence. A correspondent in Maine 
submits a local newspaper report of an 
accident to a Bangor dentist, which sub- 
mits the query whether there may not 
be dangor of septaemia (blood poisoning) 
to the hazard of the patient’s life, wheu 
the dentist is uot careful in respect to 
to cleanliness of bis implements. In the 
case reported, the accidental pricking of 
a finger with a sharp instrument used by 
the dentist while filling a tooth, resulted 
in a serious case of pyaemia. In this 
instance the dentist was tho sufferer. 

Suppose the poisoned instrument had 
penetrated the gum of the patient? 
Whether the poisen came from the 
diseased tooth then being operated upon, 
or was due to some previous operation, 
does not appear, und would not much 
matter to apatieutshho would he poison- 
ed in that way. In either case, the iujury 
might prove fatal. From a moral point 
of view, however, it would make a great 
dual of difference whether the patient or 
the dentist furnished the poison. It goes 
without sayiug, that untidiness in the 
dentist’s instruments or in anything per- 
taining to his profession is dangerous as 
well as disgusting, and should uot be 
tolerated.

A HEHIOtm WARM NO FROM THE PROTES- 
TANT EPISCOPAL IIISIIOPS. 

Ill a country such as ours, distin- 
gjished among the nations by institu- 
tions which pre-suppoRu tho liberty, in- 
telligence and civic virtuoof tho citizen, 
it is of the utmost importance that men 
should feel and recognize their political 
responsibility. And while the church of 
God— the kingdom not of this world — 
does not undertake to wage the warfare 
of tho partisan, it ib, nevertheless 
charged with the duty of establishing 
and maintaining principles which shall 
find expression in the political as well as 
in the social and family lifo. 

To ronder unto Ctesar tho things that 
arc Cinsar’s is surely moro than tho due 
payment of tho tribute-monoy which 
supports the public action of the stnte. 
It is no less the righteous and godly ex- 
ercise of all the functions of tho citizen. 
On account of tho dangers which beset 
all governments, the far-seeing founders 
of tho republic rested their hopes fer its 
welfare and success upon tho civic fideli- 
ty of tho people, not upon tho excellence 
of our governmental methods. Those 
methods make possible among us gross 
and shameful perversion of political 
right and authority. It has come to 
pass, in the heat and eagerness of party 
stiuggle, that vicious and corrupt con- 
duet is condoned, and the standards of 
political morality a,o sensibly, if not 
dangerously, lowered. 

Wo are, therefore, confronting a great 
peril, and one which must excite the 
fears of Christian men, lest the charac- 
ter fashioned in the making of free in- 
stitutions, be irretrievably damaged, and 
tho poison entered hero spread itself 
throughout tho lifo of tho nation. Purity 
and integrity iu the administration of 
public affairs are strenuously do 
mamled by the religion of Christ as well 
as by all patriotic aspiration. Official 
place, in morals and in politics, is not 
tho prize won by vulgar selfishness nor 
the refuge of patronized incompetence, 
nor yet tho barter price promised and 
paid for political influence, but the place 
in which a righteous man may serve his 
fellow-men and advance the reputable 
interests of his country. 

The emoluments of office are derived 
from a fund contributed to the state by 
the loyal obedience and patient toil of 
the iudustiious masses. To say the very 
least, it should be distributed so as to 
secure tho most efficient and economical 
conduct of the public affairs. The hon- 
ors of office are the legitimate rewards 
bestowed by popular confidence upon 
upright citizenship, it must be an evil 
day for our country when both emolu- 
ments and honors are made the prey of a 
partisan activity, which often discards all 
honeRty it its methods and renounces all 
sliame in its corrupt and corrupting suc- 
cess. 


Old Nonautum Hill. 

A writer in tho Boston Transcript re- 
counts some of the events connected 
with JohnEliot’s ministry to the Indians 
In October, 1040, he rode over from his 
residence in Roxbury to “the highlands, 
near the Charles, whence the .great chief 
Waban, ‘the wind,’ had recently come 
from Concord.” Waban welcomed him 
in English, and Eliot preached to them 
in the Indian tongue. 

Eliot preached a second time to Waban 
and his followers a fortnight after his 
first visit. He found a much larger 
gathering, many coming from Concord 
and more distant places, as the Indians 
had heard that he knew their language 
and had a message for them from the 
Groat Spirit. 

A third and fourth visit was made to 
tiie settlement on tho hill. The Indians 
began to offer their children to the white 
man to educate, and their numbers so in- 
creased that they wished to occupy the 
whole of the hill where Wabau’s wig- 
wams were. Although they had readily 
partied with their land to the new-com- 
ers, the General Court purchased it of 
the planters to whom it had been sold 
and gave it to thorn. In gratitude to 
God and to the English, the place was 
named Nonantum, which signifies “rejoi- 
cing.” This is the hill at the foot of 
which now lies tiie town of Newton 
Corner or Newton, and it has the houor 
of being the first spot whore there was a 
civilized and Christian settlement of In- 
dians. Rude laws were made and some 
efforts at self-go vein meat, but there were 
times when the Indians relaxed and fell 
back into their old manners and customs. 
However, new converts were constantly 
being made to tho Chtistian faith, and 
there wore lines for drunkenness, 
no wo wing and wife-beating. It was at 
length decided that Nonautum was too 
near tho English to realize tho best re- 
sults. There was not land enough, and 
their constant sense of inferiority dis- 
heartened the Iiidi Mis. The time was 
now como when Eliot's long-cherished 
desire for an established town for “pray- 
ing Indians” was to bo gratified. In 1(151 
tl ey came together on the banks of the 
Charles River at a place which the In- 
dian guides had mentioned as desirable. 
Eliot was much pleased with it. and they 
named it Natick, “a place of hills.”

After a pleasant hour of 
social greeting and renewing acquain- 
tance, the pastor, Rev. Dr. McKoown, 
extended in behalf of tlio church a 
cordial welcome to all, and introduced 
Mr. Edwin W. Gay, one of the original 
members and president of the board of 
trustees, as chairman of the evening, who 
called on Rev. Dr. W. R. Clark to offer 
prayer. A bountiful and elegant supper 
was served in the gallery which has been 
lately transformed into a ladies’ parlor 
and dining-room, adding greatly to the 
conveniences of the church. Mr. II. J. 
Woods, historiographer of the church, 
read a carefully propared and well-writ 
ten sketch of its history from the first, 
recording as note-worthy that there had 
never been a discord in the society. 
Speeches from former pastors and mem- 
bers, interspersed with fine music by the 
church quartet, followed, Drs. Rogers, 
Huntington and Gould, and Revs. Leon- 
ard and Nichols, and Hon. Alden Speare 
giving interesting reminiscences and of- 
fering congratulations in woms tender, 
affectionate and humorous. 

Rev. Dr. G. W. Shinn of the Episcopal 
church offered fraternal greetings. Rev. 
Drs. Calkins of the Congregational 
church and Spaulding of the Unitarian 
were also present. A charming char- 
acteristic letter from Dr. Studley was 
read; the one regret of the evening be- 
ing that Dr. Fred Woods and Rev. 
Samuel Jackson, former pastors, were 
obliged to leave for the train before 
they were reached in the call for speak- 
ers in the order of the pastorates. It 
was a delightful gathering, full of 
Christian joy and fellowship, and will 
long be a pleasant remembrance to this 
happy church. Following is Mr. II. J. 
Woods’ sketch of the church: 

Twenty-five years to a young person 
looking forward see his a long time, hut to 
some of us old ‘‘young” people looking 
backward, it seems but as yesterday jw hen 
it is past and as a watch in the night. 

In the beginning of the year 18(50 there 
was but one Methodist church in Newton 
and all the Methodists in the town were 
divided between the church at Upper 
Falls and at Watertown. There had 
been a class here held in the house of 
Bro. Gay, father of our Bro. E. W. Gay. 
corner of Pearl and Bacon streets, and 
also at Newtonville, and in the year 18(30 
the Newtonville church was organized. 
The first record of a movement to organ- 
ize a society here was after class meeting 
Nov. 10, 18(53, when there were present 
Bros. Priest, Thrall, Mosher. Paine, 
Trowbridge and Gay, aud Sisters Gay, 
Wing and Mosher, and a committee was 
appointed, consisting of Bros. .Skinner, 
Priest, Gay and Thrall, to see about hir- 
ing Union Hall, where Cole’s block now 
stands, which was occupied by the Bap- 
tist society, who were building their 
church corner of Washington and Hovey 
streets. At another meotiug, after class 
meeting, Dec. 8, 1863, being present 
Bros. Skinner, Thrall. Priest, Mosher, 
Paine, Trowbridge, Sanders aud Gay. 
and Sisters Gay, Mosher, Toomey aud 
Trowbridgo, the committee reported that 
“the hall could be obtained about the 
first of February, or as soon as the Bap- 
tist move out, for $75 for the first year, 
and light aud fuel would cost about as 
much more, and Dr. Cobleigh, editor of 
Zion’s Herald, could probably be engag- 
ed to supply the pulpit for $7<K). They 
had received subseriptions amounting to 
$7lK) which could easily bo increased to 
$850 or $5MM) if necessary.” After a long 
discussion as to the ability of the church 
at Watertown to lose so many members 
and so much financial strength without 
seriously crippliug the church, it was 
voted ‘‘Thai tho cause ot Christ aud 
Methodism called for a church at New- 
ton Corner and it was deemed prudential 
and best that a society be formed it the 
consent of the Now England Conference 
could be obtaiued,” all voting in the 
affirmative except one who did not vote 
at all. Following this there was a con- 
ference between the Newtonville and 
Watertown churches, wheu Dr. Sargent. 
Presiding Elder of Lynn district. Rev. II. 
Baker, liov. .1. L. Hansford, D. 1, Buck 
ins, T. Priost aud A. F. Gay wore present. 
The Presiding Elder’s decision was given 
adversely and the meeting adjourned. 

It is not much wonder that the church 
at Watertown should oppose the move- 
ment, as the church at Newtouvillo was 
ouly three years old aud they could illy 
spare such men as formed the nucleus of 
tnis church movement, and as Dr. .Sar- 
gent truly said it would leave three very 
weak churches, but the young society 
felt the moviug of the spirit of coloniz »- 
tiou strongly and deuidod io consult Dr. 
Cobleigh, who iu turn recommended a 
consultation with Dt. Unseal I, Presiding 
Elder of Boston district, who appointed 
a meeting with the committee at Zion’s 
Herald office J.iu. 4, 1864. and as a result 
of this meeting he advised them to take 
letters from the Watei town church aud 
proceed at once to organize a society. 
About this time Bros. T. urleat and A. F. 
Guy wore appointed a committee to peti- 
tion the Annual Coufcieueu of which the 
following is a cony: ‘We, the undersign- 
ed, residents at New ton < 'oruer, members 
of the M. E. church, being desirous of 
establishing a Methodist society iu this 
place aud having secured subscriptions 


to the amount of $000, and having made 
suitable provision for an audience room, 
respectfully request that Newton Corner 
may become a regular station in the N. 
E. Conference of the Methodist church 
and that a minister may bo appointed to 
this place the ensuing year,” and then 
follow five reasons why tho request is 
made. Bros. Thrall, Priest aud (lay 
wero appointed to attend conferouco aud 
present the petition. As a result New- 
ton Corner became a regular station and 
Rev. .1. C. Cromach stationed hero. 

Tho firHt, service was held in the hall 
April 17, 1864, Rev. Mr. Cromach preach- 
ing. Tho society was organized April 
21, 1864, Rev. Dr. Sargent, Presiding El- 
dor of Lynn district, presiding, and tho 
pastor acting as secretary, a largo repre- 
sentation of tho church being present. 
Tho following names, whose letters had 
been received from the Watertown 
church, was road, viz. : John Fisk, Martha 
A. (lay, Aaron F. Gay, Edwin W Gay, E. 
M. Mosher, Olivia Mosher, Mary M. 
Mosher. Thurston Priest. Mary A. Priest, 
James Skinner. Mary A. Skinner, Henry 
Thrall, Minerva Thrall. F. M. Trow- 
bridgo, Abhie A. Trowbridge, Abram 
Thomas and Arethusa Thomas. Also 
as probationers. Emily J. Thrall, Maria 
L. Thrall and Minerva J. Thrall. Han- 
nah P. Mosher was received by letter 
from Newport, Nova Scotia; Mrs. Mehit- 
ablo Cromach from Ipswich and Jede- 
diah T. and Winnette Paine from Truro, 
Providonce Conference. Thurston Priost, 
A. F. Gay, Henry Thrall. E. M, Mosher, 
Abram Thomas wero elected stewards, 
A. F. Gay clerk and treasurer, and 
Thurston Priest appointed class leader. 
Ilonry Thrall was elected superintendent 
of the Sabbath school and tho now ship 
was successfully launched. Number of 
members, 21; probationers, 3; total, 24. 
Of this 24, six now remain with us: E. 
W. Gay, J. T. Paine, Mrs. A. A. Trow- 
bridgo, Mrs. Olivia Mosher, Mrs. Are- 
thusa Thomas and Mrs. D. C. Morgan, 
then Miss Mary M. Mosher. 

For some reason not recorded Rev. Mr. 
Cromach remained only until October 
and Rev. G. W. Lewis, a recent transfer 
from the Cincinnati Conference, was ap- 
pointed to the place, which lie held for 
the lemainder of the year and the two 
following years. ‘‘A man of flue ability 
and his pulpit talent commanded univer- 
sal respect,” is the record and wo judge 
the young society was fairly prosperous, 
as at the close of his pastorate there 
were 30 members and 10 probationers, 
total, 40. Tho hall where services were 
first, held being sold, an invitation from 
the Unitarian society was accepted to oc- 
cupy their church for a part of each Sab- 
bath and when it was no longer conven- 
ient. for them to do this a similar invita- 
tion was accepted from the Baptist soci- 
ety, service being held m tho afternoon, 
the Baptists holding morning and even- 
ing services. During tho most of tho 
time no meetings were held durinir tho 
week except class meeting at a private 
house. For use of church in the after- 
noon $200 a year was paid, beside a bonus 
to the sexton. (The secretary saying he 
thought it proper this fact be put on 
record. ) 

April, 1867. Rev. C. S. Rogers was ap- 
pointed to this charge, which lie held for 
three years. Just previous to his com- 
ing a lot had been purchased, on which 
$500 was paid, and the contract made for 
the erection of a chapel. Soon after con- 
ference a prayer meeting was appointed 
for Thursday evening, which was held 
weekly until the chapel was finished and 
dedicated on Sept. 20, 1869. I copy the 
notice of dedication which appeared in 
Zion’s Herald: ‘‘The beautiful chapel at 
Newton Corner, where Rev. C. S. Rogers 
is pastor, was dedicated with appropri- 
ate services in tho cliapei and a feast in 
Eliot hull Thursday, the 26th, afternoon 
and evening. The day was remarkably 
fine and there were quite a number of 
visitors from Boston aud the surround- 
imr towns, which together with the New- 
ton Corner society entirely filled every 
available seat. After some excellent 
singing*by tho quartette choir, reading of 
scripture and prayer, Rev. \V. F. Warren, 
D.D.,in tho absence of Rev. H. B. Bridg- 
man, who was detained by sickness, 
preached a most eloquent sermon on the 
theme, “A divine Christ essential to the 
church of Christ,” from tho text, ‘‘Who 
is the King of Glory ?” An able exposi- 
tion of the grand doctrine of the divini- 
ty of Christ and tore to rags the tlimsy 
notions of all those who array them- 
selves against our pure Trinitarian creed. 
After the sermon remarks wore made by 
Mr. Rogers and others and a very liberal 
collection taken to liquidate the debt re- 
maining on the chapel. The prayer of 
dedication was offered by Rev. L. R. 
Tlmyer, I).D. The festivities in tho hall 
concluded iu a most agreeable manner 
tho exercises of the day. The hall was 
tastefully decorated * with Hags ami 
streamers aud flowers in great profusion. 
Tables in the centre wero loaded with 
fruit aud the crowded assembly wore 
bountifully entertained with excellent 
viands prepared by the ladies of the so- 
ciety. enlivened by strains of music from 
a line stringed baud. The whole affair 
was most enjoyable and we understand 
an entire success. The chapel is a quite 
pretty wooden structure, 70 by 40 feet, 
capable of accommodating four hundred 
persons, it is a plain gothic witii a spire 
'.Mt feet high and when the church is built 
will form a quite imposing pile, some- 
thing similar to the Tremout street Meth- 
odist church in Boston. The cost of t he 
chapel (exclusive of laud) is $12,500 which 
is nearly paid up. The society is full of 
hope aud a blight future of usefulness 
aud prosperity is evidently before them. 
The society was greatly encouraged by 
the sympathy and help of those outside 
the church. Especial mention should be 
made of Mrs. S. A. Allen, an Episcopal 
lady, who donated the Bible, hymn-book 
aud an elegant oonnnuuiou service. The 
debt remaining on tho laud is $.1600, 
elmpel, $3000; total, $0000.” 

In tho fall of 18(58, it became evident 
tlie society must huihl a parsonage as 
rents wero exceedingly scarce aud high, 
and after considerable deliberation it 
was decided to build ou tho church lot, 
ami in Jan., 18(50. the parsonage, now the 
Wesleyan home, was completed at a cost 
of about $0000 above tho laud and for- 
mally taken possession of Jan. 21, 1860, 
when there was a large and lutppy gath- 
ering of friends, among whom were Dr. 
L R. Thayer, Dr. W. R. (’lark, Rev. C. 
W. Gushing ami Rev. H. Lutnmus. On 
the 30th of Jan., Rev. A. B. Earle, the 
evangelist, commenced an eight days’ 
meeting in our church, which was con- 
tinued nearly every evening for three 
weeks after he left, resulting in quite a 
revival. About 25 professed to find tho 
Savior ami the church was greatly quick- 
ened and blessed. Tbo year closed very 
prospeiously. Number of members, (53; 
probationers. 20; total, 03. 

April, 1870. Rev. S. F. . tones was up- 
pointed ami remained three years. At 
this lime tho chupci was completed at a 


cost including land, furniture and a cab- 
inet organ, hut without pews, at a cost 
of $17,198.92; parsonage completed, $5,- 
688.59; total, $22,887.61. Toward which 
had boon paid $11,069.22; leaving a debt 
of $11,818.28, which does not include a 
large amount of grading dong afterward. 

Tho deaths to tliiB time have been as 
follows. Mary E. Prince, July, 1866; An- 
na II. Warren, July, 18(56; John Fisk, 
Jan., 1867; Alfred H. Binds, May, 18(57; 
A. G. Ainsleo, June, 1869; Chas. Eager, 
1871. 

The cellar of tho parsonage being wot 
it was raised, collar filled in, land graded, 
trees sot and gas put into tho house at 
total cost of $1093.38. An organ was put 
in the church costing $1547; church cel- 
lar filled, $255; church repaired, $221.50; 
church painted, $150; Total, $3260.88, 
which increased tho debt to $14700. Dur- 
ing Bro. Jones’ pastorate the land waa 
graded and money hired to the amount 
of $5000, leaving tho debt $19,700. There 
wore three deaths, Lucretia J. Kimball, 
wufe of Bro. Goo. F. Kimball, who died 
Fob. 1st. 1872, Major Baker, March, 1872, 
and Bro. Ezokiel M. Mosher, who died in 
groat peace and entered into his Ileaveuly 
rest. Dec. 19, 1872. Bro. Mosher was one 
of the founders of the church and had 
always been actively interested in its 
welfare, abundant in labors and earnest 
in zeal, his loss is greatly felt by the 
ch urcli. 

During Bro. Jones’ pastorato the 
spiritual condition of the church had 
boon well kept up while by his superior 
pulpit talents the congregations had 
been increased and the church was 
generally prospered, a steady gain made 
in members and at tho cIobo there were 
98 members and 15 probationers,total 113. 
April, 1873, Rev. A. A. Wright was ap- 
pointed to the charge. At this time the 
church had suffered by death and re- 
moval of prominent members, so that 
when the great panic struck the financial 
world and some of our most earnest 
workers were more or less involved, wo 
were sorely pressed to meet our current 
expenses and pay the interest on the 
large debt which amount to nearly $1400, 
but with praiseworthy zeal the expenses 
were all paid with no increase of the 
debt which remains, $10,500. There were 
four deaths this year. Nathaniel Ayers 
who died May 18, Eliza Ayers, July 24tli, 
Julia Rand, March 14, 1874, and Esther 
A. wife of our Bro. A. S. Weed, who died 
very suddenly April 1st, 1874. The year 
closed witii 103 members and 2 probation- 
ers, 105, April 1874. 

It was found so hard to raise our cur- 
rent expenses and pay the interest on the 
debt, that Bro. Wright was not returned, 
and we were joined to Newtonville under 
the charge of Rev. Frederick Woods. 
There wero no deaths and the year closed, 
101 members, 4 probationers, total 105, 
April 1875. Rev. W. E. Huntington was 
appointed and remained with us two 
years. Through the liberality of Bro. 
Speare the church was supplied with 

K ews costing $420, and the rest of the 
rethren painted the church outside, and 
frescoed the inside at a cost of $600, 
during Bro. Huntington’s first year. Wo 
also sold a strip of land to Dr. L. F. War- 
ner for about $2700, which was applied 
on the dobt, leaving it $17,400. Under 
his care the church constantly improved 
in spirituality and power, souls were 
saved aud in his second year we rejoiced 
with him in his marriage to Miss Emma 
C., daughter of Hon. Alden Speare, but 
we wero soon called to mourn with him 
as after a few weeks she sickened and 
after a brief illness and most happy and 
triumphant death, she passed to her home 
iu Heaven, March 3, 1877. We were 
made doubly sad toward the close of his 
second year, to learn that Bro. Hunting- 
ton would not be returned to us, as ho 
was wanted for a larger church and 
wider field of usefulness at Harvard 
street, Cambridgeport. Ono other deatli 
occured during his pastorate. Sister 
Mary Ilenthorn who died at a good old 
age. July 25, 187(5. The year closed with 
120 members and 1 probationer, total 121. 

April, 1877, Rev. Samuel Jackson was 
appointed aud remained with us three 
ears. Bro. Jackson came a stranger, 
ut so won our hearts that when his full 
term expired, we parted with him with 
groat regret. During his second year we 
adopted the weekly subscription system, 
and for tho first time in the history of the 
church, tho year closed without a deficit 
In iiis second year tho ladies contributed 
$350, and tho hoard of stewards $100, 
which was applied toward the payment 
of tho dobt, reducing it to $16,950. Quite 
early iu his third year Bro. Aldeii Speare 
offered to buy what land was not needed 
for church and parsonage, for $5000, and 
Afterward offered to buy the parsonage 
for $5000, and contribute $1000 mt re 
provided the whole debt could be paid. 
Tlie remaining $(’>000 looked like a large 
sum to raise, but with faith in God and 
an earnest consecration of their means to 
his service, the brethren went to their 
work and in four weeks the entire 
amount was pledged and mostly paid, 
and we could lift up our heads and with 
grateful hearts praise God, who in our 
need had shown that tlie Gold and Silver 
are his as well as ‘‘tho cattle in a 
thousand hills.” There were four 
deaths, Eleanor W. Coburn, who died 
Dec. 13, 1877, Lucinda Bulfinch, Daniel 
Dow and Geo. C. Rand, who died iu 1878. 
At the closo of his throe years theio wero 
103 members aud 2 probationers, total 
105. 

April, 1880, Rev. \V. S. Studley, I). I)., 
was appointed ami remained with us a 
year and a half, when he was called to 
tho larger field of the Delaware Avenue 
church of Buffalo, and the committee 
secured the services of Rev. J. B. Gould, 
I). D., for the remainder of the year. 

Soon after Dr. Studley’s coming he was 
called to attend tlie funeral of the oldest 
member of our church, Brother William 
lirogdau, who died May 15, aged 80 years. 
A good man, full of years spent in his 
Master’s service, ho has entered into his 
eternal reward. Under tlie very able pul- 
pit ministrations of Dr. Studley, tho con- 
gregations have increased considerably, 
and some throe or four young people have 
decided to become Christians. The sub- 
scriptions are all paid in ami we close the 
year without debt. ‘‘Glory to God iu the 
Highest.” 

There were no deaths of our members 
during the second year, but after Bro. 
Gould came to us we were sorely afflicted 
iu tlie death of Rev. Daniel W. Barber, a 
superannuated preacher of the N. H. 
conference, who, with his family, ha* re- 
sided with us several years, and has beau 
abundant in labors for tbe welfare of the 
church, and especially iu his care for the 
poor, toward whom bis kind heart always 
turned. After a long life of unselfish use- 
fulness lie passed to his reward Dec. 7, 
1881. The year closed with tXi members, 
4 probationers, total 100. April, 1882. 

Rev. .1. B. Gould when engaged to sup- 
ply for ilu* remainder ot Dr. Studley’s 
year had just returned from Europe, 
where lie had spout twelve years as com 


sul, and the next spring wan appointed 
here and remained two more years. Dur- 
ing these two years we have been sadly 
afflicted by death, nix of our members 
having fallen, Mm. M. A. Holman, June 
14, 1882; Mins Lydia Poole, who died 
June 24. 1883: Bro. F. M. Trowbridge, 
June 28; Edwin Ray, Mar. 8; Bro. Seth 
Poole and Sister Winnetta Paine, Feb. 9, 
1884. Bro. Trowbridge is another of the 
founders of the church J who lias fallen, 
of whom hut few remain. He was always 
actively identified with its interests and 
faithful to all its calls. Bro. Ray, though 
not so actively engaged in church work 
(owing to ill-healtii) nobly sustained it in 
all itH departments, giving largely from 
his ample means to carry forward its in- 
terests and benevolences. Bro. Poole 
was one of our oldest and best members 
on whom tho church could always rely, 
and his Iors is sorely felt. At the begin- 
ning of Bro. Gould’s last year the city 
sold two houses from Farlow Park, ami 
a committee from the trustees purchased 
one of them, moved it on the lot back of 
the church, enlarged and fitted it up for 
a parsonage at a cost of $3,400, including 
cellar, furnace, gas fixtures, water meter, 
sidewalks, grading and everything com- 
plete, and we now have a parsonage worth 
at least $6,000. After paying out what 
money was in the treasury we hired $2- 
400. The church was painted at a cost 
of $5(55, sheds and organ repaired costing 
$200. Tlie ladies carpeted the church, 
costing over $300 and pnt in new pulpit 
furniture costing $50. Mrs. Orrin Whip- 
ple gave a large chair costing $25, and 
the young people raised $100 toward a 
piano. For all of these improvements 
we owe a debt of gratitude to our pastor, 
Bro. Gould, without whose persistent ef- 
forts we should surely not have succeed- 
ed in securing our beautiful and commo- 
dious and much needed parsonage. Wo 
seem fated to lose our members by re- 
moval. several having moved their rela- 
tions to tbe new church at the Centre, 
Bro. E. M, Fowie, Jackson Flanders, Al- 
vin Flanders and Hon. Alden Speare and 
their excellent families, thus depriving 
us of their valuable support and faithful 
services. We only console ourselves with 
the thought that they are transferred to 
another branch of tlie great army of 
Methodism and that we are still working 
in one common cause of our blessed Lord. 

The year closes with 86 members, 5 pro- 
bationers, total 91. April, 1884, Rev. 
J*>el M. Leonard was appointed here and 
remained two years. By death and re- 
movals our church had been reduced 
and we hoped had reached tho lowest 
ebb, and trust in the coming of a young 
man with his reputation as a preacher 
we might hope for an ingathering. In 
this we were not disappointed. During 
his term of service while there was no 
great revival there was a constant growth 
and his pulpit ability increased our con- 
gregations quite largely, and a good de- 
gree of spirituality prevailed at the close. 
There were three deaths, Sister Grace 
Marston after a loug life spent in faithful 
labors died in Bangor, Sept. 2, 1885. Sis- 
ter Helen A. Woodbridge, died in great 
peace Dec. 2, 1885, and Bro. J. F. Lam- 
son after a long and severe illness died in 
Boston, March 1st, 1886. Number of mem- 
bers 121, probationers 20, total 141. Two 
hundred dollars was paid ou debt, leav- 
ing $2,200. 

April, 1886, Rev. Fayette Nichols was 
appointed to this charge and remained 
three years. Though coming a stranger 
he soon won the hearts of his people and 
held their love and esteem to tbe end of 
his pastorate His preaching was of high 
order, very sharp and clear in definition 
of doctrine and especially instructive to 
the church which he aimed to bring to 
appreciate its duties as well as high priv- 
ileges as the Bride of the Son of God. 
There has been a general gathering in 
through the years and tlie church stands 
well in all its interests. There were five 
deaths. Eliza Ayers who died Sept. 9, 
1887; Elizabeth A. Renton. Sept. 21, 1887; 
Thomas Emerson, Mrs. Edna Ray iu 1888 
and Rev. Thomas Marcy, Jan. 22. 1889, 
In the death of our dear Bro. Marey we 
havo been especially afflicted. Being a 
member af the N\ E. Conference ho was 
member of no individual church but as a 
superannuated preacher he has resided 
with us many years and by his active in- 
terest and faithful labors has been a very 
efficient agent in making the church 
what it is today, while his loving nature 
and manly Christian spirit greatly eu- 
deared him to us all. 

Two hundred dollars was paid on the 
debt, leaving $2000. |The eb urcli has 
been painted and repaired, aud tlie year 
closes with 134 members and 15 proba- 
tioners, 149, the largest in our history. 
April, 1889, Rev. Andrew McKoown was 
anpointd here. He came well known and 
gladly welcomed by many of the church, 
and very soon captured the rest of us. 
He ably fills our pulpit, and his earnest 
preaching and faithful labors will, no 
doubt, bring us somewhere near his ideal 
of true Christian living. Almost at his 
coming, lie was called to attend tlie fun- 
eral of our dear brother. Rev. Bradford 
K. Fierce, D. D., who died April 19, 1889, 
iu whose death tlie church lias lost an 
earnest well wisher and indefatigable 
worker. His loss is especially fell in our 
social meeting, where his voice was so 
ofteu heard in prayer and exhortation, 
and where so many were helped by his 
kind words of counsel and cheer, toward 
the highest living. We miss him most 
of all, as a personal friend. Our beloved 
puHtor's wife came to us in ill health, aud 
though few others knew it, they well 
knew her earthly labors were about end- 
ed. With this great shadow* over their 
home, they wont cheerfully forward, il- 
lustrating tbe truth of the beautiful 
words of the Psalmist, — “Yea, though l 
walk through valley of the shadow of 
death I will fear no evil, for Thou art 
with me; Thy rod ami Thy staff, they 
comfort mo,” and iu great peace site 
passed out of the shadow* into tlie sun- 
light of her heavenly home, July 8, 1889. 
We have been also called to mourn tho 
loss of Mrs. J. F. Lamsou who died in 
Bostou, in September. 

Aud so for a few minutes we have re- 
called tlie scones of the past, uot like 
Lot’s wife looking back with a lougiug 
wish to be amidst them again, but to 
learu wisdom ami get encouragement 
from the retrospect. While iu lookiug 
back we sue many wasted privileges ami 
realize tbe sadtiess of tlie miglit have 
been*, we can also feel our hearts thrill 
with gratitude for wliat the church has 
accomplished, as wo think of the earnest 
Christian men and women now with us, 
of the others no lea* earnest who have 
gone to more successful work in other 
fields, and the bright stars in the firma- 
ment of heaven who are still our own, 
only gone to a higher ami bettor life be- 
yond. 

Of one thing we may be truly proud 
and grateful. The church has always 
beou united and lias escaped any family 
jars which so often occur even iu tho best 
regulated families. 


We are often told that Newton is not 
a fruitful field for Methodism, but for 
our encouragement let us for a few min- 
nte* compare the past with the present. 
In 18(50 the town had a population of 
8382 and our church 106 members and 
robationers, almost exactly one mem- 
or to eighty of the population. The city 
now has a population of perhaps certain- 
ly not over 24.000, and we nave as re- 
ported in our last minutes 665, or one in 
about 37 of tbe population; so while the 
city has increased about three fold we 
havo increased over six fold. In what 
goes to make our real strength the gain 
is still more marked. Then we paid for 
preacher’s salary and rent $775.00, last 
year $8250.00; then we raised for mis- 
sions $21.75, last year $1812.00; then for 
all our benevolences $70.55. last vear 
$3,094; total for ail purposes then $845.55. 
last year $11,344. In view of ail this 
we may well thank God and take cour 
age. With the mother church at Water- 
town in a prosperous condition, we the 
daughter larger than ever before, and the 
grand daughter at the Centre already 
looking over our beads as young ladies 
often do we can well leave the things be- 
hind and reaching forth into tbe things 
which are before, press toward the mark 
fer the prize of the high calling of God 
in Christ JeRUR.

lieves the sick and wounded; and inter- 
esting essays, fiction, and poems. Most 
of the articles are richly illustrated.

Many rare portraits of actors 
give added value to a paper by Laurence 
Hutton on “A Century of Hamlet.” re- 
viewing the history of the tragedy in 
America. Prof. Charles Eliot Newton 
tells tlie wonderful story of “The Build- 
ing of tlie Cathedral at Chartres.” TV. 
Hamilton Gibson identifies for bis read- 
ers tbe notes in “the choral of the birds" 
that one hears ou a perfect day in early 
June. Joseph Pennell describes with 
many illustrations the old minster city of 
“York.” Thomas W. Knox, Lucy C. 
Lillie, and John Elliott Curran contrib- 
ute short stories. and Charles Dudley 
Warner concludes bis bright novel of 
contemporary American life, "A Little 
Journey in tlie World.’’

THE NEW CHURCH. 


THE FIRST LECTURE IN REV. MR. WOR- 
CESTER’S COURSE. 


The first lecture of a course was de- 
livered by Rev. John Worcester at tlie 
New Jerusalem Church, Highland ave- 
nue, Newtonville, last Sunday evening, 
upon tbe subject of the New Church. 
As to its outward organization; this was 
described as a small body, chiefly in 
America and Great Britain, devoted to 
the promulgation of certain doctrines 
which it believes will be of immense 
value in the future development of a 
true spiritual Christianity. 

The first of these doctrines contains a 
rational interpretation of the Divine 
Trinity. The New Church is taught that 
the Heavenly Father’s love f° r saving 
men was the life of the Lord Jesus, th&t 
he was like other men as to his inheri- 
tance from the mother, and in every re- 
spect except that the Divine Spirit rested 
in him without measure, that is. without 
the limiting medium of a human rather. 
In every child the spirit of life limited 
by his father, gives it zeal to know, to 
understand, and to do; and at length 
comes forth in manly powers like those 
of its father. In the Lord this was a 
Divine zeal for knowing and understand- 
ing. and for doing the works of the In- 
finite love. This was in conflict with 
the finite and perverse inheritance from 
the mother, and was continually over- 
coming and putting off its imperfections 
and limitations. Tbe passion of the 
cross was the laying down of the last 
remnant of the natural life, that he 
might receive and bring forth the Divine 
life in absolute perfection and fulness: 
and from that time the Father and He 
were one, as soul and body are one man. 

The Holy Spirit is not a separate per- 
son from the Lord. He breathed on the 
disciples, saying, “receive ye the Holy 
Spirit.” It is therefore his own spirit, 
or himself as he is received by men. 
And so the Divine Trinity is a triuue in 
the one person of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

So in regard to the Sacred Scriptures: 
the doctrine recognizes to the full the 
limitations of the letter, taken as it is in 
large part from the ideas and experiences 
of ignorant men. And yet it teaches 
that it was taken by the spirit of God; 
and so selected and framed that, besides 
the beautiful and esseutial lessons of the 
literal sense, in every part it is like a 
parable teaching a lesson of Divine and 
Heavenly things, in most places wholly 
unlike the story of the letter. The story 
of the creation treats of the formation 
of a heavenly spirit in man. The his- 
tory of the descendants of Abraham con- 
tains another history of the development 
of a spiritual church. The Levitieal law 
of sacrifices contains a Christain law of 
true spiritual worship of the Lord. 

The teachings of the New Church in 
regard to the spiritual world were spoken 
of as important iu many wavs, but as 
not the essentials of the church — which 
consist in a true knowledge of the Lord, 
and a Christian life in his precepts. 
Swedenborg described changes that took 
place in the spiritual world more than a 
century ago, which are an adequate 
cause "for the wonderful changes that 
have since followed in the realm of hu- 
man thought, for which uo other suffi- 
cient cause has ever been suggested. All 
intelligent observers see that the change 
in the mental atmosphere is so great that 
nobody teaches uow what everybody 
taught a hundred years ago. But while 
it is true, that very much that was 
arbitrary aud unreasonable lias been 
destroyed, there is a general lament that 
there is so little positive rebuilding— 
that there is so little positive knowledge 
of God, of the Divine iu tbe Scriptures, 
of tbe life after death. Men torget that 
it never was promised that the City of 
God should spiiug up from the earth, but 
that it should cotue down from God out 
of Heaven. They believe practically 
that such a revelation from God is im- 
possible. The New Church bolds that 
it is possible, ami has already beeu 
given; and that it ouly awaits the recep- 
tion by nion in heart aud life, to fulfil 
the glorious promise of the apocalyptic 
vision. 

The subject of the lecture next Sunday 
evening was announced as tlie Story of 
tbe Creation, iu Genesis.

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SMOKELESS POWDERS. 

Rapidly Coming Into Cm* Both for Small i 
Arm* and Artillery. 

While tin’ tremendous charges of great 
bodies of cavalry undoubtedly formed a 
leading feature of the late German ma- 
neuvers. suggesting how much is expect- 
ed of mounted troops in the future, yet 
upon the whole the most important re- 
sult effected was the demonstration of 
the great effectiveness of the so called 
smokeless and noiseless powder. It is 
not too much to say that the final ma- 
neuvers at Hanover, in which the Tenth 
corps, using smokeless cartridges, de- 
feated the Seventh corps, provided with 
the ordinary black powder. shows that 
the new compound is a necessity for 
warfare hereafter. It was found that 
the Tenth corps almost held the Seventh 
at its mercy, since it could maneuver 
alike in front and on the flank of its op- 
ponent without allowing the latter to 
properly judgo of the firing distances 
from sound or smoke, both being so 
slight. 

To a limited extent the action of smoke- 
less powder has become known through 
experiments with the new repeating 
arms, and also with artillery Earlier 
in the year, during the maneuvers of the 
artillery brigade of the guards in East 
Prussia, two regiments, one consisting 
of eleven and the other of eight batter- 
ies. practiced all day long with the near- 
ly smokeless powder, firing projectiles of 
different caliber. It produced at each 
shot “a ball of black smoke about three 
feet in diameter, which quickly disap- 
peared." The accounts show that the 
powder left so little refuse in the bore 
that, instead of cleaning it out after 
every shot, it was only necessary to pass 
a rag through it now and then. 

In Italy recent experiments with the 
same or equivalent powder showed prac- 
tically the same results. The new Ger- 
man powders made by the united Rhine 
and Westphalian factories are also high- 
ly satisfactory in point of initial velocity 
and moderate pressures. 

The first general information obtained 
in regard to the smokeless powders was 
in connection with the Lebel rifle, the 
new small caliber repeating arm of the 
French, which created such an excite- 
ment a few years ago, and practically 
dictated reconstruction to small arms 
throughout Europe. At that time neither 
the Austrian Mannlicher rifle nor the 
German repeater used smokeless powder. 

It is understood, of course, that the 
words "smokeless" and "noiseless" are 
nseitin a comparative sense, as there is 
some noise and some smoke in nearly all 
these powders. It has been said, how- 
ever. that the report of a single Lebel 
rifle can not be heard at a distance of 
more than twenty or thirty yards; that 
it may be said to make no smoke, and 
that the recoil is of no consequence what- 
ever. The powder is said to be a secret 
compound of gun cotton and cullodion, 
and its exact composition is perhaps the 
cnly secret now remaining in regard to 
the Lebel rifle. 

The Germans began with the use of 
the Duttinliofer semi-smokeless powder, 
ind have also made imitations of the 
French powder as nearly as it can be 
found out. The Russians have tried a 
new powder, made by the Ochtenski 
factory, in imitation of the Duttinhofer, 
and its manufacturers insist that it is su- 
perior to the latter in ballistic properties; 
that it has a little higher initial velocity, 
weight for weight, with less pressure on 
the bore. This may be the reason why 
the Russians have come to the use of the 
small caliber, which could only have the 
required efficiency with one of the new 
com]K>unds, as otherwise the bore would 
foul too rapidly. 

The Euglish also have obtained a 
smokeless and noiseless powder, invented 
by the well known artillerist, Capt. No- 
ble, of the Els wick works, at Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne. A British military authori- 
ty says that its use has almost been de- 
cided upon, both for small arms and for 
machine and quick firing guns. 

It speaks of the powder as “a curious, 
grayish looking material, in long threads 
or a whipcordlike form, presumably 
from the shape it assumes under hydrau- 
lic pressure. Its action is most startling. 
At 300 yards’ range not a sound is heard 
when a volley is fired with it, and only a 
faint haze arises, which is almost imper- 
ceptible. while a shower of bullets is seen 
to fall upon the targets, an effect pro- 
duced seemingly without a cause." Care- 
ful experiments will be made with it at 
Lydd. In their quick firing guns the 
British at Shoeburyness have used the 
Chilworth smokeless powder with great 
effect, obtaining a very high initial ve- 
locity. 

In rapid fire cannon, as in magazine 
small arms, the value of smokeless pow- 
ders is obvious, because the peculiar ad- 
vantages of these weapons might other- 
wise bo largely counterbalanced by 
smoke. 

Of all the new powders Schultze’s is 
perhaps the best known. Nearly or quite 
all appear to depend on the union of ni- 
trous compounds of some sort with other 
substances. 80100 will not keep in all 
climates, and some give out an unendur- 
able odor. Their introduction will per- 
haps call for some new studies in tactics, 
as certain movements now depending on 
the cover of smoke can not hereafter 
rely on this protecting mantle. But just 
at present the tactical considerations 
seem to bo less important to our own 
country than the procuring of powders 
as efficient as the new ones which are 
finding favor in Europe.— Washington 
Special.

The 
vessels entering the port of New York 
coming under the recent order of the 
British admiralty Ixdong to the White 
btar, Cunurd and iumiui lines. — Phila- 
delphia Times.

The couple lived together for thirty 
years and raised a family of four chil- 
dren. All the children married and 
moved away. The old couple l*ecame 
lonely, and they got a young lady named 
Jane Hunter to come and live with 
them. 

Miss Hunter was about 20, bright and 
attractive. It was soon evident that Mr 
Walker was much attached to young 
Miss Hunter.

The Corp»e Run Away. 

A Baltimore dispatch to The Chicago 
Herald says: A telephone message to 
the Central station last night conveyed 
the information that a man had been 
killed in the Baltimore and Potomac 
tunnel, and requested the presence of a 
3oroner at Union station, whence the 
body had been taken. The corpse w;is 
covered with mud and dirt and was stiff 
and rigid. Police Sergt. Sckultze was 
becoming impatient over the non-arrival 
of the coroner, and walked to the door 
to see whether he was coming. When 
he returned, the bench was vacant and 
the corpse was walking out of the door. 

The sergeant started after his subject, 
but the latter, seeing him coming, made 
haste to escape. Finally the policeman 
reached him and insisted on his return- 
ing until the coroner should arrive, but 
the man refused in the most positive 
manner to let a coroner go to work cm 
him. He was a live man and therefore 
not under that official’s jurisdiction. The 
sergeant came to the same conclusion 
and allowed the corpse to go. It was 
afterwards ascertained that the man’s 
name is James Lacy, and that he fell 
from a freight train and lost conscious- 
ness for almost an hour. He had been 
temporarily paralyzed by the shock. 

Rupld Railroad Construction. 

An invention which promises to revo- 
lutionize the present method of railroad 
construction was put to a practical test 
recently by George Roberts, the inven- 
tor, in the presence of about three hun- 
dred railroad experts. The machine 
worked beyond the expectations of the 
inventor, the men laying at the rate of 
two and one-half miles of track per day, 
and twelve men doing the work of seven- 
ty-five by the old way. It handled ties 
and rails of the heaviest kind— used in 
constructing mountain roads — with the 
greatest ease, placing them rapidly and 
accurately in position. The machine is 
so constructed that it can be used on any 
ordinary flat car. All construction ma- 
terial is moved on rollers from the rear 
to the front, where the machine takes 
up the rails and ties, laying them very 
rapidly on a steep and difficult grade. 

Its great success has caused the Northern 
Pacific to secure the refusal of the first 
machine, and the inventor is now ar- 
ranging for building two tuoro machines 
to cost §1,200, and the inventor receives 
a royalty of $50 per mile. — New York 
Telegram. 

Electrical Water Power. 

If the project relating to a new canal 
at Rheinfelden. Germany, he carried out 
an enormous stimulus will be given to 
electrical engineering, since the power 
rendered available through the construc- 
tion of this canal will amount to not less 
than 11,000 horse power, and will have 
to be transmitted electrically to Basel, 
Sackinger and other distant places. The 
plans are ready, the capital is available, 
but the concession hits not yet been ol>- 
tained. If it is obtained in time work 
will begin in the coming autumn, and 
the w hole undertaking will ho completed 
in 1801. The length of the canal is 1$ 
miles; its width, 105 feet, and there will 
be erected a turbine house containing 
twenty-three turbines, each of 750 horse 
power. Each turbine will drive its own 
generator. The pressure adopted will bo 
sufficiently high to enable the distribu- 
tion of power to bo effected economically 
within a distance of fifteen miles. The 
power of the turbines being 17,000 horse 
power, a total of 11,000 horse power will 
bo available to the consumers. — Ex- 
change.

The 
life at the different halls is the Rame in 
its broad outlines, although each one has 
its special characteristics. Each stxident 
has one room, which is used at night for 
a sleeping room and in the daytime for 
a sitting room and study. The daily 
routine of life at the college begins with 
the chapel bell at 8 o’clock, breakfast at 
quarter past 8. Students linger in the 
library to chat and rend the daily papers 
for half an hour or so after breakfast, 
but by 9:30 o’clock most of them have 
gone off to read in their rooms, or to 
lectures in the town. 

These are given either at the rooms of 
the association for women’s education 
or at the men's colleges. The examina- 
tions at Oxford are known as “pass," or 
"honors.” The standard of the former 
is estimated to correspond with that of 
“moderation." The "honors" examina- 
tions either aim at a standard analogous 
to the men's honor examinations — as in 
the case of literature and modern lan- 
guage — or are identical with them, as in 
the case of the classical, mathematical, 
natural science and modern history 
schools. Most of the teaching for the 
"pass" examinations and for the two 
first “honor" schools is given by uni- 
versity lecturers and tutors at the asso- 
ciation rooms. For the last four named 
"honor" examinations, the women stu- 
dents attend lectures at the men’s col- 
leges. and read privately with university 
tutors. Honor students are admitted to 
the Bodleian library. 

Lunch at the halls is an informal meal, 
which begins at 1 o’clock. The afternoon 
is mostly devoted to walks, tennis, boat- 
ing on the Irwell, and other amusements. 
Four o'clock is tea time, and the festive 
time of the day in the halls. Tea par- 
ties are frequent, and guests come from 
without as well from within the halls. 
At such entertainments "shop" is tabooed 
by etiquette. The time between tea and 
dinner is given to work. Another half 
an hour after dinner is devoted to social 
purposes; after that comes evening pray- 
ers, and work begins again, to be carried 
on for a period long or short, according 
to the discretion of each student. Cocoa 
parties at 10 o’clock is a form of dissipa- 
tion that finds favor with the Oxford 
girls. The students at the different halls 
meet at lectures, and they have a debat- 
ing society which holds fortnightly dis- 
cussions alternately at Somerville and 
Lady Margaret halls. There is also a 
tennis match between them every term. 
Each hall has its own societies — literary, 
musical, political and historical. — Boston 
Traveler. 


A Dog That Prints a Paper. 

Printing presses are usually run in this 
country by steam power, by water pow- 
er, electric motors, and by main strength 
and awkwardness; but the machine 
that grinds out The Plain City Dealer 
is run by dog power. A large wheel about 
ten feet in diameter and about two feet 
in width is connected with the drive 
wheel of the press by means of a belt 
Cleats are placed about a foot apart on 
the inside of the wheel, where “Joe,” 
the journalistic dog, walks his weary 
round and thus causes the wheel to re- 
volve. Joe has run the press for about 
five years, and has faithfully earned his 
hash every week. It is now about time 
for him to die and go where good dogs 
always go. and the proprietor of The 
Dealer is casting around for another ca- 
nine. Part of Joe is shepherd and the 
rest is common, every day dog. — Colum- 
bus Evening Post. 


Tlio Old Commodore. 

Commodore Vanderbilt made $100,- 
000,000, beginning with no money and 
very little education. He could write 
his name, and that was about the extent 
of his scholastic acquirements. His 
name, which was good for any amount 
on a check, was not much to look at. He 
could not pronounce the letter V, and 
always called himself Wanderbilt.

WHAT THE G008E BONE SAYS. 

It Will Hi* an 0|i«n Winter. If Tliere’* Any 
Truth In the none'* Story. 

Henry Stillman, of Woodstock, is tho 
gooso bone prophet of eastern Connecti- 
cut. He gets his bone from a gooso that 
is hatched in May, and when Henry 
Stillman is bending over his goose bone 
to read the future each fall all Windham 
county Is hushed, and it hearkens to the 
prophecy Wiggins and Do Voo, and 
even Uncle Daholl, of Groton, who has 
been getting out "almanacks" yearly for 
the past 117 years, may do very well 
fumbling with the weather during the 
rest of the year, but when the first fall 
wind comes piping over the hills, and 
the "frost is on thepunkin," then Henry 
Stillman sits down with the goose bone, 
and something happens that is "tolerabl’ 
sartin.' 

Mr. Stillman consulted the bone last 
week, and his prediction has been pub- 
lished orally nil over the eastern end of 
the state. Prediction is a weak, narrow 
word to apply to the proclamation, for 
Mr. Stillman doesn’t predict; he deter- 
mines. It is going to be an open winter, 
he says, and “that settles it,” says Wind- 
ham county 

The magic bone, hanging by the side 
of Mr. Stillman’s kitchen chimney, and 
by which he ciphers out the season, 
shows a row of dots around its shank, 
and those dots announce what the tem- 
perature is going to lie. The darker the 
spots the colder the weather is the read- 
ing of the bone. Then there are circular 
marks which divide the bone into the 
three winter months, December occupy-, 
ing the space between the first partitions. 
January the next apartment and Febru- 
ary the remaining one. Mild, regular 
weather will prevail in all the months, 
and it will be milder than even that of 
last winter. There will lie few days on 
which running water will freeze. The 
coldest weather will be in tho latter half 
of January, when there will he some 
frosts of considerable severity. 

"Near the point of the bone," says the 
seer, “is a marked discoloration, indi- 
cating that the first day of winter will 
give decided intimation of the season's 
change.” Christmas will be a green one, 
but it will be wet and cold. January 
will step in warm and sunny, but soon 
it will turn cold, though not very cold. 
The coldest day will be Jan. 27. There 
is going to be a ‘reg’lerold time Jini- 
wary thaw," and February will have a 
"thawy spell," too. October will be a 
cold, disagreeable month, with heavy 
rains and snows. There will be an early 
spring, but February will melt into 
March in a disastrous thaw, in which the 
features will be swollen mountain 
streams and terrible floods. 

Faith in the goose bone is invincible 
in this part of the state, and each year 
many farmers are wont to take one from 
the May goose, and it is dried and hung 
in the front hall or against the chimney 
in the kitchen. There it dangles until 
spring in the next year. The best bone 
is taken from a goose that has a trace of 
wild blood in its veins. But not every 
one can read a goose bone as Henry 
Stillman is able to do it. — Willimantic 
(Conn.) Letter. 


Natural Gan. 

Natural gas as a fuel has been in use 
about fifteen years. There are now em- 
ployed in its transmission for fuel pur- 
poses 27,350 miles of pipe mains. In 
Pittsburg alone there are 500 miles, and 
the consumption of gas there represents 
an annual consumption of 7t000,000 tons 
of coal. The head of a Pittsburg gas and 
oil firm said recentfv, during a discus- 
sion of this question: “Eastern people 
are still afraid that natural gas will play 
out So far there is no indication of it, 
though when we first commenced to use 
it in Pittsburg four or five years ago— 
that is. using it generally — there were 
many people who did not look for it to 
last more thun six months or a year. 
Now that it has been in general use for 
several years and the supply keeps right 
up. there is not much apprehension at 
home, but 1 meet it everywhere outside. 
Tho science of natural gas is not fully 
understood yet, and no one can tell how 
long it will last." — Exchange. 


Child, Wife. Mother and Widow. 

About a year ago Joseph Bloedel, a 
17-year-old boy, of Huntington, W. Va., 
ran away with Agnes Jarvis, aged 11, 
the duughter of a well-to-do South Caro- 
lina farmer.

To Put Out Theatre Tired. 

The protection of theatres from injury 
by fire has taxed the ingenuity of in- 
ventors ever sinco playhouses were first 
constructed, and all kinds of devices 
have been tried to provide for the safety 
of audiences, with more or less success. 
Last night au exhibition was given in 
Mason street of an apparatus invented 
by District Engineer J. W. Reagan 
whose headquarters nre at the house 01 
Engine 26. which promises far to excel 
anything of the kind ever adapted to the 
uses of the stage. It is very simple in 
its construction, being what might be 
termed a brass nozzle, formed like the 
burner of an ordinary kerosene lamp, 
with three apertures two and one-half 
inches across. 

Through these apertures (which in a 
lamp would contain the wick) fan shape 
streams of water can be ejected to a 
height of about seventy feet and of a 
width nearly as great. This contrivance 
will be first placed in the Tremont thea- 
tre. One will bo placed immediately 
under the proscenium arch, and that 
alone will be sufficient to throw a spray 
of water so dense as to prevent the fiercest 
fire from passing through it. as it will 
completely cover the whole space occu- 
pied by the front of the stage. For 
more perfect protection there will be 
one placed on each side of the proscen- 
ium arch, about half way from the floor 
of the stage to the top of the proscenium. 
With three great bodies of water thrown 
in as many different directions across 
the stage it is believed that it will be a 
matter of impossibility for fire to leap 
across it.— Boston Herald. 


Iiidide of tlie Melnn Was a Snake.

A SLAVE BOY’S 8TORY. ~ 


HrmiK* Vlclddltttriea That Lad Him from 1 
Central Africa Down the Congo. 1 

A letter from the Congo tells the story j 
of a slave boy from Central Africa who, | 
by a series of strange vicissitudes, has 
recently come into the possession of Mr. 
Holman Bentley, the well known mis- 
sionary, and is now living on tho river| 
near the west coast. The boy’s name is 
Kayembe. and he lived near the Congo, 
about 1.(100 miles from its mouth. A 
while ago a large party of Arabs from 
Nyangwe # and their Manyema slaves at- 
tacked tho village adjoining that in which 
Kayembe lived. They heard the shoot- 
ing and saw the marauders seizing wo- 
men and children. Then they tied into 
the jungle, and the Arabs, coming over i 
to the deserted town, burned it to the 1 
ground I 

It was three days before the villagers } 
ventured to return to their ruined 1 
homes All was quiet then, and they 
spent the days tilling their fields around ' 
the place where they had lived. Ac 
night they slept in the jungle, as they' 
feared a night, attack. They were not 
without fear for a moment, but they 
still lingered around their fields because 
their food came from them. 

One day, after they had led this 
wretched life for about three months, a 
gang of slave hunters suddenly rushed 
upon the village, beating their drums 
and firing guns. Kayembe's father 
threw a spear at one of the slavers, 
wounding him in the shoulder. The 
wounded man then shot the father dead 
and cut off his hand as a trophy. Kay- 
embe dashed into the junglo with sev- 
eral men after him. They caught him, 
and he was dragged away with other 
prisoners to neighboring villages, where' 
the slavers killed the men and captured' 
many women. The little children whom 
many of the women carried in their 
arms were snatched away from them 
und thrown into the bushes, there to 
perish miserably Some of them, how- 
ever. were struck dead or were stunned 
by a blow from a stick Others who 
attempted to follow their mothers were 
struck with switches and driven back. 

In about ten days the slavers, with 
their captives, reached N yang we, and 
the poor people were soon scattered far 
and wide, their owners taking them in 
all directions. Kayembe’s master took 
him 300 miles down tho Congo, where he 
sold him to a Zanzibari. Soon after the 
boy had an attack of dysentery, and his 
new master, thinking he would die, sold 
him for a song to a Housoa soldier in the 
servico of the Congo state. The soldier 
took him 900 iuile3 further down the 
river, to Leopoldville, where Sir Francis 
de Winton set the boy free and put him 
in charge of the Baptist mission. 

He has learned tho language of the 
lower Congo, and Mr. Bentley writes 
that he is a bright and interesting boy. 
But the tragic events in his old home 
are graven iu his memory. Ho wants to 
return to his own country when it is safe 
to do so. and the missionaries have prom- 
ised him that when they are able to 
start a station far up the Congo, where 
he came from, I10 shall go there with 
them. — London Telegram. 


California's Growth. 

Forty years ago the harbor of San 
Francisco was filled with a great fleet of 
ships that were lying idly at their anchors. 
They Imd brought cargoes of men and 
merchandise, but they could find no car- 
goes to carry away. Many of these ships 
never left the port. They were hauled 
up to the land, and the hulks furnished 
temporary shelter for hundreds of pio- 
neers. Today the docks are lined with 
a great fleet of merchant ships— a larger 
number of sailing vessels, probably, than 
can be found in any other port in the 
Union. These ships are nearly all dis- 
charging or taking on cargo. There is 
hardly an idle ship in this harbor among 
seaworthy vessels. Aside from wine, 
wool, ores und lumber, there will be a 
million tons of wheat for transportation 
to foreign markets. The ox teams no 
longer plod a weary way across the con- 
tinent But nearly every day a train 
load of fruit is sent to the Atlantic states, 
and these shipments will be rounded up 
with the largest citrus crop, save that of 
Florida, ever produced in the United 
States. —San Francisco Bulletin.

CITY GOVERNMENT. 


AN ALL NIGHT SESSION WAITING FOR 
WARD THREE. 


The board of aldermen met Monday 
night to receive the returns, with Mayor 
Durr in the chair and all the members 
present except Aldermen Pettee and 
Childs, who are, curiously enough, the 
members of the committee on elections. 
Before the last returns were in, the oth- 
er members could not help admiring the 
wise foresight of the two missing ones. 

The first returns came in from Pre- 
cinct two, Ward Two, soon after 0 
o’clock, and were followed by Preciuct 
Two, Ward Five. Then there was a 
wait of an hour, when Ward Six turned 
up. followed directly by Precinct One, 
Ward Two, and then by Precinct One, 
Ward Five; Waids One, Seven and Four 
followed about 11.30, and then followed 
a weary wait until nearly 3 o'clock, for 
the returns from Ward Three, over 
which the counters were wrestling in the 
City Hill. The unfortunate counters 
li id a haul struggle, and first it was the 
ba lots and then the counters that se- 
cured an advantage. The scouts sent 
out kept, up the hopes of the aldermen 
by reports that they had finished all but 
about a hundred ballots, and would re- 
port hi ten minutes. Then came news 
that a mistake had been found, and the 
counting had begun over again, until fi- 
nally the aldermeu had told all their 
choicest stories and most of them went 
to sSncp. Mr. E. L. Pickard, who is al- 
ways much interested in the result, 
tdropped in occasionally t,j cheer them 
up, anil during the evening a .Spartan 
lunch was served iu the assessors’ loom. 
The few spectators who dropped iu dur- 
ing the evening hul all left h •lore the 
W.ird Three counters finally triumphu 1 
over their difficulties, and Mr. Cate's 
hacks were summoned to carry home 
the city fathers. 

THE ORDINARY BUSINESS. 

A hearing was given on the applica- 
tion of the Gamewcll company for per- 
mission to locate a 200 horse power boil- 
er and euuiue on Oak street, Upper 
Falls. Mr. Price aupeared lor the com- 
puny, hut no one objected and the li- 
cence was granted. 

Mayor Burr appointed Win. A. Leon- 
ard anil Bichard B. Conroy police officers 
on the permanent force, as both had 
served the probationery term satisfacto- 
rily, and both were confirmed. 

Citizens of Newtou Highlands peti- 
tioned for a patiolmun iu that village; 
rcfoired to the polit e committae. 

J . YV. Brown gave notice of iuteutiou 
to build house on street near institution 
avenue, ami K. K. Hamblin a shed for 
wagons tm ('banning street. 1 C. O. 
Kv.iiih was gran tuil license to build a ear- 
ri tg. and store bouse on Fayette street. 
36 by 20; D. S F unh.im asked for license 
to Imil. I Sta le 24 by 34 on vacant lot 
ihmi' Centre and lieaooii streets ; referred. 

Residents of Wusiugtou Park asked 
for conci'i te sidewalks ou west side of 
4 'ark Place. 

I. \V. Kiml* ill, II. K. Boss and about 
60 otlieis asked to have Austin street ex- 
tended to Gi ecu wood avenue, alter the 
plan of T. II. ( alter, as they deemed it 
vet v imp .i iaiit to have a direct street on 
iii.it side of the track, leading to West 


Newton: referred to highway committee. 

James F. Meary asked tor 2 street 
lamps ou Aldeu Place, otT River street, 
and residents of Kenrick street asked 
for lamps on that street to the Boston 
line. 

Alderman Hamblen reported from the 
Claims committee, on petition of Francis 
Jones and others, for abatement of 
guarantee of 10 years, for laying of water 
mains, that as the usual time was live 
years, they should be released after 
paying a five year’s guarantee. 

Alderman Harbach from the Highway 
committee reported favorably on peti- 
tion of H. B. Day, for the laying out of 
Berkeley street to the Robinson land, 
and an order was passed for hearings be- 
fore the aldermen Dec. 3rd, and Dec. 0th 
before the common couucil. 

Alderman Chadwick reported from 
the fire department committee favorably 
on the proposition to give the permanent 
members 24 hours leave once a month, 
and recommended that the practice be 
adopted alter some four weeks, to ena- 
ble the details of the plan to be settled. 
As it is now the men only have leave of 
absence for their meals, and it. seems only 
reasonable to give them 24 hours oil 
once in a mouth. 

Alderman Chadwick also reported fa- 
vorably on the petition of John Jones 
and others for a lire siunal on California 
Street, in the vicinity «-f Faxon and Cres- 
cent. As there is no money for such a 
signal now, the committee recommend- 
ed that the $200 necessary should be m- 
el u led in the estimates tor 1800, and re- 
commended the same to the committee 
on finance 

An order was passed for the exchange 
of the exeicise wagon of Hose No. 7, 
Uoper Falls, for one more suitable for 
the purpose, at an expense not to exceed 
$100 

Alderman Hamblen reported from the 
Claims committee iu regard to the claim 
of H. Carter for damages on Alston 
street, that two or three years ago an 
agreement was entered into by the High- 
way committee, that thev would fix jp 
Allstou street and that Messis. T. II. A 
11 Carter should pay $200. The work 
was not done satisfactorily, they claim- 
ed. and refused to pay the money. 
The committee recommended that on 
the payment of the 8200. the gutters 
j should bo paved and the street put iu 
satisfactory condition. 

I Complaints were made from Preciuot 
I Two, Wind Two, that the ballot box 
worked unsatisfactorily, part of the time 
; refusing to register, and again register- 
ing twice for one vote. In Precinct Two, 
Ward 5, it was reported that the box 
had to be abandoned and the smaller 
one used. The city clerk was instruct- 
ed to report the same to the Secretary of 
State. 

After numerous recesses, about 3 
o’clock the Ward Three returns were 
read, and the city clerk was instructed 
to confer with rho election ollicers in re- 
g ml to the slight errors iu the returns 
and have them corrected. The board 
adjourned to next Monday night. 

llourd of Health. 

Mayor Burr presided at the meeting of 
the board of health on Monday afternoon. 
Messrs. Pettee, Fuller, Wiswall, and 
Agent French wore present. After the 
reading of the records, a petition from 
prominent business men of Upper Falls 
was received asking for the same 
privelegu iu the disposal of Iioiihc offal as 
other parts of Newton. Mr. Pettee said 
the names signed to the petition were 
vuiy well known, and that it would be 
advisable for the board to consider the 
petition. He moved that the agent be 
instructed to ascertain what was required 
and instruct Mr. Mague accordingly. 
The motion passed. An application from 
Robert S. Harrison for permission to use 


one room of a vacated basement for a ! 
kitchen was granted. 

A communication was received from T. 
11. (’avter submitting a new plan for 
obviating the Clinton and Murray street 1 
trouble, by running the waste through | 
the land of Mr. Clallin. A petition from i 
N. G. Allen and others, to abate a nui- ; 
sauce of damp land, lying between Grove 
and Hancock streets, was received and 
tlio petitioners given leave to withdraw. | 
Mayor Burr bad drawn up a petition re- | 
lative to the defective sanitary arrange- 
ment in a school house a' Chestnut Hill. 
The building bad been given up until the 
nuisance could be remedied. Agent 
French bail visited tlio place and submit- 
ted a detailed report, stating the real 
need was suitable water elosots. Mr. 
Pettee moved that, the trustees of the 
building bo instructed to put in suitable 
water elosots, which was carried. The 
lulls for October were read and approved. 
A communication from Mrs. W. M. Lisle 
of Perkins street was n ad, stating that 
Mr. Lislo intended building there, and 
tlio course of the brook would be chang- 
ed at that time thus abating the nuisance 
which the board bad found. Mr. French 
said Mr. Lisle bad received duo notifica- 
tion of the action of tho board but noth- 
ing has as yet boon done. 

On motion of Mr. Pettee, Agent Frenc*. 
was instructed to call the attention of 
Mr. Lislo’s agent to the necessity of 
prompt action. A letter was received 
from Mrs. Hovoyof Irving street, regard- 
ing the back flow caused by too high 
brook level on Mr. Rand’s land, she wish- 
ing to build on the land obstructed. Mr. 
French said the brook was in bad condi- 
tion and the board decided that it could 
bo remedied under the wet laud law. 

With regard to the smoke nuisance, 
the agent said, Mr. Lucas thought there 
were others in the vicinity as bad. and 
knew of no way to abate it. If be could 
be shown some effectual remedy, would 
bo willing to adopt it. Mr. French had 
examined a method which would cost 
about $200, which was in use at the 
Continental Clothing House, Boston. A 
cloth filter showing tho wretched condi- 
tion of the eity water in some houses, 
bad been handed iu to the board. Mr. 
Wiswall saw no way of remedying the 
evil, which was probably caused by the 
city being obliged to pump the water 
directly through the pipes, but the real 
cause can only be conjectured. 

The board then adjourned on motion 
of Mr. Pettee.

EXTRACT FROM STATUTES CONCERNING VOTING 
BY WOMEN. 

“Every womam who is a citizen of this Com- 
monwealth, of twenty -one years of age and uji- 
wards (except paupers, persons under guardinn- 
sliip, and per.-ons excluded by article twenty of 
the amendments to tlie constitution.) who hn« 
resided witlun tlie state one year, and within tlie 
city or town in which she claims a right to vote, 
six months next preceding any election of 
school committees, and w ho lias paid by herself, 
her pnrei-t, guardian or trustee, a state, county, 
city or town tax assesed upon her or her trus- 
tee in this state within two years, next preceding 
>uch election, shall have a right to vote in all 
such elections, for members of school committees. 

Any woman who is a citizen of this Common 
wealth, may, on or before the tlrstdayof Octo- 
ber in at.y year, give notice in writing accom- 
panied liy satisfactory evidence, to the assessors 
of a city or town, that situ was on the llrst day of 
May of that year an inhabitant thereof, and that 
she desires to pay a poll tax, and to furnish un- 
der oath a true list of her est ite, both real and 
personal, not exempt from taxation, and site 
shall thereupon be assessed for her poll, not ex 
ceeding fifty cents and tor her estate, and the as- 
sessors shall.on or before the tilth day of October, 
return her name to the registrars of voters or 
board charged with (lie preparation of tlie listo: 
voters of the city or town in the list of tlie per 
sons so assessed. The taxes so assessed shall be 
entered, in the tax list of tlie collector of tlie city 
or town, nnd he shall collect' ami pay over tlie 
same in the manner specified in his warrant. 

The names of women .may be placed upon a 
sejHtrate list: and when the name of any woman 
lias been placed upon the list of voters of a city

LESSONS OF THE ELECTION. 


The chief lesson of the recent election 
in this and other states is that the Re- 
publicans can not afford to give over the ; 
nominatiwn of candidates to the poli- 
ticians, but that ttey should put their 
best men forward. Instead of the usual 
twenty-five or thirty thousand majority 
in this state, the candidate for governor | 
gets less than six thousand plurality, and 
that was mostly obtained in Boston, from 
wards usually strongly Democratic. 
There are various explanations for this, 
but these new allies do not help the 
average respectability of the party. The 
feeling that tariff reform is necessary to 
the business interests of the state may 
have had something to do with it, and 
the course of the national administration, 
in giving over the offices to state bosses, 
and falling short of the high staudard set 
by ante-election-pledges, also had much 
influence not only here, but in Iowa and 
Ohio. The first General Harrison’s ad- 
ministration had much the same ex* 
peiience, and the emphatic protest of the 
people will be heeded if the administra- 
tion and its counsellors are wise. The 
mere fact that it is an off year will not 
account tor the remarkable change in the 
voting since a year ago. More is expect- 
ed of the Republican party, from its high 
standard in the past, its historical devo- 
tion to principle, and to the carrying out 
of the wisest anti best policy, and it will 
not do to fall below what is expected of 
it. The political leaders should eease 
their sneers at President Eliot and others 
who have lef tithe party, and devote their 
attention to a careful study of the reasons 
for tais defection of the better element, 
and so shape the course of the party that 
it will be possible for them to come back. 
This will be much wiser policy than the 
making of political deals and bargains, to 
gain voters who are influenced by self- 
interest and uot by priuuiple, and it will 
be patriotism also, which the politicians 
seem to have forgotten There is no 
disgrace in a defeat, but there may he in 
the causes that led to it. if the lessons 
of the recent election are heeded, then 
the temporary defeat will have proved to 
be a blessing iu disguise. 

No high-principled Republican can feel 
much sorrow at the defeat id such a man 
as Foraker of Ohio, or of Malioue in 
Virginia, as both of them are unworthy 
to hold the chief office in a great state. 
They were Republican candidates, un- 
fortunately, but they represented their 
own selfish schemes for personal advance- 
ment, rather than the principles of their 
party. It may be good partisanship to 
endorse everything that goes under the 
name <>f one's own party, hut it is not | 
good policy and it is not patriotic. Ohio 
1ms plenty of good men, such as Senator 
Sherman, who are not Forakers slid the | 
state will bn benefitted by his removal j 
As for Mnlioue, lie was repudiated by the | 
better class of Republicans in his state, 
and lus alleged control of the federal 
offices there has contributed to the gener- 
al dissatisfaction in the Northern states, 
llis campaign was waged for selfish 
reasons, aud there was little to choose 


sod in and successfully crossed off their 
ticket. A great many tickets were cast 
with only the first one or two names 
crossed, both by Republicans and Demo- 
orals; some marked all their candidates 
when only one should have been, and in j 
other ways there was some confusion 
evidenced in the minds of the voters. 
i Still, the returns show that most of the 
, voters succeeded in carrying out their j 
intentions, and the success of the law on i 
1 its first trial showed it-s excellence. 

The ouly serious trouble was in the 
counting, which was rather burdensome, 
hut the returns came in in about the 
usual order, alihough later than usual, 
and tho one ward that is always late 
rather outdid itself lu that lino. Still, 
another year the counting could easily be 
! a good deal simplified, as the practical 
test proved, although of course a certain 
degree of expertness is needed if quick 
returns are looked for. Probably it will 
be found necessary to raise tho pay of the 
officials, on account of the longer service 
required, bi\t so much is saved in other 
ways by the law, and it has proved such 
a very desirable reform, that the city cau 
well afford to make tho increase. 

The next trial of the law will bo in the 
city election, for which the ballots will 
I be printed by the city clerk, and at that 
time the experience of Tuesday will 
! probably enable all the returns to be in 
before midnight. 

THE SPEAKERSHIP. 


Mr. Raymond L. Bridgman of Auburn- 
dale, the statehouse reporter of the 
Springfield Republican, has an article t n 
the Speakership in his paper, which 
should be attentively read bv both the 
new and old members of the coming 
legislature. He recalls the course of 
Mr. Barrett as Speaker, and shows that 
he was neither a competent nor creditable 
official, and that most of the criticism 
directed against the last house, for 
disorder and inefficiency, was due to 
Speaker Barrett’s inability to preserve 
order, his lack of skill as a parliamenta- 
rian, his arbitrary and contradictory 
rulings, and that the load thus laid upon 
the party injured it in the last election. Me 
has also injured the party by depriving 
it of able men, whom the state needs. 
They worked hard, and gave their time 
freely, and then were included by the 
public ill the sweepiug condemnation of 
the house, and got little credit for what 
they had done. Such men will not be 
caught again, and Mr. Bridgman refers 
to one of the most valuable members, 
who refused a rcnoinination for this 
reason, alluding probably to Mr. \V. S. 
Slocum. Does any one doubt that if he 
had been elected Speaker l ist year, the 
result of the recent election would have 
been very different? It was for this 
1 teason. also, that many Newton Republi- 
I cans voted for the Democratic candidates, 
believing that in this way they would 
I most effectually prevent a repetition of 
I last year’s proceedings. But it was 
; hardly necessary to go to such an extreme 
I as this; Mr. Gilman was a member last 
year,* and such an intelligent business 
man as he could not fail to perceive the 
cause of the troubles in t lie house. It is 
not probable that he would vote to bring 
about a repetition of them, aud Mr. Ran- 
lett belongs to the best element in our 
politics, and can he depended upon to 
vote conscientiously and intelligently. 
The campaign has already begun, and 
Mr. Barrett is now said to be soliciting 
votes, but the best interests of the stale 
and the party call for his defeat. Per- 
sonally he is an able aud likable man, 
aud a very successful publisher, but he is 
uot fitted for the speakership, and it 
would be only a kindness to keep him out 
| of it. The failures of a first term would 
j be readily forgotten, but those of a 
second would not he. Mr. J. Otis Ward- 
well seems to be the leading candidate 
] of the opposition, aud seems to be as 
■ well-fitted for the place as Mr. Barrett is 
! the opposite. 

If free delivery is extended to all 
places having 5,000 inhabitants, as pro- 
posed by Postnurster-Geueral Wauatna- 
ker, then several more winds of Newton 
ought to come in to enjoy the benefits of 
the law.

THE OLDEST CITIZEN DEAD.

AOR OF 02 YEARS. 

Col. George Shepard of West Newton 
died at Westlioro Saturday evening. |f«* 
was the oldest resident of Newton, after 
the death ot Mr. Seth Davis, having i»» eu 
born June II, 1707, at Hartford, Conn. 
At the age ot 2i lie removed to Northamp- 
ton in this state and went into tin* hat 
and cap business, lie was married there, 
and held the office of selectman and 
other position of trust. Since hi* re- 
moval ;t.o Newton, nineteen years ago. 
his wife died, in 1*72, and lie leaves two 
children, Ciiailes W. and Miss Julia 
Shepard. He won the title ot colonel 
from the fact that he commanded four 
companies of artilleiy in tlie wi stern 
part of the state, and when Lafayette 
visited this country, the companies 
paraded in liis honor, under Col.Shepaid. 
He became a mason, Aug. 2, 1820, in 
Jerusalem Lodge, Northampton, and is 
said to have been tlie oldest mason in tlie 
country. In politics lie was originally a 
Democrat, but became a Free Sutler in 
tlie first days of the agitation, and was 
very much interested in the movement. 
He bad never used spirituous liquors or 
tobacco, to which he attributed his long 
life and good health. He and Mr. Seth 
Davis were great friends and when lie 
was 82 years old they walked to Boston 
and part of tlie way back. Col. Shepard 
accepting tlie challenge of Mr. Davis. A 
long, useful and honored life has ended, 
but bis memory will long remain among 
bis friends.

IMPRESSIONS OF DeQUINCEY.

When llrst I road a passage from Do- 
Qulncey in a collection of miscellaneous 
essays 1 felt a necessity to cIorc the hook 
for a while in order to adjust my mind 
to his peculiar manner of expression. I 
thought. More is a writer with whom I 
must become acquainted; a writer in- 
vested with a high literary power, who 
launches at once into an ocean of thought 
and is apparently unconcerned whither 
he goes or where ho ends. I saw hefote 
me a man of exquisite hearing, with an 
eye that pries deeply into the hidden 
secrets of social life, with an ear singu- 
larly acute in its detection of unfinished 
paragraphs. There was a full assurance 
of a wide and comprehensive mind in the 
very first passage I read, so firm was the 
expression, so masterly the diction. But 
utterly unable to guago tho real power 
of the wiiter, aud to approach his point 
of view, I was at last obliged to turn to 
some other of the essays where the 
writer not only exhibited the object 
aimid at, but held tn plain sight the gun 
out of which the projectile would ap- 
pear. 

This first impression of DeQuincey was. 
indeed profound. I longed to under- 
stand hotter and to feel with more vivid- 
ness tho presence of the man, and to be 
able to define the peculiar qualities of 
his genius. I .perceived something 
spiritual, something philosophical and 
critical in almost every line; and togeth- 
er with these distinct qualities there was 
some subtile essence far too refined to 
measure, pervading the whole. This 
was like a fine mist that escapes the 
hand, but yet can he felt when blown by 
the wind against the face. To feel this 
mist, thee, speaking metaphorically, it 
was necessary to pass on rapidly into 
DeQuincey’s works. But when I saw 
more than twenty volumes, the solid 
projection of this man's mind, lying in a 
row upon a shelf, my first and most nat- 
ural i m pulse was to abscond, lest, in n- 
m-iving the first volume the whole series 
would come tumbling clown upon im 
head. Like a hoy first experimenting in 
a chemical laboratory, I was eager to 
open the mysteries of these stored forces 
to know the range of their power, hut 
afraid of a disaster, or at least of getting 
my fingers burnt. And so with great 
raution, and with all the power of dis- 
crimination 1 could command I selected 
from the extensive writings one volume 
which appeared to contain no subjects 
essentially philosophical, theological, or 
political. Here I did not look for an ex 
position of DeQuiucey’s erudition, but 
simply for a free display of his powers 
as a literary artist, and clue to his char- 
acter as a man. 

To read DeQuincey with entire appre- 
ciation one should walk into a quiet 
grove where only a gentle breeze plays 
far among the tops of t tie trees, where 
the stir, ing world of events is banished 
by distance. Here, freed from all dis- 
tractions, von may taste the peculiar 
cliarm of his meditations. The sweil 
aud flow of his thought, the slow rhythm 
of his phrases, keeps time with the ma- 
jestic sway of the tall trees. So un- 
heeded will the hours slip by, that noth- 
ing but the sun itself will call you home 
— unless, indeed, it is a cramp from long 
sitting, or a flashing remembrance of a 
dinner or supper awaiting you. 

DeQuincey is not altogether consider- 
ate of your time. Much as lie himself 
values this dearest of all possessions, he 
aimed never to condense his thought — 
not even for the mere sake of utility, hut 
ever to expand it. His leverht ration of 
a single idea will often eanv him into 
speculations of unwonted length. He 
seems ncvei to exhaust a subject. In 
I. is handling it lebounds in fre.su angles, 
twists and whirls, always ascending into 
a higher, more etliei ized element. You 
know not width* r you are going, neither 
does lie himself sec any boundaries be- 
yond. You do not feel that ;>ll lie offers 
at the end of his chapter lie had when lie 
began: but just the opposite, lie looks 
into a wild region oi possibility and 
spontaneously creates wliilet lie mi vances. 
llis intellect Is an engine of tn meudous 
vigor, and ids subtile power of analysis 
and refilled perception of tiuth ami anal- 
ogy lead him alwfays into the more recon- 
dite branches of eveiy subject in hand. 
But however wide aud extravagant Ids 
digressions, however pirtial Ids treat- 
ment of Ids subject, one could not well 
My dear DeQuincey, 1 would tin 


the construction and recasting of a single 
sentence. Durability ami excelUnt 
finish ought certainly to n suit from such 
a method of procedure. But we are told 
by Professor Hill in “Our English” that 
“DeQuincey’s rhetorical flights— admira- 
ble in their way as they are— find more 
critics than renders nowadays.” Un- 
doubtedly DeQuincey indulged his talent 
and power in this way far too much. 
But ho nrgued that, in its degree, the 
artifice and machinery of rhetoric af- 
forded as legitimate a basis for intellect- 
ual pleasure as any other. What ever 
may he said of his excess in this respect 
we arc sure that the beauty and richness 
: of his thought and the unsurpassed 
wealth of his language will not he cast 
into oblivion simply because his style is 
now at variance with the accepted 
models of today. And it is a question 
with some whether the present standard 
of style is established upon principles no 
orger to fluctuate. People demand a 
plain, conversational tone in writing as 
though it woio amply adapted to the 
very highest purposes of art. Imagine 
one conveisiug in the language of Milton! 
We are told to subordinate manner to 
matter, which is excellent advice; but 
DeQuincey shows us instances where t.he 
manner and matter are one. “A man, ’ 
he stiys, “who has absolute facts to com- 
municate from some branch of study 
external to himself, its physiology, or 
anatomy, or astronomy is careless of 
style; or, at least, lie may be so, because 
lie is independent of style, for wlmt lie 
has to communicate neither readily 
admits, nor much needs, any graces in 
the mode of communicaiion; the matter 
transcends and oppresses the matter. . 

. . . . But he who has to treat a 

vague question, such as Cicero calls a 
quocutlo Infiniti. where everything is to 
lie finished out of Ids own peculiar feel- 
ings, or his own way oi viewing things 
(in contradistinction to a {/uor.nlio injinili 
where determinate data trom without, 
aiicady furnish the main mat* rials) soon 
finds that the manner of treating it not 
only transcends, but vety often, and in a 
very great proportion, in ilie matter.” 

We see that the proper function of 
style is to shed the peculiar qualities of 
the writer’s thought ; and that in propor- 
tion to the writer’s compass of diction 
and skill in finding true expression for 
his thought will he loutid tlu.se intrinsic 
and inimitable qualities which are pure- 
ly individual. No one would willingly 
hart* r his own individuality for the 
seeming advantage of possessing through 
imitation the peculiar excellence <.f 
anof tier's style; for even success in this 
imitation would result in producing not 
the artistic hut the artificial. 

The faults of DeQuincey’s method of 
dealing with a subject are especially 
conspicious to those who are exacting in 
their requirements of a writer. After 
announcing the ground where ho intends 
to take you, he proceeds to investigate 
the country for miles and miles around, 
and when lie lias made you acquainted 
with vast stretches of country yon never 
dreamed of. when you have crossed 
muddy streams, gotten over tenues, 
leaped ditches, climbed hills, and have 
been brought hetoie the most, impressive 
and glorious ot prospects — prospects that 
will huger on your memory '•< the end d' 
our days — von arc iheiu irected through 
a tong tortuous path uack to thu original 
starting ground, pet Imps fatigued, but; t 
any rate too full to stop for any consider- I 
ation of the particular point in view. To 
an impatient reader this course is tar 
from satisfactory. As for myself in 
many r« spects l am satisfied. DeQuin- 
cey labors as much to supply omissions 
and to correct errors as lie does to give 
direct light on a subject; and since the 
direct light which at the outset we ex- 
pect can be had perhaps from various 
other sources we ought to feel particu- 
laily grateful tor the light offered us, 
which, indeed, is given as a special privi- 
lege. What D« Quincey says of philoso- 
phy is singularly true with regard to his 
own writings. “ The purpose of philoso- 
phy,” he says, “is not so much to accum- 
ulate positive truths in the first place, as 
tor. ctify the position of the human 
mind, and to correct its mode of seeing. 

. . . . A much better test of a sound 

philosophy than the number of the pre- 
existing problems which it solves will be 
the quality ot those which it proposes. 
By raising the station of the spectator, 
it will bring a region of new inquiry 
within his view.” 

DeQtiincey’s literary power is shown 
perhaps at the best advantage in his 
biographical wiiiiugs. Even where lie is 
light and playful, witty and sarcastic, 
the fibre of his intellect is never relaxed; 
and as a result the reader is u* nstautly 
stimulated to finer thought.. His essays 
on Shakespeare, Pone, Lamb, Words- 
worth. l)r. Parr, and Conversation are 
among the richest productions in Eng- 
lish prose. Milo Benedict.

To tho Editor of tho GRAPHIC. 

Ah a tlnignist ami a citizen of Newton, 
I winh to give expression to my feelings 
and make a statement in referonco to my 
ponition it'Kaiiling the action of the so- 
called Haw and Order League of Au- 
buindale. 

In Oct. *82, I came to this place and 
entered tho employ of Mr. C. Sargent 
.Bird, who then carried on tho drug busi- 
ness in tho sumo building now occupied 
by tho writer. After a clerkship of hooio 
throo years, I purchased Mr Bird’s in- 
terest here, and since that time have 
conducted tho business in my own name, 
it has boon my intention from tho first 
to conduct my business in a straightfor- 
ward and legitimate manner; whether or 
not I have done so I leave to tho judg- 
ment of every fair and unpredjudiced 
person who know anything about the 
subject, to decide. It is strange, but 
nevertheless true, that there are in every 
community a certain few who stand 
ready to stigmatize an apothecary as a 
“rum seller, “tho vendor of a nefarious 
traffic,” etc., oven before the reins of 

g overnment are well in his bauds or he 
as had the opportunity to assert him- 
self. it should be understood that an 
apothecary must by reason of necessity 
have to do with alcoholic suirits so long 
ns ho i cumins in the business. Liquids 
containing a greater or less per cent, of 
alcohol are used almost entirely as a 
menstruum for extracting and holding in 
solution the active principles of the ma- 
jority of drugs usod by tho medical pro- 
fession. This same alcohol, in kind, is 
the intoxicating principle of all liquors. 
It is deemed unnecessary to refrain from 
the use of drugs as a person is found to 
require them, and yet the judicious use 
of drugs is turned into tho abuse of 
them in some instances. 

It is a necessity that there should bo a 

{ dace in every community where the pub- 
ic can obtain drugs and medicines. It 
is also necessary for the public good that 
there be a place where liquors can lie 
obtained. No one thinks of depriving 
an apothocary — providing ho bo a com- 
petent one — of tho use and sale of drugs 
and medicines. Why then should he not 
be allowed the right to the sale of alco- 
holics for propor purposes. Few persons 
realize the responsibility placed upon 
the apothtcary. Ho has to meet the de- 
mands of all classes of people. Tho 
public deem him au imperative necessity 
when they are in need of his services or 
goods, and wonder why ho does not stay 
in his store 24 hours in every day and 
305 days in every year; but if he makes a 
mistake, be it in tho substitution of one 
drug for another, or if through any mis- 
representation, or otherwise, lie sells li- 
quor to one who is afterwards found to 
have abused it, then he is fallen upon 
with all tho fury and lire of war — noth- 
ing is too bad to say about him, no epi- 
thet to mean to apply to him. 

Are not druggists men? aod is it not 
to bo presumed that they are endowed 
with as much intelligence as the average 
m .in following other lines of business? 
Why then should they not be treated 
with tho same fairness with which other 
men are treated? Other men are de- 
ceived. Is it less reasonable to suppose 
that an apothecary will not sometimes 
be the victim of deception. 

I have been called in question for my 
non compliance to the letter of the law. 
It is with the greatest difficulty and in- 
convenience that any apothecary, how- 
ever good his intention may be, can con- 
form strictly to tho requirements of tho 
present law. .t is not practical in every 
instance. If Mr. A., a man of well known 
respectability, finds it more convenient 
to order alcohol, for ust in his house, by 
telephone, shall I say, no; 1 can’t let him 
have it because he is not here to sign lor 
it? But if 1 send it to him and he 
chooses to take advantage of my kind- 
ness, I am lined for a breach in the con- 
ditions of my license, published as a 
“rumseller and a disreputable man.” 

Several months since a Mr. Davidsou 
camo to my' store, stating that he was a 
representative of tho W. C. T. U., asked 
for information concerning my business, 
and if 1 would let him see my liquor 
voucher. I handed him tho book for his 
inspection —a thing which 1 did from 
courtesy, not from obligation; I answered 
his questions, talked with him freely 
upon tho subject. Ou being asked if I 
made everyone sign the voucher, to 
whom I sold, I said that in every in- 
stance 1 did not aud I explained my rea- 
sons for so doing. Mr. Davidson to all 
appearances accepted the situation and 
went away satisfied. Now Mr. Davidson, 
as one of the prime movers of the local 
Law and Order League, turns about and 
uses means to entrap me on the very 
point which I freely and courteously told 
him I was weak as regards tbe letter of 
the law. Is this justice? Is tl is in the 
interests ol public good? If you please, 
is this a manifestation of that Christian 
spirit of which Mr. Davidson would bo 
so wordy an exponent? Theie is a class 
of people who complain bitterly against 
a druggist, because, as they say, ho re- 
quires a man of knowu respectability to 
sign a voucher, while sometimes others 
lie does not. Thu contrary appears to 
be true in this case. 

Because I have required the signature 
of the persons whom I knew little, or 
whoso appearance was questionable, and 
not in every instance required it of a man 
of life-long record of temperance or 
sobriety, 1 am denounced as a “rum- 
seller” and a “disreputable man,” even 
brought into court aud lined. This is 
the reward bestowed upon an apothecary 
for discriminating in his sale of liquors. 
Perhaps Messrs. Henry, Davidson, etc., 
would like me to adhere more strictly to 
the wording of the law, while at the 
same time, I double or triple my liquor 
sales! I can do so and these gentle- 
men cannot help themselves. This, 
however, 1 am not disposed to do. I 
believe there is a moral side to this ques- 
tion, and 1 am not the man to intention- 
ally injure my brother for pecuniary 
gain. If 1 cannot earn a livelihood by 
lair aud liouornblo dealing iu my busi- 
ness, then 1 will leave or try some other 
busiuejs, mote to the ideas of these gen- 
tlemen. If the Law aud Order League 
had tbe good of the community at liuait, 
they ougut to give the apothecaries their 
oncourageiiieut and support, rather than 
do what they can to injure their reputa- 
tion aud business. Because my store 
happens to be so arranged that my dis- 
pensary room is separated from my main 
store by a partition, aud because 1 chance 
to have leading off from my laboratory, 
a neatly fitted up office and library, l can 
see no just reason why that fact should 
detract anything from the respectability 
of my establishment; or because He . Mr. 
Knox, l'rof. Bragdou, Mr. Asbendeu, or 
any other genllemau is seen going into 
or coming from such rooms, it by no 
means follows that tlieHe gentlemen liavu 
been in to partake of alcoholic spiiits 1 
wish the public to umlei stand, first, that 
1 am a temperance man, not only in prin- 
ciple liu t iu practice, aud second. Unit 
my laboratory is no bar-room. 1 have 
known soiiiu people, so two-faced that 
they will shun my store as though il 
wore a pestilence, “because lie sells 
liquor;” but these same persons arc not 
too gaud to go to a liquor stole, buy 
their liquor and carefully bring it home 
with them or huvo it sent to them by 
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ox press. “Oh, consistency, thou art a 
virtue.” If the Law and Order League 
desired such evidence ns the gentlemanly 
Mr. Cates of Charlestown iipnislied 
them, if they lmd naked me I might have 
given it to them at a less cost. While 
this experience lias taught mo a life-lone 
lesson, I still contend that tho notion of 
the so-called Law and Order League lias 
boon wholly unenllod for and unjust; and 
I am confident that, the Community will 
henr mo out in my assertion.

FOUR GREAT EXPERIMENTS. 

ItKV. DU. SHINN 8PKAKH OF ONE OF 
THEM IN ORACH CHURCH. 

“Four Great Experiments which have 
been made in this Neighborhood, and 
how they have turned out” is the general 
title of a course of lectures by the Rev. 
Dr. Shinn in Grace church, Newton, on 
the Sunday evenings during November. 

The topic of the first, which was deliv- 
ered Nov. 3rd, was “The Founding of a 
City after the Model of the Hebrew Com- 
monwealth.” The lecturer began by a ref- 
erence to the historic interest which be- 
longs to the district included within 20 
miles of Boston, and then spoke of Newton 
as being in a sense, a witness of tbe Four 
Great Experiments, viz: The Founding 
of a City after tho Modol of a Hebrew 
Commonwealth, I lie Establishment of a 
College for the propogation of the Chris- 
tian Faith as that faith was understood 
by the Puritians, Tiio Conversion of a 
Pagan Nation to a Christian Civilization 
and The Solution of Some Problems of 
Labor, Culture and Society. 

Tho purpose of tbe lectures be stated 
to bo the study of some lessons from the 
set l lenient of Boston, the establishment 
of Harvard University, Eliot’s Indi m 
Villages and tbe Brook Farm Experi- 
ment. 

Much of tbe first lecture was devoted 
to the aims of the first settlers of Boston 
to show that they came with a very defi- 
nito plan, and that was to put into shape 
in a new world their experiments iu gov- 
ernment ami religion, the essence of the 
experiment being to form a company of 
Christian believers coextensive with the 
state — who should as citizens bo gov- 
erned by the legislation drawn from the 
Mosaic code of the Old Testament. 

After referring to some traits of tbe 
Puritan character be proceeded to show 
that their experiment had failed,— and to 
give some reasons for it. In doing this 
ho drew’ a contrast between the Boston 
of long ago and tbe Boston of today, and 
gave statistics to show bow rapidly it is 
becoming the city of foreigners. 

Tbe main reasons for tbe failure of the 
original experiment were as follows: 
First their scheme was impracticable be- 
cause of the very elements of which any 
city must be composed until the millen- 
nium shall dawn. There is no possibility 
yet of a city of tbe saints. Then again 
the .Jewish legislation was inapplicable 
except iu its spirit to any other people. 
The Hebrews bad to full'll a peculiar des- 
tiny iu preparing for the world’s Re- 
deemer and lienee one aim of their legis- 
lation was to keep them as people by 
themselves. But the main reason was the 
iutiux of strangers who were not in sym- 
pathy witli the aims of the founders, 
especially tbe coming of the large for- 
eign population of later years. 

He closed by saying that we are not to 
look forward with gloomy anticipations 
to the future of Boston. The foreign 
elements, however numerous, are not 
strong enough to neutralize the benefi- 
cent leaven left behind by the Puritans, 
but they will be moulded by what re- 
mains of the old vigor and integrity and 
moral earnestness of tbe Puritan charac- 
ter. 

As years go ou out of tbeso new ele- 
ments will grow types far better than 
these which exist now, so that although 
tbe Boston of tbe future will not bo what 
its first settlers hoped to make it— it will 
be a grand city wherein shall dwell 
peace aud righteousness. 

Au Hour at the Newton Hospital. 

A gentleman in our city says that lie had 
occasion, one day last week, to visit the 
Hospital to inquire about the admission of 
a patient. He had quite a time to wait, for 
tin* matron aud nurses were nil busy. 
Wounds were being dressed, fever patients 
were being fed and the few convalescents 
were being made ready to sit up. When 
the matron could at last be seen she kept 
stitching away at some work as if she lmd 
no time to lose, every minute must be 
utilized. It required some calculation be- 
fore she could say positively whether or 
not the new patient could be admitted, for 
the beds were nearly all occupied, and 
some of the doctors lmd patients whom 
they wanted to send. 

It was quite a perplexity to know how to 
dispose of that one bed. What if there 
was an accident case? What if some one’s 
life depended upon being admitted ? 

Duly a little while ago a carriage drove 
up with a typhoid fever patient, and every 
bed was full. What were they to do? 
They could not send the sufferer away, and 
so they routed one of the younger women 
out ol her bed, giving her a lounge to sleep 
on, while they placed the poor, weak 
typhoid patient in this vacated bed. 

it is pitiable to know that when there 
are sick people iu our city who need treat- 
ment at the Hospital, they canuut be sure 
of getting in. 

The success of the Hospital has greatly 
embarrassed it for when it was started no 
one thought it would treat more than 5(> 
patients a year. It has uveraged 100 for 
ouch of three years. 

The good reputation of its doctors and 
nurses has gone out far and wide, and 
numerous private imlicuts, able to pay for 
their own support, would be glad to come 
if there was room for them. 

I’erbaps It is only necessary to have these 
facts known and then some of the well to 
do people in Newton will send word to tho 
treasurer, Mr. Geo. S. Bullens, thu* thuv 
will hear the expense of another ward for 
private putients. 

It need not cost more than $5000. The 
largest amount of satisfaction anyone could 
gut out of that sum of money would come 
from putting it iuto this greatly needed 
now ward.

The hope i». that the Boston & Albany 
road will, on condition that the cronaing 
at, Greenwood avenue is given up, take 
the road over their rails to Washington 
street, at their own expense, the benefits 
of which to both the railroad and the 
city can hardly be over-estimated. And 
if then, in tiie future, which we antici- 
pate. Austin street should he continued 
to Chestnut street, west, arid Bowers 
street should be extended through the 
vacant land east to Church street, all the 
villages would become connected by car- 
riage road without crossing tlte rails:

Chrysanthemum Show. 

The annual Chrysanthemum Show of 
the Massachusetts Horticultural Society 
was held Tuesday. Wednesday and Thurs- 
of this week in Horticultural Hall, Bos- 
ton. In a number of features, the show 
exceeded the previous ones, although the 
display of plants in pots was not up to 
hist year’s standard. Tlte hill, which 
was partially destroyed by fire, has been 
well fitted up, and it was arrauged with 
tlowers and plants in a happy manner, lu 
dark days or evenings it is lighted with 
eleetric lights, which ar.- a vast improve- 
ment over the gas lights which they su- 
perceded. The society has spared uo^ 
pains to make the show a success, aud 
great ciedit is due to those in charge for 
their untiring labors and good arrange- 
ments. Those who are lovers of har- 
monious bleuding of colors should go in 
the gallery over the upper hall, tor there 
one could see as tine a panorama of dis- 
tinct. though harmonious, colors that it 
is possible to imagiue. The society otters 
prizes to the amount of neatly $000. On 
entering the lower hall the tiist exhibit 
is that of E. Fewkes A 5*on. This ilis- 
play is superb and was awarded the Jos- 
iah Bradlce plate At the other end of 
tlte table there was the extensive display 
of John Simpkins ialso cut blooms); 
some of them measuted seven incites iu 
diameter, but iu the writer’s opiuiou 
their quality was sacrificed to their >tze. 
Perhaps the most striking display was 
front Galvin Bros., who showed flowers 
of tlte Jardin des Plantes and XV. It. 
Lincoln, both deep yellows abounding iu 
color: Mrs. Alpheus Hardy, pure white, 
about which there was such a turor when 
it was first introduced and tor the stock 
of which Mr A. Man la is said to have 
paid* $1500; Kioto. rich yellow, differ- 
ent in form and shade from the two be- 
fore mentioned: Cullingfordi, au intense 
of deep crimson ml. All of tlu si were 
distinct aud characteristic of their va- 
riety. 

The first prize for twenty plants was 
awarded to Walter lluunewe.l, whose 
plants were good in variety aud well 
grown. 

Some chrysanthemums are grown as 
standards, having their heads high iu the 
air and showing tlte long spindling stems 
but their beauty is questionable, except 
when placed so that the stem is hiddt n. 
Messrs. K. Fewkes A Son and A. E. 
Wood well represented Newton’s inter- 
est tn horticulture ami took away a fair 
share of prises. Pitcher A Mattda of 
Summit, N. J , showed the orchid l y- 
ptipedium Masseerelliauuut. said to bo 
the only one of its kiud iu existence— a 
hybrid being— a cross between the Gyp. 
Spiceriaituin ami Gyp. t’hantmi. and 
valued at $1000. 1’ is undoubtedly worth 

that if the name is iuoliuted iu the price.

Uotli branches of the city government 
met Monday night, the aldermen in ex- 
tra session to declare the Jesuit of the 
election, and the common council to 
consider the appropriation bill for 1800. 

In the board of aldermen Mayor Burr 
presided and Aldermen Johnson, Hamb- 
len, Harbach, 'Chadwick and Tolmnn 
were present. A communication was re- 
ceived from the Newton Street Railway 
company accepting the order granting 
them a location on Crafts and Washing- 
ton streets. 

BKMI8 Million. 

Alderman Harbach read a petition 
from Dudley II. Bradley, the bondsman 
of the contractor for Bemis bridge, stat- 
ing that the contract had been taken for 
$10,150, and shortly after the work was 
begun the contractor loft and the 
engineer in charge had done like- 
wise. He had accordingly taken hold of 
the work and had expended $8,500 for 
materials and $12,500 for labor, as his 
accounts would show. He had been at 
great disadvantage from the unnsual 
height of the water and the bad weather, 
which had caused great delay to the 
work, and caused him to build dams, 
which were overflowed and undermined, 
the banks were also undermined, and 
yet he had pushed forward the work all 
in his power, at one time cmployiug a 
night gang of men, by electric light. lie 
had followed all the suggestions of the 
city engineer, and had gone ahead with 
the bridge in spite of the mistake in the 
estimates of the engineer who estimated 
for the contract, and in the opiuion of 
competent engineers the bridge could 
not be duplicated for $15,000 under fa- 
vorable conditions. He hoped the city 
council would consider favorably bis pe- 
tition to allow him $2,000 over the con- 
tract price; he did not ask them to com- 
pensate him for the whole, but a sraall 
part of the loss. The bridge was now 
completed save the pointing of stones 
now under water, and he asked to have 
the contract price paid in futl as soon as 
possible and he would give bonds to do 
the work to the satisfaction of the city 
engineers as soon as the water would al- 
low. He had not consulted legal advice, 
but had gone ahead, believing that the 
city council would take into considera- 
tion faithful work and ti e great disad- 
vantages in the way of weather and high 
water that he had encountered. Re- 
ferred to the committee on claims. The 
purport of the petition is that he be paid 
the amount of the next lowest bid. 

The mayor then declared the result of 
the recent election, no one objecting. 

Ezra Hawks and others asked for street 
lamp on Beacon street, in front of for- 
mer's residence, there being no light 
within 500 feet on either side; referred. 

Chas. T. Upham for Gen. 1\ E. Moore 
of the Salvation Army asked for license 
to build wooden one story building on 
Washington street, next to Woodberry’s 
grocery store, for placo for meetings. On 
motion of Aid jrman Tolmnn, who said 
he knew nothing of the feeling in the 
ward, in regard to a permanent building 
for such an organization, the petitiou 
was laid on the table. 

Mayor Burr appointed Geo. Watson of 
the Salvation Army a police officer to 
serve without pay. 

BONDS Foil DRAINS. 

Alderman Harbach presented an order 
authorizing the mayor to petition the 
General Court for authority for the city 
to issue $200,000 in bonds, for building of 
drains and cu verts, not more than $20,- 
000 t»i be issued in auy one year. Re- 
ferred to the finance committee. 

WATER IIO.VDS. 

On motion of Alderman Toliuan the 
city treasurer was authorized to issue, 
under approval of finance committee, 
four per cent, water bonds to the amount 
of $40,000, the amount realized to be 
used for water construction. 

ELECTION EXPENSES. 

On motion of Alderman Tolman, $3,000 
was transferred from the ajp opriatiou 
for city loans temporary, to tlmtior elec- 
tions and registration of voters, which 
bail been exhausted by the extra cost of 
the new system of voting, for apparatus, 
etc. 

D. S. Farnhara was granted a license 
for stable, on motion of Alderman John- 
son, on vacant lot ueur Centre and Bea- 
con streets. 

U. W. Sherman was also granted li- 
cense to build stable on Station street, to 
be of wood and protected by tire proof 
paint. 

MAII DOG-. 

C. A. Wiswall and others of Lower 
Falls called attention to the inad dog that 
had passed through that village Nov. 5, 
and bad bitten a number of other dogs, 
which their owners neglected to chain 
up or coniine, and that those dogs men- 
aced the safety of school children and 
others. They asked that soino disposi- 
tion be unde of these animals. 

On motion of Alderman Johnson the 
]>etitiou was tabled, as the matter was to 
come up later. 

Mr. Win. Seaver of Lower Falls was 
granted permission to address the board 
and said that great alarm existed among 
the parents at Lower Falls, and that to- 
morrow was the day for the madness to 
show itself in the bitten dogs, and lie 
hoped some action would be taken to- 
night. 

An order was passed requiring the 
dogs of John McCourt, Mrs. G. B. Green 
and Lars Christian Peterson, which had 
been bitten by the mad dog, to be muz- 
zled for 30 days, and that a special ser- 
vice of the order should at once be made 
on the persons named. 

\ldermau Harbach was appointed hy 
the mayor to till the vacancy on the 
board of health, after which, at 10.15, the 
board adjourned. 

Coiuuiou Council. 

In the common council, Monday even- 
ing, President Bond presided. All the 
members were present . Papers from the 
board of aldermen were passed in con 
curreuce, after which Councilman Hyde 
moved that action on the appropriation 
docket for 1 800 , submitted for the 
flounce committee by Councilman Fonno, 
be postponed until the next meeting. 
Discussion ensued, Councilman Luke ex- 
pressing the belief that it would be bet- 
ter to consider the matter, ut least the 
items over which there was no contest. 
Councilman Feiiuo said that it would he 
necessary to pass upon the items at this 
meeting of the council in order to bring 
the appropriation budget before the al- 
dermen at the next meeting. Couucil- 
jiicu Richardson uud Hall could see no 


reason for delay and Councilman Hyde 
withdrew his motion. It was then voted, 
on motion of Councilman Luke, to go 
into a committee of the whole for t lie 
purpose of considering the appropriation 
budget. President Bond appointed 
Councilman Luke chairman of the com- 
in it tee ot the whole. On motion of Coun- 
j oilman Fonno, it was voted to consider 
the items seriatim. In oases where no 
objection was made, the item to stand 
approved ; in cases where objection was 
urged the item to lay over. Ail the items 
1 were passed, agreeably to the recom- 
mendation of the finance commit tee with 
! the exception of the following: Board ot 
: health, $5500; six permanent drivers of 
hose carriages, $3250; forty hese and 
j truckmen, $4000; new lire alarm stations. ! 
! $tK)0; hose, $ 500 ; vacations and Fourth of 
July, $400; all tins highway department 
items; evening schools, $1000; general 
school appropriation, $108,500; water 
maintenance and water department sala- 
ries. $14,800. 

The contested items were then consid- 
ered. The item $5500 for board of health, 
recommended by the finance committee, 
as against $7,000 recommended by the 
several committees, was taken up and 
after brief discussion the item passed as 
recommended by the finance committee. 

The item for six permanent hose driv- 
ers brought out considerable discussion. 
Councilman Ranlett moved that the 
amount recommended by the seveial 
committees, $3000, be approved. Iti sup- 
port of the motion lie said that it was 
the policy of the tire department to add 
permanent drivers as rapidly as possible. 
Last yeai two permanent men wore 
added, one at Auburndale and ono at 
Newton Centre, with the understanding 
that Lower Falls should have a perma- 
nent driver next year. The fire commit- 
tee think that the appropriation, as rec- 
ommended, should pass. The Lower 
Falls is an important station in the fire 
service. The city owns uninsured prop- 
erty there and there is a large amount of 
other valuable property neediug protec- 
tion. The No. o hose is the first piece of 
fire apparatus to reach the Cottage Hos- 
pital and the Woodland Park Hotel in 
case of fire. It is also the nearest appa- 
ratus to the city poor house. The effi- 
ciency of the fire department is affected 
by this appropriation and no good rea- 
son can be presented against granting the 
extra amount required for a permanent 
man for Hose No. 0, 

Councilman Fenno said that the 
finance committco in considering the 
question, saw that it would bo necessary 
to provide an extra horse as well as map. 
The committee wanted to keep the ap- 
propriation down and thought that it 
would be advisable to wait another year 
before providing for a permanent man 
at Lower Falls. The finance committee 
had been also informed that owing to the 
pioximity ot the residences of the mem- 
bers of the hose 0 company that the 
boxes were answered just as quickly as 
they would be with a permanent driver. 
Councilman Moody said that lie voted to 
reduce the item at the meeting of the 
fiuance committee, knowing that four 
members of tlio company lived very near 
the hose station and feeling, therefore, 
that the efficiency of the service would 
not be materially atfected. 

Councilman Richardson endorsed 
Councilman Ranlett’ s view of the case. 
He said that an extra horse would not be 
required, as the highway department 
horses in the same building could be 
used. The chair then put Councilman 
Ranlett’s motion and the item, $3‘JtM), 
recommended by the fire committee, was 
) passed. 

The item, $000, in the fire department 
budget, for one extra man for relief, was 
: next considered. This sum, said Coun 
oilman Hall, was recommended by the 
tire committee to provide for additional 
I service required in order to give to per- 
manent members of the fire department 
leave of absence of 24 hours every month, 
j agreeably to the custom in other cities. 

It was only just, he added, that the per- 
manent men should be graute I such a 
leave of absence. They were on duty 
continuously and could only absent them- 
selves by permission of the chief. They 
were obliged, if granted leave of absence, 
to put a man in their place at their own 
expense. 

President Bond said that the perma- 
nent members of the fire department 
were paid good salaries in consideration 
of the large amount of time required in 
the discharge of their duties. Their sal- 
aries were based upon the time required 
rather than the labur involved. They 
were also granted a two weeks’ vacation 
without loss of pay. Councilman Halt’s 
motion, that the item $000 stand, was 
put by the chair and resulted in a tie 
vote, 0 to 0. The chair voted against and 
the motion was therefore lost. 

On the item for new fire-alarm stations, 
the fire committee recommended an ap- 
propriation of $1100 and the finance com- 
mittee $000. Councilman Richardson 
moved that the item stand as recom- 
mended by the fire committee. The 
extra $200, he said, was needed for a new 
box on California street. Councilman 
Forkuall said the extra amount was nec- 
essary as the district named was some 
distance at present from a fire-alarm box. 

It was voted to pass the item at $1VH), 
agreeably to the recommendation ot the 
I fiance committee The items, $800 for hose 
recommended by the fire committee, and 
j $1700 for a new* fire alarm repeater were 
both voted. The item, $175 for a new 
team for the chief of fire department, 
recommended by the fire committee, was 
| voted down; also the item in the tire de 
partnieut budget of $2500 for land at 
Newton Highlands. The item $400 for 
exchange of horse was increased to $430 
and the item $500 for horse shoeing was 
increased to $550. The council then took 
a recess. 

Upon reassembling, the general appro- 
priation for schools was taken up. Presi- 
dent Bond said that the amount recom- 
mended by the finance committee was 
the same as that asked for hy the school 
board, the dog tax having been included 
in the appropriation asked for by the 
school board and which would lie added 
to the general appropriation, $108, 500, tec- 
ommeuded hy the finance committee. 
The item was then passed agreeably to 
the recommendation of the finance com- 
mittee. 

The water maintenance items were 
next considered. Councilman Richardson 
asked if the salary of the water registrar 
had not •been increased $:ioo‘* Council- 
man Wiswall replied that it had been. 
He said that for K years the water regis- 
trar had been paid $1800, notwithstand- 
ing increases in the salaries of other 
heads of departments and the increased 
duties and responsibilities of his office. 
He is an exceptionally efficient official, 
the executive officer of the board and has 
the general care of the department’s bus- 
iness. He is a valuable man and '.lie city 
cannot afford to lose bis services. More 
than that the increase recommended is 
deserved. The water board recommend- 
ed the increase uud the finance commit- 
tee has endorsed the recommendation of 
' the water hoard. 

Councilman Richardson moved that 
the salary of the water registrar lie fixed 
j at $l'i MM). 

Councilman Luke thought that the in- 
crease in the wati r registrar’s salary was 
deserved. President Bond said that the 


Mr. Glover, the present water registrar, 
was a very cnpablo man who deserved 
recognition for faithful services rendered 
in the interests of the city. 

Councilman Richardson’s motion to 
make the salary $MMM) was not seconded 
and the council voted to pass the salary 
item recommended by tlio finance com- 
mittee, only ono vote being recorded in 
the negative.

Of these ten, two, Mississip- 
pi and Louisiana, were sure to be Demo- 
cratic; two, Pennsylvania and Nebraska, 
were sure to be Republican; in six states 
both sides hoped; and Democratic hopes 
wore fulfilled fivo times and Republican 
hopes were fulfilled (?) once. By means 
of the vote of the saloons of Boston Mas- 
sachusetts is kept faintingly true to the 
pirty of Hoar and Long and Lodge and 
the Home Market Club! 

For a Democratic victory in Iowa we 
must go away back to the days before 
the war when the Walker Tariff was giv- 
ing American enterprise an opportunity 
to develop. Are the people of Iowa 
thinking of another Walker Tariff?

Shay?” 

Whom the Gods Mould Destroy they 
first Drive Mad. 

The Boston Jourual and the New York 
Tribune evidently imagine that the 
“Tariff” had nothing to do with Tues- 
day’s elections. The same issues of 
these papers that contain the figures 
from Iowa and Ohio and the rest also 
contain severally these interesting items: 

Journal:— New York, Nov. 0. A Her- 
ald special from Seattle, W. T., says that 
Senator Frye, who is at Seattle with the 
Senatorial Committee ou Pacific Railway 
Indebtedness, said yesterday in an inter- 
view on the tariff that there is to be no 
reduction of duties, but an increase on 
everything but sugar. 

Tribune: — Further answers by Repub- 
lican Congressmen to the inquiries made 
by The Tribune’s Washington bureau re- 
garding important subjects of legislation, 
as summarized in today's dispatches, in- 
crease the probability of that unanimity 
of action which is so desirable. Of the 
entire numper interrogated 101 favor a 
revision of the tariff on the basis of the 
Senate bill; 02 favor the repeal or modifi- 
cation of tlie Internal Revenue laws; 88 
think National control of Congressional 
elections desirable, and 08 will vote for 
liberal appropriations for currying the 
ocean mails. The agreement among the 
members of the majority which these in- 
quiries disclose foreshadows excellent 
results when Congress is organized and 
settles down to work. 

If Congress organizes and settles down 
to this sort of work wo predict a Demo- 
cratic majority in Vermont next Fall. 

Reductio ad Absiirdiiui. 

1. 

An electric company has located n 
plant upon the Canadian side of the 
Niagara River nearly opposite the city of 
Buffalo, which city the company intends 
to supply with light and power. The 
question has arisen and has been seriously 
discussed whether the electric power 
transferred from Canada to New York is 
or is not a proper subject for a duly or 
tariff. 

2 . 

A farmei in northern Now York owns 
a farm that extends into Canadian terri- 
tory. In the prosecution of his labors it 
is frequently necessary for him to carry 
farming tools and implements from one 
country to the other. A Canadian offi- 
cial when appealed to seemed to think 
that on every such occasion the man 
should either pay the duty on the tools 
or should give bonds for tlielr safe re- 
turn. Finally, we believe, common sense 
got ahead of the Tariff and the farmer 
eau scrape uitliei side of the border with 
the same hoe, nudist urbud by Custom 
House officials. 

3. 

In the year of our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred and eight- five the owners 


of an American dredge on Lake Erie 
took the dredge to Canada where it re- 
mained fopr years. During that tirno 
necessary repairs were made and an im- 
provement for hoisting anchors added to 
the dredge. On April 17, 188b, the Treas- 
ury Department refused to permit the 
dredge to ho brought hack to this coun- 
try without payment of duty. But if 
the improvements were removed then 
tho A moi lean-made dn-dge could ho re- 
turned free of duty, and thd improve- 
ment. might be brought in separately 

^ the proper tax. This was netual- 
iu, and, of course, immediately 
thereafter the improvement was again 
placed upon the dredge.

The Cost of Iron and Stnol. 

lion. D. A. Wells, the eminent statis- 
tician, in his new book entitled “Recent 
Economic Changes,” has brought out 
some very important figures showing tho 
cost to the American consumers of the 
tariff on ii on uiul steel. He used Hie 
figures of James M. Swank, Secretary of 
the Iron and Steel Association, and one 
of the high priests of Protection, which 
are notlikely.to be.disputed. From these 
figures it nppears that the annual pro- 
duction of pig iron in t lie whole world 
from 1878 to 1887, inclusive, was about 
20,000, (MK) tons, of wnicli the United 
States produced about 4,75U,OUO loos and 
used about 0,000.000 tons, or 00 per cent, 
of t he whole produce ot the world. In 
1887 the United States produced over 
7,000,000 tons and imported 2, 500, OIK), 
making a total consumption of 0.500,000 
tons, or 40 per cent of the world’s prod- 
uct, winch was lot* that year about 2d,- 
000,000 tons. 

Great Britain, in 1887, produced about 
8,400.000 tons. Thus jibe consumption 
in this country exceeds the product in 
Great Britain; therefore tho United 
States must obviously get its main sup- 
ply of iron and steel from its own mines 
and furnaces. 

In the decade from 1878 to 1887 inclu- 
sive, tho average price of anthracite 
foundry iron in Philadelphia was $21.87 
per ton, while the average price of Scotch 
pig at Glasgow was $12.04, which, with 
freight added { would have cost liure $15 
a ton. Here is a difference of $7 a ton, 
wbioh on our consumption of ten years, 
00,000.000 tons, would be $420,000,000. 

In the ten years we used in tht United 
States 20,000,000 tons uf steel. The dif- 
ference in price between Great Britain 
and the United States on the lowest form 
of steel, Bessemer rails, was $14 a ton, 
bur as $7 a ton has already been taken 
out on the i rou product, the other half, 
$7 a ton, shows the increased cost of 
steel by reason of the tariff, and 20,000,- 
000 tons at $7 a ton is $140,000,000. 

Here we have in these two items $500,- 
000,000 pubic d to the cost of American 
consumers for ten years, or $50,000,000 
tax paid to make the business profitable 
in this country, and in 1887 that tax was 
increased to $80, 001., 000, while the whole 
capital invested in these industries is less 
than $850,000,000. 

Thus the people paid about 10 per cent. ! 
on that whole capital in increased prices j 
of iron and steel. No wonder the iron 
barons become rich rapidly! 

It is a very inteiesting tact that while 
much higher wages are paid in this coun- 
try than in Great Britain, the cost of a 
ton of coke is less in Pennsylvania than 
in Cardiff, Swansea or South Wales. 

If the whole tariff on iron and steel 
should be taken off at once, the result 
would be to close up furnaces disadvan- 
tageous^ conditioned in this country, 
but our demand could not be met abroad, 
prices would soon advance, aud the busi- 
ness here would go on without crutches 
on a better basis for permanent prosper- 
ity and with an immense saving to 
American consumers. “Alpha.”

No names can be registered after 10 o’clock P 
M., NOVEMBER 23. 

All persona whose names are not on the Voting 
List must appear personally before the Regis- 
trars of Voters on either of the days above- 
mentioned, presenting a receipted tax bill of 1888 
or 1880. 

All naturalized citizens must ..present their 
final papers wlr n they register. 

If the father of an'appllcant was naturalized 
before he (the son) became 21 years of age, the 
son is naturalized thereby, and must present the 
father’s na uralization papers. 

The names of all persons not assessed in 1889, 
are taken fiom the voting lists, but such persons 
can be registered by applying in person to the 
Registrars at any se-sion held lor registering 
voters, and presenting a receipted tax bill for 

1888, provided they are otherwise qualified. 

Every male citizen of 21 years of age and up- 
wards, who has resided In the Stale one year, 
and in the city of Newton six months prior to 
December 3,188), and who has paid a State or 
County tax assessed upon him either In 1888 or 

1889, and who shall be able to read and write, 
shall have the right to vote at the Cltj election, 
to be held December thi.’d, eighteen hundred 
and eighty-nine.

EXTRACT FROM STATUTES CONCERNING VOTING 
nv WOMEN. 

“Every wotnam who is a citizen of this Com- 
monwealth, of twenty-one years of age and up- 
wards (except paupers, persons under guardian- 
ship, xml persons excluded l»y article twenty of 
the amendments to the constitution.) who has 
resided within the state one year, and within the 
city or town in which she claims a right to vote, 
six months next preceding any election of 
school committees, and who has paid by herself, 
her parent, guardian or trustee, a state, county, 
city or town tax nssesed upon her or her trus- 
tee in this state within two years^next preceding 
»uch election, shall have a right to vote iti all 
such elections, for members of school committees. 

Any woman who is a citizen of this Common- 
wealth, may, on or before the first day of Octo- 
ber in ai.y year, give notice in writing accom- 
panied by satisfactory evidence, to the assessors 
of a city or town, that she was on the first day of 
May of that year an inhabitant thereof, and that 
she desires to pay a poll tax, and to furnish un- 
der oath a true list of her estite, both real ami 
personal, not exempt from taxation, nnd she 
shall thereupon be assessed for her poll, not ex 
ceeding fifty cent*, and tor her estate, and the as- 
ses*ors shsll.on or before the fifth day of October, 
return her name to the registrars of voters or 
hoard charged with the preparation of the list of 
voters of the city or town in the list of the per- 
sons so assessed. The taxes so assessed shall lie 
entered, in tho tax list of the collector of the city 
or town, and he shall collect' and pay over the 
same In the manner specified in his warrant. 

The names of women may be placed upon a 
separate list: and when the name of any woman 
has been placed upon the list of voters of a city 
or town, It shall remain on the list as tony as 
she continues to reside in such city or town and 
has paid any state, county, city or town tax that 
has been assessed on her or her trustees in this 
state within two years next preceding any elec- 
tion; provided that the facts relating to residence 
shall be furnished to the registrars each year 
prior to the close of registration .”

THE CITY ELECTION. 

The new ballot law causes the nomin- 
ations for city officials to be made earlier 
than usual this year, and this is an ex- 
cellent thing, as it gives the people a 
chance to think over the candidates and 
decide who are the men best fitted to 
take charge of the interests of the city, 
instead of having to wait until election 
morning to know for whom they are 
going to vote. With two sets of candidates 
in the field this extra time will be of 
advantage, and will allow of a serious 
and conscientious cousideration of the 
rival candidates. The best man ought 
to stand a good chance of winning in 
every case, and in local contests the ma- 
jority of Newton voters rightly pay little 
attention to party lines or to dictation 
from any quarter. % 

There will, of course, be more or less of 
contest for mayor, but as Mayor Burr 
has only held office one terra, he will be 
re-elected without much opposition, and 
the Citizens’ committee are probably 
only trying to keep matters in trim for 
next year, when a new man will have to 
be chosen. Mayor Burr lias well earned 
the customary honor of a re-election, as 
he has worked hard for the interests of 
the city, has kept the expenses within 
the appropriations: and has enforced the 
laws so vigorously as to make his ad- 
ministration at least equal in that re- 
spect of any Newton lias ever had. lie 
lias given his time generously to the city 
business, and has been wide awake and 
progressive in overseeing all the depart- 
ments. ilis straightforward course in 
city affairs lias won for him the respect 
of all who have watched his doings, and 
even in the few cases where there have 
been differences of opinion, no oue has 
doubted the honesty and sincerity of his 
views, uor that he was actuated by a re- 
gard for the best interests of the city. 

Any city is fortuuate when this can be 
said with truth of its chief official, and 
we do not think that even his political 
opponents will put much earnestness 
into their canvas, as far as the mayor is 
concerned. The Graphic has usually 
supported the Citizens' ticket, because 
it believes in non-partisanship in city 
affairs and it tliiuks that the Citizens’ 
convention would do itself credit this 
year by endorsing Mayor Burr, and this 
action would also show their regard for 
the city’s interests ami would help their 
campaign next year, when they inay have 
a fail chance of winning. 


THE ALDERMEN. 


THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 

One of the most interesting contests 
in the coining election will bo ovor the 
six members of the school hoard to he 
chosen this year— One each in Wards one 
and seven and two oach in Wards five 
and six. 

Mr Chas. A. Drew, who was chosen 
to till out the unoxpiied term of Rev. I)r. 
Piorce, will be re-elected without opposi- 
tion, as he represents the kind of men who 
aro needed on tho school board. Mr. 
Frank .1. Hale, the successor of Mr. Frost, 
also deserves a re-election. This leaves 
four places which aro either vacant Gl- 
ove/ which there will be a contest. 

Rev. Dr. Shinn’s refusal to serve again 
makes the choice of a new man neces- 
sary in Ward seven; and Messrs. Barton 
and Philbriok in Ward six, and Putney in 
Ward live, aro three of the outgoing 
members for whom tho people have been 
longing to voto for soveral years. With- 
out entering into old troubles at all, it 
would be much bettor to choose now 
men unaffected by any past contests, and 
who would command the entire confi- 
dence of tho whole community. The 
welfare of the schools is of much more 
importance than any one man or half- 
dozen men, and tho selection of new 
men would restore that public confidence 
and pride in- our school system that ex- 
isted up to a few years ago. 

Whether there are any grounds or not, 
there is a widespread feeling of dissatis- 
faction which is too evident to be mis- 
taken, and for this reason a change is 
desirable. The school board is such an 
autocratic body, so independent of all 
control from outside, that a partial 
change in its make-up is more necessary 
than in any other branch of the city gov- 
ernment, and there is no question but 
that tho people desire a change. The 
Australian ballot law will give an op- 
portunity for iudepondont voting this 
year, so that there will be no use of forc- 
ing unpopular candidates on the ticket. 
The conventions should give us a set of 
new men and lot the school board start 
off again with a fair chance of winning 
and keeping popular approval. 


THE COUNCILMEN. 

The Common Council of 1880 promises 
to show many changes, as a number of 
the old members have announced their 
intention of withdrawing. InWard one, 
in addition to Councilmen Rice and Fork- 
nall, the names of A. S. March, Jr., J. B. 
Murphy, E. W. Converse, Jr., and E. J. 
II. Estabrook are mentioned as those of 
men whom the voters would like to have 
represent them. In Ward two, Council- 
man Fenno will probably be promoted to 
the board of aldermen, and Councilman 
Wiswall is talked of as the coming presi- 
dent of the Council. He is also needed 
on the water board to complete the work 
already begun. For the other member, 
Robert C. Bridgham and E. W. Bailey 
are both mentioned, and the choice will 
probably be made between them. 

In Ward three President Bond will 
probably be chosen to succeed Alderman 
Toimau, as he has well earned the honor 
by his faithful and intelligent work. 
Councilman Luke will be returned as he 
has been a very useful member, and the 
uew member will probably be either 
George Eddy, Frank Hunter, or George 
II. Ingraham. 

Ward four will send two new men, as 
Councilman Moody refuses a re-nomina- 
tion and Councilman Kunlett is chosen 
as a representative. Auburndale will 
probably send E. E. Hardy and Lower 
Falls Fred CTehore — two admirable selec- 
tions. 

Ward five and Ward six will probably 
return Councilmen Hyde and Collins, 
and Councilmeu Richardson and Roil. 
Ward seven will send Councilmen Hall 
and Bates unless the Citizens make 
stronger nominations, and they are re- 
ported to be making vigorous prepara- 
tions. 


There are likely to be some changes in 
the Board of Aldermen for another year. 
It is reported that the Republican can- 
didate iu Ward one will be ex-Council- 
man Lewis E. Coffin, and if Alderman 
Childs declines a re-nomination, the for- 
mer will have no opposition to speak of. 
The ward will certainly be fortuuate in 
having such a representative. In Ward 
seven Alderman Hamblen will be the Re- 
publican candidate, and as he has already 
proved himself a useful member of the 
board his re-eleetiou is certain. In Ward 
two Alderman Chadwick, who hasserved 
four years, two as councilman and two 
in the upper branch, says that he has 
done his duty by the city and will 
refuse to serve agaiu. He will be much 
missed, as he has been a faithful attend- 
ant and conservative member, hut the 
ward has two excellent couucilineii from 
whom to choose his successor, ami Mr. 
Fenno will probably be chosen and Mr. 
Wiswell reserved for president of the 
Council. In Ward three Alderman Tol- 
nuu declines absolutely to serve agaiu, 
much to the regret of the ward, as he 
has been an excellent member. Presi- 
dent Bond is marked out for promo- 
tion. and will be a worthy suc- 
cessor to Mr. Toimau. In Ward four 
it seems to be the unanimous opinion 
that Alderman Johusou must accept an- 
other term at least. Ilis success in se- 
curing such a favorable street light con- 
tract for a term of years is only oue in- 
stance of his usefulness to the city, and 
he would be certain of a unanimous elec- 
tion. Ward five will probably send 
Alderman Pettec again whether he wihi.es 
it or not, us the board would hardly be 
complete without hiiu, and Ward six is 
so well satisfied with Mr. Harbuch that 
he will ulso have to come hack. The 
highway committee, to say uothiug of 
other committees and the board of 
health, could not get along without him. 
Thu bourd is such a satisfactory one as 
it stauds that it would seem to be diffi- 
cult to improve upon it. 


One of the numerous needs of Newton 
is a V. M C. A. building with gymnasium 
attached, and it is sur ■ to come iu time. 


ATTEND THE CAUCUSES. 

Every Republican who is interested in 
Newton should attend the caucuses Sat- 
urday night. When citizens are found 
willing to give their time and attention 
to the duties of mayor and the other 
offices, it .is the least that their fellow- 
citizens can do to give up a part of one 
evening in the year to attendance at a 
caucus. Iu the case of Mayor Burr, for 
instance, who is to be given the usual 
honor of a second term, citizens should 
show their appreciation by going out to 
caucuses and giving this evidence of 
their indorsement. The same holds true 
of the aidermen and councilmeu, who 
give their time generously to caring for 
the interests of the city. Let there be 
an old-fashioned attendance aud give the 
coming mayor a good hoard of aldermen 
aud a good coimnou council to hack him 
up. 

It has been shown often enough iu the 
past how easy it is for a few men to cap- 
ture a caucus by getting their friends to 
come out uud secure an endorsement of 
men or measures that would not have 
passed a full caucus. The caucus is the 
stronghold of our system of government, 
aud let it be corrupted and the whole 
fabric is endangered. It is the duty of 
every good citizen to attend the caucuses, 
and this year is uo exception to the rule. 

The candidates for the Common Coun- 
cil will be choseu at tho caucuses aud 
also, practically, the aldermen and the 
members of tho school board, so that 
every cittzun who has auy interest iu 
these matters ought to make it a point 
to be present. 

On k Boston paper, the Journal, has 
actually spoken out on the speakership 
question, aud its first utteruuco is so far 
iu the right direction that it is hoped it 
will gather courage as the campaign pro- 
ceeds. It says that “it is of the highest 
importance that the member selected to 
preside over the legislature should be a 
gentleman of patliaioeutary knowledge, 
of unquestioned ini giity of purpose and 
free from all emaugliiig alliances, whether 
they come from the inside or the outside 


of tho Slate House. ” This is good as far 
as it goes, and it is also pretty omphatic 
against tho late spoakor, who hardly 
seems to answer tlieso requirements. 
The best man should be choson, and olio 
whoso namo ami character would bring 
strength to the party. 


A letter in another column calls at- 
tention to the project of extending Austin 
streot, and gives tho petition and signa- 
tures recently presented to the city coun- 
cil. It would be an excellent idea to ex- 
tend it to Chestnut street, as this would 
give another direct street to West New- 
ton freo from streot car tracks, and it 
could be made wide ouougli to make it a 
pleasant place to drivo. 


Thf. collection for the Cottage Hospital 
will bo taken up in the city churches on 
Sunday, Nov. 24, and notico of this will 
be given in all the churches next Sunday. 
Tho hospital is proving itsolf such a 
public necessity, and is doing such good 
work for the poor, that the collection at 
each church ought to be larger than 
usual, to meet the exponso of caring for 
so many sick people.

INTERESTING EXERCISER HELD IN ELIOT j 
HALL SUNDAY AFTERNOON. 

The 12th anniversary of tho Newton 
Y. M. C. A. was observed in Eliot Hall, 
Newton, Sunday afternoon, upward* of 
1000 people being present. On the plat- 
form were seated the officers of the asso- 
ciation, tho speakers and the invited 
guests, including the ministers of the 
•overal churches. The exercises com- 
menced with singing, followed hy scrip 
ture reading hy Uev. Andrew McKeown, 
D. 1>. , pastor of tho Centre street Metho- 
dist church; selection, “O, Sing Unto 
the Lord,” Ruggles Street Quartet; 
prayer, Rev. Wolcott Calkins, pas- 
of the Eliot chinch. The treasurer, Mr. 
Chas. F. Bacon, then submitted his an- 
nual report as follows: 

Receipts for the year 1988-89 ending 
Nov. 1st: From anniversary collection, 
31.04; rent of association room, 32.00; 
voluntary ofTi rings In boxes, 6.21; money 
collected for convention, 2.26; money 
contributed for open air work, 70.60; 
membership fees anil gifts, 313. 40; total, 
$401.00. Expenses— Debt at beginning 
of year, $32.40; anniversary 1888, 73.74; 
convention Dec. ’$8, $17.<15; rent of asso- 
ciation room and Lower hail, $232; state 
work. $26: summer work etc, $74.07; 
total, $466.66: balance on hand Nov. 8th, 
5.45. 

At the conclusion of the treasurer’s re- 
port the president, Mr. I). Fletcher Bar- 
ber, gave his annual report. He said in 
substance, alluding to the work of the 
year: 

Statistics are hare, and when repeated, 
call to mind hut little of what they rep- 
resent. As for some years past, our 
main work has been our Sunday after- 
noon meeting, and how much good has 
resulted from this hour, we shall never 
know until the “books are opfcned” and 
we are permitted to hear from the re- 
cording angels the names written in the 
lamb’s book of life, through the influ- 
ence of that season of prayer and conse- 
cration.

The ministers have usually preached 
and the lay brethren after a few words, 
have thrown the meeting open to Chris- 
tian workers. 

There has been a very good attend- 
anca upon tho meetiugs during the year; 
we slionld tbiuk an average ot a hun- 
dred. 

The outdoor meetings began as usual 
in July and continued through August. 
Through the kindness ot Dr. Hitchcock, 
his grouuds were granted for use of the 
assuciatiou, and the meetiugs were 
started there, hut the devotional' com 
mittej after ward cha ig ?d to the enclo- 
sure of the Methodist society, on ac- 
count of the greater ease lor the speaker, 
having the church for a hack-ground, and 
the convenience with which a transfer 
could he made to the church, in case of a 
shower. The thanks of the association 
are due to Dr. Hitchcock and the Metho- 
dist society for the use of grounds, ves- 
try and settees. 

At the conclusion of the president’s 
report, the quartet gave a fine rendering 
ol the selection, “Hold the Light up 
Higher.” preceding congregational sing- 
ing. Mr. O. H. Durrell, president of the 
Y. M. C. A. of Cambiidge, was then in- 
tioduced by President Barber. He spoke 
upon “A Business Mati’s Views of the 
Value of Association Work.” 

The first question asked by a business 
man in relation to an enterprise is “Will 
it pay?” So he should ask tho same 
question about the work of the Y. M. C. 
A. Does it pay to invest our money in 
buildings and the running expenses of 
the Association work? Although it is 
said that railroad corporations have no 
souls, it is a tact that the railroad com- 
panies have paid $100,000 toward Associ- 
ation work during the past year. A part 
of the Association work is a training 
school for Nout'g men. Its work is more 
preventative than reformatory. It takes | 
tho young men and endeavors to keep 
them from a course of evil hy g tod in- 
fluences. The boys work is a must im- 
portant branch. There are committees on 
schools and visitations, etc. It develops 
character. The business men of Cam 
bridge have answered allirmativ 'ly the 
question, ”I).»«s it p»y.” by erecting a 
building costing $4S.0oo, with conveni- 
ences lor gymnasium, schools, etc., which 
are proving great helps to our young 
men. 

The next address on “Incidents in the 
Work of a General S c rotary” was giveu 
hy Mr. A. 11. Whitioid, general secre- 
tary Cambridge Y. M. C. A. 

He gave a resume of the work of a 
general secretary. It was formerly an 
idea that broken down ministers, or some 
one who had made a failure in business 
was best fitted for such a position, hut it 
was now conceded 'hat young men of 
energy, talent, business capacity and 
Christian integrity were the ideal men 
for such a position. A general secretary 
is on duty every day from 0 o’clock 
in the morning until K) at night, 
planning and working. A school of 
physical culture, classes in stenograpuy, 
book-keeping and other studies are to tie ! 
formed and kept in operation, regular 
prayer meetings and the Sunday af ter- 
noon meetings are to he attended and 
young men who desire religious conver- 
sation are calling upon the secretary for 
advice and help. A busy, consecrated 
man is needed for a secretary. He urged 
the erection of a building in Newton, 
with rooms for the various demands for 
Association work. 

Rev. Geo. W. Shinn, D. D., spoke upon 
the topic “How this association can help 
Newton hoys to become maul v men.” 

1 have ulwuys taken a deep interest in 
hoys aud especially our Newton hoys, 
said the speaker. How numerous are 
the perils for our hoys. The girls are 
diuwn more to the home where many 
arms stretch forth to protect them, hut 
the hoys are thrown more upon their 
own resources and are consequently sur- 
rounded with numerous temptations. 
The New ton Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation is upon the eve of a great work 
for our hoys, aud it can do much to help 
tojiuake them manly ureu. Our city is 


growing r ipidly and tho problem, “what 
is to ho done with our hoys” is becoming 
more difficult to solve. Tho time may 
come when license will ho voted in this 
city; wo hope it, may never come, but if 
it should h<*w are we to provide protec- 
tion from the temptations surrounding 
the drinking places which eater to the 
amusement and tastes of our young men 
only to draw them Into the tolls of the 
liquor dealers? There ate essential re- 
quirements for our hoys; lirst they must 
possess healthy, vigorous bodies; second, 
the gratification of their love of society. 
In order to meet these requirements, we 
must provide a building for them with 
its gymnasium, social features, tasteful 
surroundings and pleasant companion- 
ship; such a building with its (’Inistian 
influence as is found in other cities and 
communities, conducted under the au- 
spices of the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation. 

Wo need a building in Newton and the 
Natural History Society and other or- 
ganizations are ready to unite with the 
Newton Y. M. C. A. in any plan having 
that object in view. In no other way 
can we do so much for tho development 
af our young men, mmally and physical- 
ly, and no better investment for the fu- 
ture of our hoys could ho made. It 
seems to me that this city is behind the 
times in this matter. Aniesbury has a 
Y. M. C. A. building costing $10,000; 
Boston, a $325,000 building; Cambridge, 
$64,000; Everett, $16,000; Gloucester, 
$0,000; Lawrence, $25,000; Lowell, $26,- 
000; Salem, $11,000; Lynn $06,000; Wor- 
cester, $146,000, and Nahant with a pop- 
ulation of 826 persons, a $2,000 building. 
According to these figures and the popu- 
lation of this city, Newton ought to have 
a $30,000 building. It is not a large 
amount to raise. There is money enough 
here in this city of comfortable homes, 
beyond the average of other places in 
that respect. There is surely money, in- 
terest and influence enough here if it 
could only he brought to hear upon this 
important subject. If these elements 
can once he linked together Newton will 
have its Y. M C. A. building and will he 
blessed in having it. [Applause. | 

Mr. R. M. Armstrong followed Dr. 
Shinn and briefly alluded to “Methods of 
Accomplishing the Best Results.” He 
endorsed the views of the previous 
speakers, aud said that in his opinion 
Newton ought to have a $60,000 building. 
Your city, he added, ueeds such a place 
for its young men. whether there is 
license or not. It is necessary to provide 
a place where your hoys will be brought 
together under Christian influence, for 
your hoys, it must he remembered, do 
not stay in their homes, comfortable and 
attractive though they may he. If you 
do not provide a Christian resort for 
them they will find amusement in the 
gilded palaces of the liquor dealers, 
there are no saloons in Newton, but 
there are plenty near at hand and you 
must do all you can to keep them at 
home and away from all evil influences. 
The time has come when your citizens 
must move in this matter The state 
association is with you and will render 
all aid possible. [Applause.] 

At the conclusion of Mr. Armstrong’s 
address, the audience united in singing 
“Glory Be to God Above,” after which 
the benediction was pronounced by Rev. 
Andrew McKeown, 1). I)., pastor of the 
Methodist church. 


THE FOUNDING OF A COLLEGE. 


REV. GEOROE W. SHINN, I>. D„ LECTURES 
IN GRACE CHURCH. SUNDAY EVENING. 


Rev. George W. Shinn, D. D., lectured 
in Grace church, Xewtou, last Sunday 
evening, upon “The Founding of a Col- 
lege for the Preservation of the Puritan 
View of the Christian Faith.” He began 
by saying that nothing showed more 
forcibly the changes which have takeu 
place in the once dominant religious 
views held in this vicinity than the con- 
trast observable between Harvard Col- 
lege as it was founded in 103(1 and the 
Harvard University of today. It was 
founded for tho maintenance of the 
Christian faith, as that faith was under- 
stood and interpreted hy the Puritans, 
and mainly for the training of ministers 
and teachers of the then established re- 
ligious order in the colony. No one will 
contend that it is teaching today the 
theological views of its founders, nor 
that its main aim is to graduate minis- 
ters of the Puritan type. The experi- 
ment of 1030 is not turning out as its 
projectors hoped it would. There are 
differences of view as to tho changes. It 
is claimed hy some that it is doing bet- 
ter and grander work than ever came 
into the dreams of its feunders, aud it is 
claimed hy others that nothing can com- 
pensate for the loss of tiie old, definite 
religious aims. 

After giving a sketch of the origin and 
progress of the college, the lecturer pro- 
ceeded to note some of the changes 
which were introduced from time to 
time, and the controversies which sprang 
up over them. Unitariaiflsm as a reac- 
tion from Calvinism was considered, and 
the point was insisted upon that, al- 
though the old time religious form of 
the institution had changed, Harvard did 
not deserve the stigma of being called 
indiffereut to the interests of religion. 
It wojld have been a calamity, said Dr. 
Shinn, had the stern Calvinism of the 
early days been perpetuated, hut under- 
neath everything that was harsh an . 
narrow then, there was the deep convic. 
tion that the glory of God and the wel 
fare of niau were to he advanced hy 
learning. That conviction is thought hy 
many to he as strong today as ever, amid 
all the changes that have taken place. 
In conclusion, t lie lecturer said, when 
we think of the greatness of this univer- 
sity, tiie marvellous facilities for investi- 
gation in all fields of knowledge, and tiie 
many points of excellence which it pos- 
sesses, we may well pray that whatever 
was good in the aims of its founders 
may be realized in the building up of a 
Christian institution adapting itself to 
the greater needs of our modern life. 
However much it may change its 
method, may its aims ever he “Christo 
| et Kcolesiae.”

It would not require a very ex- 
pensive outfit to commence with; neither 
need tho room be a large ono, yet I 
would prefer that tho attractions he 
made sufficiently enticing to induco a 
ready support. The subscriptions would 
very soon cover all expenses after the 
first outlay had been secured hi advance, 
and I have no doubt the results of such 
a philanthropic work would redound to 
those who feel their opportunity of as- 
sisting such at: institution, in untold 
blessings. 

MENS SANA IN COIIPOUE SAXO. 


GOVERNOR JOHN A. ANDREW’S 


FIRST THANKSGIVING PROCLAMATION. 


Tho Thanksgiving proclamation issued 
hy Gov. John A. Andrew in 1801 was 
written on eight pages of letter paper, 
aud the intorlineations, corrections and 
erasures in the original manuscript give 
evidence of its hurried preparation. The 
circumstances attendant upon itsproduc 
tion are not: without interest. 

The pressure of other business delayed 
the writing of the Thanksgiving procla- 
mation until October 31. On that day 
Gov. Andrew had been very busy. In 
tho evening, as he was sitting in the 
Executive Chamber conversing with his 
Secretary, it suddenly occurred to him 
that lie had not written his Thanksgiv- 
ing document. Looking at Ins watch he 
saw that it was hut 9 o’clock. Remark- 
ing that he guessed it was about time 
that his proclamation was written, ho sat 
down to a table, aud, taking the first pen 
that was within reach, began to write. 
As each page was finished the Secretary 
read it, while the Governor continued to 
write in his usual rapid manner. 

In the body of the document were a 
great number of quotations from the 
Scriptures. The Governor proved Ins 
familiarity with Bible passages in that 
he wrote wholly from memory. Toward 
the last the Secretary insisted that the 
Governor had not, in one instance, 
quoted correctly. The latter, feeling 
confident that lie had, requested his Sec- 
retary to bring him a Bible. A search in 
the chamber failed to find one, and as 
the other offices in the State House were 
closed the Secretary hunted up the 
watchman, who procured a Bible in the 
library. Passing the hook to the Gover- 
nor, the latter found the passage almost 
the instant lie opened the book, and 
showed the Secretary that it was just 
where he had quoted it. 

Gov. Andrew and the Secretary then 
left the State House and walked down 
Beacon street. At the Parker House the 
Governor went in and ordered a lunch 
for two, while the Secretary took the 
manuscript down to tho State printers, 
Wright & Potter, who were then located 
at 4 Spring lane. 

It was a few minutes after midnight 
when the Secretary rejoined the Gover- 
nor at tho Parker House and the two sat 
down to lunch together. Quarter of an 
hour later the proof was sent in. Gov. 
Andrew read the proof hy the copy, after 
which the Secretary looked it over, saw 
an error or two which had escaped the 
Governor’s observation, and sent the 
corrected proof of the proclamation hack 
to the printeis. Au hour later tiie print- 
ers scut up slips with the official heading 
and signatures affixed. These were 
taken to the morniug papers for publica- 
tion. 

The next day tiie people of Massachu- 
setts were electrified hy the proclama- 
tion; so indeed was the whole country. 

Those were stirring times, aud Gov. 
Andrew’s proclamation was published 
in all the loyal papers of the North. The 
clergy read it in their pulpits, and them, 
as well ns everywhere else, its sublime 
patriotism; its denunciation of rebellion; 
its tender consolation for the bereaved 
ami sorrowing; its exhortations to tiie 
people to he faithful to tiie faith of the 
fathers; its toue of confidence in the 
ultimate triumph of the right— inspired 
all loyal hearts witli new faith and activ- 
ity. 

Following is a copy of tiie proclama- 
tion: 

COMMONWEALTH OK MASSACHUSETTS. 

|Seal.] 

By His Excellency 

JOHN A. ANDREW, 

Governor. 

A PROCLAMATION 

For u <hii/ <>/ Public Thaiiksyiiimj <md Praise. 

The example of the fatheis, and tiie 
dictates of piety and gratitude, summon 
the people of Massachusetts, at this, the 
harvest season, crowning the year witli 
the lich proofs of the wisdom and love 
of God, to join in a solemn and joyful act 
of united praise and thanksgiving to the 
Bountiful Giver of every good and per- 
fect gift. 

1 do therefore, with Hie advice and 
consent of the Council, appoint Thurs- 
day, tho twenty-first day of November 
next— tho same being tiie anniversary of 
that day, in the year of our Lord sixteen 
hundred and twenty, on which the I'il- 
griins of Massachusetts, on hoard the 
Mayflower, united themselves in a solemn 
and written compact of government — to

Why such 
a question? has anyone disputed that 
right? Ho says, “I have been called in 
question for my non-compliance to tho 
letter of the law.” From this one would 
think that Mr. Keyes was tho victim of a 
conspiracy and that an innocent man was 
suffering unjust treatment. He cites the 
instance of my calling, as requested by 
some ladies of the W. C. T. U., aud gives 
wliat purports to bo our conversation at 
the time. He writes, “On boing Asked 
if I made everyone sign the vouchor, to 
whom I sold, I said that in every instance 
1 did not and I explained my reasons for 
so doing.” On tho contrary. I was 
given to understand most emphatically 
that tho signatures of buyers were ob- 
tained, and that he was particular on this 
point, and so I reported to the ladies of 
tlie W. C. T. U. I went aw’ay »atisfied— 
satisfied that I knew about as nucli after 
my visit as I did beforo it. However, in 
speaking with the ladies of tlie W. C. T. 
U. I said, “I find nothing that I think it 
would be wise to take action upon, .Did 
moreover I think our druggist should he 
entitled to our confidence and patronage 
until evidence is produced that would 
prove the contrary.” 

Mr. Keyes’ book showed an average 
sale of liquors of about one a day, or 
thirty sales a month. I confess I didn’t 
believe this to be true. 

Now it may he interesting to many to 
know that my visit several months ago 
had nothing to do with the present case 
against Mr. Keyes. It was becauso par- 
ties claiming to know, volunteered the 
information concerning the illegal sale 
of liquors iu our village, that action was 
taken. 

If what was said could bo proven it 
was thought to be a violation of more 
than tlie mere letter of the law. The 
claim was made that anyone could buy 
liquors without signing their names or 
producing a physician’s prescription. If 
strangers could buy liquors at any time 
—week-days and Sundays, then the 
claim seemed to be confirmed. The 
readers of the Graphic know the result 
— not once was a party challenged — not 
onco were they asked to sign their 
names— not once was a physician’s pro- 
scription called for; .could anything be 
clearer. Mr. Keyes writes, “Perhaps 
Messrs. Henry, Davidson, etc., would 
like me to adhere more strictly to the 
wording of the law, while at the same 
time, I doubled or tripled my liquor 
sales.” We think adherance to tho 
wording of tho law most desirable, we 
regret to say we think it w’ould make 
little difference iu the number of liquor 
sales. 

I would now like to call attention to 
the means used — the employment of de- 
tectives or “spotters” if you please. We 
are used to hearing spotters spoken of as 
an unprincipled class of men. who will 
lie or use any means to deceive. Par- 
ticular attention is called to the fact that 
these officers of the Law and Order 
League were not this kind of men. At 
the trial it was not once shown or at- 
tempted, that either of them told a lie iu 
order to procure liquor. Wo take tho 
stand if they lied in one case they would 
in another. Their story was straight- 
forward, and Lawyer Goodrich’s most 
searching examination produced nothing 
against them. 

In tho Boston Herald of Nov. 5tli is a 
long account of“a detective’s experience 
in tlie Maine woods.” The case was as 
follows:— 

Commissiomer Stillwell employed a 
Boston detective named Wm. McNamara 
to go to Maine and assist iu the arrest of 
“Jock” Darling, tho Lowell outlaw. 
This man had persistently violated the 
law, so it was believed, by chasing and 
killing deer by tho uso of dogs. It was 
difficult to obtain evidence, and in order 
to do so, McNamara, with a third party 
named Swanton, made their way to Dar- 
ling’s camp and engaged quarters with 
him. They also lured his guides and 
dogs to hunt deer with, paying well for 
them. They remained live days and 
during that time collected all the evi- 
dence they could to be used against 
Darling aud his guides. They were out 
each day witli tho dogs, Jock puttiug 
out the dogs twice each day for three 
days, the guides doing tlie business the 
other two days. They killed four deer, 
one each themselves, Darliug one and a 
guide one. They came upon Darling 
after the dog had run tlie deer into the 
water, just after ho had shot him. They 
lu ard tho report of the ri He, which was 
still smoking when they came up, aud 
tlie deer was still warm. McNamara 
Hays they were obliged to kill their deer 
to accomplish the purpose for which 
they went there. 

This is tlie way Bpotters (one 
from Bostou) are used in 
Maine— does tho fact of one ease boing 
violation of the liquor law and in Massa- 
chusetts, aud the other violation of game 
law iu Maine change tlie principle. They 
in Mnino wont further iu their plans 
tliau we ii. Massachusetts. One was in 
behalf of deer— the other in behalf of 
man. That is reported to be a brilliant 
stroke— why not the other?

Norunihega 

The fascinating rheme of the North- 
men in Massachusetts was elaborately 
presented by Prof. E. N. Horsford of 
Cambridge at a special meeting of the 
American geographical society at Water- 
town yesterday. Prof. Horsford was 
convinced of his identification of Fort 
Norumbega uearly five hundred years 
ago, and then communicated with the 
geographical society; yesterday tiie soci- 
ety drove from Watertown ami Cambridge 
to the tower he has built in Weston at 
the junction of Stony brook with the 
Charles river, and beheld tiie unveiling 
of the tablet whereon lie has recorded 
bis “points.” Then they drove back to 
Watertown and joined the historical 
club and many ci'izens. with visitors 
from Boston and other places, and tiie 
teachers of the public schools (who had 
given their children a holiday)— all to 
hear of the new dignities conferred upon 
the neighborhood. In fact it was a local 
festival. Prof. Horsford was congiatu- 
latcd on the fruits of his labors, by Pres- 
ident Daly of the geographical society: 
the “Scandinavian” choir sang Bjorn- 
stjerne Bjornson's “Olaf Tryggvason” 
— “Here discovered are foundations” 
sounding very appropriate,— and then 
Prof. Horsford set forth the steps of his 
progress toward the identtieation of Nor- 
utnhega.

NEWTON TARIFF REFORMERS 


HAVE A BANqCKT AT yvOODLAND PARK 
HOTEL. 


The Newton Tariff Reform Club gave a 
dinner at the Woodland Park Hotel, Au- 
burndale, Wednesday evening. It had as 
its guests Gen. F. A. Walker of the Insti- 
tute of Technology and Mr. M. M. Holmes 
of the New England Furniture Exchange. 
About 50 gentlemen were seated at the 
tables, anti an excellent menu was enjoyed. 
President E. B. Haskell presided, and 
spoke in substance as follows: 

It is a very strange spectacle of the pres- 
ent time, when so much is being done by 
railroads ami canals to bring nations into 
closer relations, to see the Legislatures of 
this world putting restrictions on trade. 
Protective tariffs have heightened the 
mountains and widened the oceans which 
separate nation from nation. Fr<un the re- 
I»eal of the corn law in 1846 the tendency of 
the British Commons has been toward free 
trade. Then followed the Canadian recip- 
rocity treaty of 1854, and the reduction of 
duties in 1857 in this country to less than 
15 per cent. The treaty between Great 
Britian and France in I860 was folloyved by- 
treaties of thirty other countries. It is not 
pleasant to contemplate that our country 
was the only one which tended the other 
way. The tariff of 1861 was caused by the 
demands of the yvar for an increase ut 
revenue. The arguments of protectionists 
up to that time would never be recognized 
noyv. Although we continued to maintain 
the tariff, other countries kept ou toward 
freer trade until 1*73, when a financial dis- 
turbance began in Germany and extended 
to other countries, aud then it was that the 
countries of Europe, needing more reveuuo 
and seeing the prosperity of tiie United 
States, in spite of protection, began t-> levy 
high tariffs. Russia led off and has now a 
more excessive tariff than this country. 
Austria, Hungary, France. Italy, Brazil 
and nearly every other nation largely in- 
creased their import duties. This i> rather 
a dark day for tariff reform, yet the injus- 
tice of protection is beginning t" he seen, 
ami these are very good times to sow tariff 
relorm seed— the ground i^ ready ami the 
harvest is promised. Leaving out legisla- 
tive interference's,, the situation was never 
so encouraging for mankind. The in- 
creased power of production means a larger 
share »»l comforts for every worker, r or 
while production has increased, wages 
have increased also— appreciably in money- 
price, and much more in purchasing power. 
Apparently the one thing needed is, not 
artificial obstruction, but freedom f< r nat- 
ural laws to operate, so that humanity may 
protit by human sagacity, ingenuity aud 
enterprise. 

BEN. WALKER 

was then introduced by Mr. Haskell, and 
spoke on “Protection ami t he Protection- 
ists,” and in opening put the que>tiou: 
“What is protection?” The word itself, 
he continued, has a favorable significance , 
but this word has been applied to various 
questions whether good or bad. In other 
countries the principle of protection i* ap- 
plied to agriculture, aud in continental 
Europe tin* peasantry are demanding the 
exclusion of breadstuffs of the United 
States and Australia. Thomas Jefferson 
was even more of a protectionist than 
Horace Greeley. When the embargo of 
1 n> 7- ’• bad failed to bring Eng. and to 
terms, Jefferson congratulated tin* country 
on the fact that commerce had been almost 
destroyed, the grass was growing in the 
streets of our trading ports and ships rot- 
ting at the wharves. He was eminently 
and 1 may add outrageously a protection- 
ist. Henry Clay, in one of hi- speeches, 
said: “No one ever supposed that high 
protection would be perpetuated." Aud 
when the time came in the history of tho 
country ; when it seemed necessary to ex- 
tend the free list. Clay took tin* men to 
ta-k who opposed such tariff reduction, 
treating them as disloyal and dishonest. 

After the war. an attempt w ,i > made to 
extend the free list, attended with some 
success, but since the • andidaev of James 
G. Blaine for president of the United 
States, the Republicans have assumed a de- 
fiant protection policy. There lias beeu 
more Chinese wall tariff talk the past two 
years than ever before in the history of the 
discussion of the question. 1 believe, said 
the speaker, in conclusion, that there are 
many Republicans who believe in extend- 
ing t lie free list, und who are in favor of 
moderate protection. The true policy of 
reform would be to attack the tai nt iti its 
worst features, one by one, without at- 
tempting a complete revision at tin* start, 
it tbe Democratic party hail gone into the 
presidential cunvu'S advocating free wool, 
free lumber, free iron and fret* coal, Grover 
Cleveland would probably have been elect- 
ed. ami another step gained in the estab- 
lishment of free und freer trade.

THK BOARD OF Al.DEItMKN DISCUS* TltF. 
APPROPRIATIONS. 


The board of aldermen met Monday 
evening with Mayor Burr in tho chair 
and all the member* present. Mr. Madge 
declined to serve as election officer in 
Ward 7. and Mr. Lewis H. Fallow was 
appointed in his place, and Mr. Frank A. 
Barrows to till the vacancy caused by 
promotion of the latter. 

Mr. Oh as. F. Rogers was appointed 
auctioneer for one year. 

Alderman Johnson read an order for 
the muzzling and restraining of two dogs 
belonging to Mrs. Mary E. Johnson of 
Grove street, Aubumdale, for 30 days, 
said dogs being reported to have been 
bitten by a mad dog. 

Alderman Childs said he did not be- 
lieve in muzzling dogs unless they had 
actually been bitten, for nothing made a 
dog or a man so mad as to be muzzled. 
If there was any danger, however, he 
was not opposed to the order. It was 
then passed and ordered enforced at 
once. 

THE SALVATION ARMY’S 
petition for license to build their bar- 
racks on Washington street, opposite S. 
F. Cate’s stable, caused quite an attend- 
ance of remonstrants, and evidently the 
people of West Newton are not favora- 
bly impressed with their doings. 

Mr. W. H. Band appeared in remon- 
strance and said that when the Army 
first came they applied for Good Tem- 
plars’ Ilall, and it was leased to them. 
The first meeting left the hall in such a 
filthy and disgusting state that they 
were refused any longer use of it and 
went to Allen’s Ilall, where they have 
been a great annoyance to tho neighbors 
and to every one passing along the street 
in the evening, from the crowd of hood- 
lums that surround tho hall and side- 
walks and from the noise made by the 
Army. Their parades are also a disturb- 
ance to the societies that meet in West 
Newton, the Odd Fellows having their 
devotional exercises broken up by the 
noise made by the paraders, and the 
churches having to suspend all exercises 
until the motley crowd had passed. He 
thought they had outlived their useful- 
ness in West Newton, if they had ever 
had any. The general seutiment was 
that they should be suppressed, and es- 
pecially their marchings on the street 
should be forbidden. Their proposed 
building would render Good Templars’ 
Hall useless, as it could not be rented 
with a noisy crowd under its windows. 

Mr. Russell, who lives next door to the 
proposed site, protested strongly against 
the barracks, as it would be an intolera- 
ble nuisance. One need only to walk 
past the present place of holding the 
meetings in the evening to discover how 
objectionable such a building would be 
within a few feet of a dwelling house. 

The hearing was then closed. 

ASSISTANT CITY CLERK. 

An order was presented by Alderman 
Childs amending a section of the city 
statutes to provide for the office of as- 
sistant city clerk, to be appointed by the 
city clerk, with the approval and con- 
sent of the board, to act iu the absence 
of the city clerk and to give bonds for 
the satisfactory performance of the 
work. The order was referred to the 
committee on ordinances. 

CITY ELECTION. 

Alderman Pettee read the warrant for 
the city electiou and it was ordered 
printed. 

Alderman Tolman presented an order, 
authorizing the city solicitor to expend 
$200, for suits against the city; passed. 

Alderman Tolman presented the usual 
order, which was passed, for the collec- 
tion of interest on unpaid taxes. 

Hearings on the laying out of Sewell 
street, westeily from Prince; Union 
street from Station to Institution avenue, 
and Kimball Terrace, southerly from 
Otis street, wore opened and as no one 
appeared tlie bearings were closed. Al- 
derman llarbacb presented orders for 
the laying out, grading and acceptance of 
the streets named and they were passed. 

The usual order for the lease of the old { 
Williams schoolbouse at Auburndalo to 
the Village Improvement Society of that 
place was presented by Aldermau John- 
son and passed. 

Mrs. Lucas gave notice of intention to 
buil I a house on Webster place. 

An innholder’s pool room license was 
granted to the Woodland Park Hotel. 

II. B. liidwelt’s petition to build addi- 
tion lo stable on Melrose street was re- 
ferred to the license committee. 

Petitions fur two street lamps on 
Hunter street and two on Webster place 
were received and referred. 

Alderman Tolman teported a substi- 
tute order ' for the one providing for 
$20. 000 iu bouds a year for the buildiug 
of drains. It provided for the city treas 
urer’s borrowing $25,000 on a note ot the 
city, due m 1SU7, at 4 per cent, interest, 
for building of draius on the following 
streets:

the chair, to discuss the appropriations 
for 18110, as adopted by the common 
council Very few changes were made, 
but the next result of the work was to 
effect a reduction of $240 from the figures 
of the lower board. 

Alderman Childs moved to mukc the 
salary of the chief of lire department 
$1800, an increase of one hundred. lie 
thought that if any man bad earned an 
increase it was Chief Bixby, who bad to 
bo in the city every day ami nearly every 
hour in the year, and whose faithfulness 
ami efficiency deserved recognition. 
The motion was lost.

On t ho appropriation for now hose, 
there was some discussion over tho in- 
crease to >S00, the amount asked for bv 
i ho Hi e department committee, and Al- 
dermen Chadwick and Petioo advocated 
it strongly on the ground flint, an in- 
sufficiency of hose rendered the costly 
lire apparatus useless. Chief Bixby also 
spoke iu its favor and the amount stood 
as fixed by the council at $800. 

Alderman Tolman moved to non-con- 
cuit in the $1,700 appropriation by the 
council for a new repeater. Alderman 
Chadwick said it was very much needed. 
Chief Bixby said the old one bad been in 
use since ISTd, and was overloaded with 
the great increase in the circuits and bad 
to have constant watching. Tlie Oak 
Hill circuit was damaged, and a varia- 
tion of 2 degrees iu the current would 
make it refuse to work. A ten circuit 
repeater was needed, the old one bad 
done good service, but it was outgrown 
and the only one of the kind now in use 
was at Hartford. 

Alderman Chadwick called attention to 
the great length of the circuits, one of 
them taking in most of Wards Two and 
Three, and a break in the wire left this 
whole district without means of giving 
an alarm. 

Alderman Childs called attention to 
the need of an extra man, so as to give 
the permanent members of the depart- 
ment two days otT in a month, as was 
done in every other city in the country. 
$000 was a small amount and ho thought 
this more necessary than a new repeater. 
Alderman Tollman's motion was then 
passed, and the $1,700 stricken out, and 
on motion of Alderman Childs the $900 
for an extra man was adopted. 

Alderman I’ettee called attention to 
the lack of fire facilities on his side of 
the city, and urged the appropriation of 
$2,500 for the purchase of a lot for an 
engine house at the Highlands, before 
all the vacant land was built upon. 

Alderman Tolma i said that the lot 
would be of no use without a house, 
and the finance committee thought the 
proper way would be to provide for this 
by a note, when the city was ready to 
build an engine or hose house, as such a 
matter ought not to go in the tax levy. 
Alderman Pettee’s motion was lost. 

Alderman Chadwick moved to put in 
the $175 for a new wagon for the chief, 
and said that the city ought, to insure 
his life if lie had to use the old one. He 
had served 10 years, and had run 30 
miles a day, except Sundays, during that 
time, which was about all that could be 
asked of a wagon. 

Alderman Tolman said the committee 
had left out all not absolutely necessary. 

The motion to insert the $175 finally 
prevailed. 

Alderman Tolman moved to increase 
the salary of the assistant city clerk to 
$1,000 from $025, and Col. Kingsbury 
spoke of the necessity of having an ex- 
perienced and reliable assistant, to take 
charge when he was obliged to he away, 
as he was at meetings of the hoard of 
registrars, and attending to the duties 
involved undei the new ballot law, which 
had increased his work tremendously. 
He paid a high tribute to the efficiency of 
J. C. Brimblecom, his former assistant, 
and said that theie were many things 
connected with the duties of the office 
which made it pveferable to have a male 
assistant. The increase was voted. 

Alderman Chadwick asked why the 
salary of the milk inspector had' been 
cut down from $250 to $50. 

Alderman Tolman said that the milk 
inspector was also agent of the board of 
health, and had the past year a salary of 
$1,500. He had proved so unsatisfactory 
that it was thought $1,300 would be 
sufficient, 

Alderman Chadwick asked if the 
hoard ot health was not satisfied with 
his services; they ought to know about 
the matter better than the aldermen. 
He moved to lay on the table, to discover 
if the board of health was satisfied. 

Alderman Childs said that tlie agent 
compared very favorably with the board 
of health. If any board in the city 
works iu an uuhusiness like and unsatis- 
factory manner it was the hoard of 
health, and he quoted instances of its 
contradictory orders. He believed, how- 
ever, that $50 would be very liberal pay- 
ment for the milk inspection work. All 
our milkmen are honest, and they are 
careful to use only pure water. Tlie $50 
was then voted. 

The appropriation for the hydrant 
caused some discussion, in the coarse of 
which Al lermau Johnson said that it 
would he a good idea for the fire com- 
committee to investigate into what was 
paid for lire alarm boxes in other cities. 
He was informed that Newton was pay 
iug double the prices charged iu some 
other places. 

The whole budget was then voted, 
amounting to $do7 861.50, a reduction of 
$240 from tho figures of the lower branch. 


DR. SHINN’S SERMON. 

REV. DR. SHINN’S LECTURE IN THE GRACE 
CHURCH SUNDAY EVENING. 


Dr. Shinn’s third lecture in Grace 
church on “The Four Experiments” 
treated of John Eliot's work among the 
Indians, and was entitled, “The conver- 
sion of a Pagan Race to a Christian Civ- 
ilization.” He showed that Eliot aimed 
not only to evangelize the Indians, hut 
to have them adopt, as far as they could 
and as fast as they could, the civilization 
of the 17th century. 

A brief sketch of the life of Eliot was 
given, in which the lecturer said that he 
regarded Eliot as far iu advance of his 
age, a man of wider sympathies, of Keen- 
er vision, and of better spirit tliau most 
of his contemporaries. He looms up be- 
yond the average men of his time, in the 
colony and iu some important particu- 
lars leads them all. Referring to the bi- 
ographies of Eliot, the lecturer thought 
it a singular misfortune that a man 
whose character was so grand and whose 
work was so unique should have had 
Cotton Mather as his biographer; and 
that some others of a later date should 
have made such sorry work iu present- 
ing the career of the Puritan whose name 
all men would delight to houor if they 
knew more of his spirit and his uudei- 
takiugs. llis life and labors are worthy 
of being studied, added Dr. Shinn, partly 
because he was so much hettur than 
many men of his generation, and partly 
because some of his plans for the solving 
of the Indian problem are the very plans 
most highly favored to day by the friends 
of that race. 

Thu lecturer then gave an account of 
the careful labors of Eliot in pre- 
paring to preach lo the Indians, and of 
his successful missionary work, hut more 
particularly of the Indian Village at 
South Natick, established by hint and 
which went on so many years so success- 
I illy. 

Bill the strong, wise, scholarly states- 
man and missionary, said the lecturer, 


lived to roc his work swept away before 
ihe folly ami fury of man. Nothing is 
left of it here except the memory ot a 
most wonderful experiment. What he 
did was well done. He is not responsi- 
ble for its failure. Bad others been ns 
wise as lie the whole aspect of the Indian 
question would have been changed in 
this country. 

Although Eliot’s Indian villages were 
swept away and obliterated, the exam- 
ple of such a man must always bo an in 
centivo to consecrated efforts.

THE CITIZENS CON V E N T ION. 


HERMAN K. IlIBBARD NOMINATED FOR 
MAYOR. OTHER NOMINATIONS. 


Tlio citi/.onB’ party held a largely at- 
tended mass convention in Nickerson'ti 
Hall, West Newton, Monday evening, for 
the purpose of nominating a candidate 
for mayor, two candidatea for the com- 
mon council and one for the board of 
aldermen in each ward and candidates 
for the school board in Wards 1, 5, <1 and 
7, where vacancies exist by reason of 
expired terms. The convention was 
called to order, under the new law, by 
Mr. Maicus Morton at 8.15 p. m. and the 
choice of a permanent chairman at once 
proceeded with. Mr. A. C. Mudgo nomi- 
nated for that office Mr. W. J. Follett of 
Ward 7 and he was the unanimous choice 
of the convention. 

In assuming the chair, Mr. Follett ex- 
plained his appreciation of the unanimi- 
ty of the convention in its choice of a 
chairman. We are here this evening, be 
added, in furtherance of a principle for 
which we have been strucgling ever 
since the nomination of that grand old 
mayor, J. Wesley Kimball. [Applause. | 
There are many of my associates in the 
Democratic party in this movement, for 
it is only since the inauguration of tlie 
citizens’ party that Democrats of this 
city have had any voice in the nomina- 
tion nnd selection of the men for the 
various city offices. The Democrats 
wore excluded on account of their poli- 
tics. The more liberal Republicans, rec- 
ognizing the injustice of partisian cau- 
cuses in municipal affairs, united with 
the Democrats in the citizens’ movement, 
having for its object the nomination of 
the best men for city officers, irrespect- 
ive of party affiliations. [Applause.] 

With the inauguration of the citizens’ 
movement, for tlie first time, Hie Demo- 
crats were allowed to have a voice in the 
selection of the men upon whom de 
volvod the expenditure of the people’s 
money. The movement met with de- 
served success and it must be sustained, 
for it is useless to cx/ti'ct that the Repub- 
lican party will ever allow the Demo- 
crats any voice in the selection of the 
municipal ticket. In my opinion, there- 
fore, the endorsement of Mayor Burr by 
this convention would simply he a step 
towards breaking down the citizens’ 
movement, a movement that is bringing 
us more nearly, year by year, upon an 
equality with the Republican party in 
this city. [Applause.] There are rea- 
sons that indicate the success of the 
movement, for there is a growing senti- 
ment in favor of less extravagant expen- 
ditures in city affairs. The expendi- 
tures of the city have not been guarded 
with a spirit of economy. In the admin 
istratiou of Mayor Burr, many things 
have occurred which lend people to be- 
lieve that he and the city council have 
been remiss in its duties. Mayor Burr’s 
position on the introduction of a police- 
alarm system is an admitted mistake. 
The recent increase in thu salaries of the 
department officials is viewed with ap- 
prehension by many of the tax payers of 
the city, who feel that it is an injustice, 
coming upon the eve of the introduction 
of a high service systom and the near 
approach of an enormous expenditure 
for sewerage. The salaries paid were 
sufficient and all that the tax payers can 
afford. [Applause.] 

Wo waut an economical government in 
Newton in tho interests of the citizeus. 
We want to know that the money is ex- 
pended judiciously in tlie interests of the 
city and its tax payers. Let us, there- 
fore, support the efforts of the citizens’ 
party in that direction. Last year, the 
citizens’ movement was embarrassed by 
tho withdrawal of tho man whom the 
party expected to nominate. This year, 
the party will go iuto tho canvass with 
ranks comparatively unbroken. It will 
he a repetition of ono of the live success- 
es we had under Mayor Kimball. [Ap- 
plause.] Iu conclusion, the speaker 
called the attention of the meeting to 
the penalty incurred by illegal voting, 
cautioning those not voters to refrain 
from participation in the convention. 

At tho conclusion of Chairman Fol- 
lett’s speech, tlio organization was per- 
fected by the choice ol Mr. Charles W. 
Shepard as secretary, and the call was 
then read. 

Mr E. W. Redpath then offered ns a 
motion that the chair he authorized to 
appoint a committee of three from each 
ward to retire and report a list of candi- 
dates for the various city officers, to ho 
acted upon seriatim by the convention. 

Mr. IMummer offered as an amendment 
to tlie motion that 14 additional members 
of the committee ho nominated from the 
floor, the whole committee to consist of 
B5, live from each ward. Tlio amend- 
ment was accepted and thu motion 
adopted. The committee consisted of 
the following persons:

The committee was absent for about 
an hour. Upou its return its chairman, 
Mr. William E. IMummer, announced the 
following nominations which wore con- 
sidered seriatim uml adopted by the con- 
vention:

There was a contest in the committee 
over the nomination of one member of 
the school board from Ward 0, resulting 
in a tie vote between Rev. Amos E. Law- 
rence and Mr. Charles C. Barton. It, 
therefore, devolved upon the convention 
to settle the question of a candidate. 
Discussion ensued. Mr. George Linder 
hoped that the choice would he settled 
by a careful vote. 

Mr. E. W. Redpath said that it was for 
the interest of the citizens’ party to 
nominate a candidate that would 
strengthen its ticket. Many young voters 
wished to cast their ballots for Rev. Mr. 
Lawrence and they should he given the 
opportunity they desire. The young 
men to whom 1 refer, if given this 
chance, will work for the success of tilt 
citizens’ ticket. Mr. C. E. Whitmore 
expressed a similar opinion. Mr. Samu- 
el Jackson thought that Mr. Barton was 
the choice of the people of Ward Six. and 
helioved in burying the High school diffi- 
culty arising from the action of the 
school hoard in retiling Mr. K. II. Cutler 
from the position of head master at the 
High school. Tho opposition to Mr. 
Barton was based upon that trouble. 
Mr. Henry Whitmore spoke in behalf of 
the young men and asked for a chance to 
vote for Rev. Mr. Lawrence. He said 
that he believed in burying the past by 
retiring all those in the school hoard who 
had anything to do with the High school 
trouble. Mr. Redpath said that the citi- 
lens’ party owed nothing to Mr. Barton, 
who worked against its ticket last year 
at the polls. A vote was then proceeded 
with. Rev. A. E. Lawrence had 112, and 
C. C. Barton, 3S. Tho former was, there- 
fore, declared the choice of the conven- 
tion. 

Tho only other contest of any signifi- 
cance was that connected with tho can- 
didature of W. II. Miigue for a place on 
the Ward Three committee. Mague re- 
ceived only :J0 votes, while 208 were cast 
for one of his opponents. 

After completing the nominations, 
Messrs. Morton and Geo. Linder were 
appointed a committee on resolutions. 
They reported several resolves, which 
were adopted ununim msly, expressing 
the aims and purposes ol’ the citizens’ 
movement. The convention then ad 
journed.

M., NOVEMBER 23. 

AU iwrsons whose names are not on the Voting 
List must appear jwrsonally before the Regis- 
trars of f'oters on either of the days above- 
mentioned, presenting a receipted tax bill of 1888 
or 1889. 

All naturalized citlz.-ns must ^present their 
filial papers when they register. 

If the father of an’nppllcant was naturalized 
before he (tlie son) became 21 years of age, the 
son is naturalized thereby, and must present the 
father's nu uralizntion papers. 

The names of ail persons not assessed in 1889, 
are taken fiom tlie voting lists, but such persons 
can he registered by applying in jterson to the 
Registrars at any session held for registering 
voters, ami presenting a receipted tax bill for 

1888, provided they are otherwise qualified. 

Every male citizen of 21 years of age and up- 
wards, who lias resided In the State one year, 
nnd in tlie city of Newton six jmonths prior to 
December 3, 188.1, and who has paid a State or 
County tax assessed upon him either in ls88 or 

1889. and who shall he able to read and write, 
shall have the right to vote at the City election, 
to lie Held December third, eighteen hundred 
and eiglity-nine.

EXTRACT FROM STATUTES CONCERNING VOTING 
nv WOMEN. 

“Every womam who is a citizen of tills Com* 
monwealth, of twenty-one years of age and up- 
wards (except paupers, persons under guardian- 
ship, slid persons excluded by article twenty of 
the amendments to tlie constitution,) who has 
resided within the state one year, and within the 
city or town in which she claims a right to vote, 
six months next preceding any election of 
school committees, and who lias paid by herself, 
her parent, guardian or trnstte, a state, county, 
city or town tax assesed upon her or her trus- 
tee in this state within two yearsjjnext preceding 
such election, shall have a right to vole in all 
such elections, for members of school committees. 

Any woman who is a citizen of this Common- 
wealth, may, on or before the first day of Octo- 
ber in any year,* give notice in writing accom- 
panied by satisfactory evidence, to tlie assessors 
of a city or town, that she was on the first day of 
May of that year an inhabitant thereof, and that 
she desires to pay a poll tax, and to furnish un- 
der oath a true list of her est ite, both real anil 
personal, not exempt from taxation, and she 
shall thereupon ba assessed for her poll, not ex 
ceeding fifty cents, and lor her estate, and the as- 
sessors shall.on or before the fifth day of October, 
return her name to the registrars of voters or 
board charged witli the preparation of tlie list of 
voters of the city or town in the list of the per- 
sons so assessed. Tlie taxes so assessed shall lie 
entered, in tlie tax list of the collector of the city 
or town, anil lie shall collect' and pay over the 
same in the manner specified in his warrant. 

The names of women mag Ite placed ujton a 
sejHirate list; and when the name of any woman 
has been placed upon the list of voters of a city 
or town, it shall remain on the list as long as 
she continues to reside in such city oi town and 
has paid any state, county, city or town tax that 
has Iteen assessed on her or her trustees in this 
state within two years next preceding any elec- 
tion; provided that the facts relating to residence 
shall be furnished to the registrars each year 
prior to the close of registrat ion .”

The above from the Boston Herald 
represents the sentiment of the majority 
of the voters of Newton, and there is 
every reason why Mayor Burr should be 
given a second term, as an endorsement 
of the faithful service he has given the 
city. Newton ought not to show itself 
ungrateful, and every intelligent man 
who has looked into the matter will con- 
fess that the present administration will 
compare very favorably with any of its 
predecessors, excellent as some of them 
were. 

There was some talk of extravagance 
at tne citizens' convention, but it was 
only for effect, as the present is the most 
economical administration that we have 
had in years. The fact that the appro- 
priations have not been exceeded, that 
the tax rate has been reduced, while 
more has been accomplished with the 
city money than in former years, shows 
that there is no basis for such a charge. 
The convention acknowledged this when 
it renominated a majority of the present 
members for the board of aldermen, and 
also many leading members of the council. 
If they had really believed in the trutlu 
of their assertions, they would have 
made a total change in these ofiicials, as 
it is they and not the mayor who make 
the appropriations, and are lesponsible 
for all expenditures. The mayor of 
Newton is a very limited monarch in- 
deed, and yet Mayor Burr's iullueuce has 
been on the side of economy. 

The only defini e charge made was 
that the salary of two or three City Hall 
officials had been increased in the pres- 
ent tax levy, by a small amount, so that 
another year they will get almost as 
much as a competent clerk or book- 
keeper. A case in point has happened 
this year, when the city lost a valuable 
employe because lie was offered nearly 
double the salary that lie received here, 
and for less work of the same character. 
Newton can well afford to pay fair sala- 
ries, and the slight increases made are 
hardly worth referring to. 

It has always been the poliey in New- 
ton to pronioce a member of the. city 
council to the mayoralty, and this has 
enabled the city to secure the services of 
representative and ambitious men, who 
were inspired to do their best by the 
hope of promotion. It a different policy 


made an excellent choice in Mr. Law- 
rence Bond, the present president of the 
council, and one of the strongest mem- 
bers of that body. Although a young 
man, Mr. Bond has presided as wisely as 
any former president, and lias been very 
efficient on the committees of which he 
is a member, and also on the school 
board. lie has well earned the honor of 
a promotion, and ought to be elected, as 
he probably will be, ns the voters of New- 
ton appreciate faithful and efficient ser- 
vice. lie will make an excellent successor 
to Alderman Tolman.

NEWTON’S POSTAL CAR ROUTE. 


DKTAII.H OF THF NEW SERVICE FROM 

BOSTON TO BOSTON, VIA CIRCUIT RAIL- 
ROAD. 

Tho new postal route on tho Boston A 
Albany railroad, via tho Newton circuit 
railway, to bo known as tho Newton Cir- 
cuit Railway Postoffice, commencod oper- 
ations Monday. The postofllco car starts 
from Riverside at 0.40 a.m.,and arrives in 
Boston at 7.15 a.m.. It will deliver, but 
not receivo mails, on that trip, except at 
Nowton, from which office a mail will bo 
dispatched. The car leaves Boston at 
7.35 a.m. on its second trip, by way of 
Brookline and Nowton Centre, making 
the comploto circuit and arriving again 
in Boston at 8.45 a.m. On its third trip 
it leavos Boston at 12 m., making tho 
round trip via main line in one hour and 
ten minutes. The next trip is made via 
Brookline and Newton Centre, starting 
at 2.35 p. m. from Boston and arriving at 
Boston at 3.50 p.m. At 4.25 p.m. tho 
car leaves Boston and makes tho trip 
around tho circuit by way of the main 
line. On its last trip, tho car leavos Bos- 
ton at 0 10 p. m., arriving at Riverside at 
0.48 p.m., delivering mails only. The 
postal car supplies the following post- 
offices: Allston, Brighton, Newton, 

Nowtonville, West Nowton. Auburndale, 
Newton Lower Falls, Newton Highlands, 
Nowton Centre, Chestnut Hill and Brook- 
line. Under the new arrangement, 
mails will not ho taken from tho cranes 
by the through ex pi ess trains. The fol- 
lowing mails from the Newton office have 
been discontinued : The 7.40 a.m., 11.20 
a.m., 2 p, m. and 4 30 p.m. to Boston. 
The New York morning mail and the 
earlv mail from Boston will bo taken on 
the new postoffice car at Riverside, as 
will also the afternoon southern and 
western mails. No mails will be thrown 
oil from express tiaius, oxcopt the 5 a.m. 
from Boston and 5.43 a.m. from New 
York, which will drop mails at Nowton 
as usual. An important feature of the 
new arrangement, will be tho ariival of 
the morning mails from New York and 
the E ist, nearly an hour earlier at the 
Auburndale, West Nowton and Nowton- 
ville postoffices. Tho exchange of mails 
between Newton Lower F«i11h siud An- 
burndale has been discontinued. 

The postal car has proved to bo a pop- 
ular and valuable addition to the mail 
service in this city and its advantages 
over tho old system are very groat, es- 
pecially regarding time in tho receipts of 
mail. Formerly, letters from Nowton 
to Newtonville (as an example of the old 
system) wore first forwarded to the Bos- 
ton postofllco and then sent to their ul- 
timate destination. Now, tho mail be- 
tween these points is made up on the 
postal car and delivered promptly at the 
station where tho postoffice is located. 
The postal car service was advocated, as 
was before stated in this paper,' by Chief 
Clerk Shepaidson of the U. S. Railway 
Mail Service, and the plan was approved 
by the general superintendent of tlio U. 
S. railway mail service, Mr. J. Lowrie 
Bell of Washington, D. G\, who author- 
ized the establishment of tho new postal 
car route. 

THE BOM ROY HOME. 

ANNUAL MEETING OF THE DIRECTORS 
LAST SATURDAY. 

The annual meeting of this worthy 
charity was held at its pleasant home on 
Hovey streot last Saturday, and tho old 
board of directors and officers wore 
unanimously lv-eleoted Miss Boyden, 
superintendent of tho home, made her 
annual report and Mr. N. T. Allen made 
tho annual report of tho directors. It 
gave briefly tho history of the Home, 
first started by tho children's Aid Society 
of Boston at Newton Centre, under the 
care of Mrs. Rebecca Pomroy. In 1872 
tho school was discontinued by the 
Boston society, for lack of support, and 
friends in this city determined that the 
school should he coutinued, and the 
present house was secured and the home 
opened Nov. 8, 1872. Mainly by tlie aid 
of the ladies of Nowton tho Homo lias 
been enabled to care for its twenty 
inmates, and the homo was purchased 
and paid for some five yeurs since. 
Fifty-two orphans and destitute girls have 
been connected with tho Homo, and ro- 
reoeived its benutioout training. Alter 
leaving the homo the girls are still 
followed with parental care and over- 
sight. The board of incorporation is 
made up of oue lady from each of the 
twenty-seven Protestant churches in 
Nowton, who at the annual meeting elect 
the directors, upon whom tho immediate 
management of tho homo devolves. Mr. 
Allen paid a high tribute to tho superin- 
tendent and her assistant, who manage 
everything so excellently, and make such 
a true home for tho children, and 
ondoavor to make thorn true and noble 
women, who shall bo able to support 
themselves. The Home is sustained by 
voluntary gifts from the various churches 
one young lady in each church assuming 
charge of tho collections. Tho total 
annual expouso of maintaining the Home 
is about $2,000. 

Before the annual meeting tliero was 
an entertainment by the pupils, con- 
sisting of music and recitations, much 
enjoyed by the visitors, and also an 
exhibition of their needlework, in which 
special attention was given to tho neat 
specimens of darning and plain needle- 
work, which showed that the pupils are 
carefully trained. In the kitchen samples 
ol bread made by the pupils and laundry 
work was shown, aud visitors were 
shown over tho house, admiring greatly 
the perfect order and neatness which 
always prevails in this model homo. 

It was found that tho local donations 
for tho past year wore insufficient to pay 
the current expenses by about $1,000. 
Thereupon Mr. George \V. Quincy of 
Boston, who was present, proposed to 
bo one of a number of gentlemen to make 
up tho sum and subscribed $25. The 
gentlemen of Nowton are therefore 
appealed to, and requested to respoud by 
sending contributions to tho Treasurer, 
Andrew S. March. ___ 

REl'U BLICAN CONVENTION. 

A HARMONIOUS AND qUIKT OATUBHINU 
OF THE LEADERS . 

Thu Rupubliouu convention was held 
at Nickersou’s hull, West Newton, on 
Wednesday oveuiug, and Mr. J. Edward 
Hollis was chosen chairman and Mr. C. 
Uowditoh Coffin secretary. The creden- 
tials committee reported all the delegates 
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present except Mr. H. E. Cobb of Ward 

I, who was expected later. 

Nominations for mayor wore called for 

and Mr. E. W. Wood presented the name 
of Hotnnn M. Burr, tho present mayor, 
saying that it wns a pleasure to acknowl- 
edge tho faithful services of Mr. Burr, 
his constant and regular work for tho 
city, his excellent appointments to com- 
mittee places, which had had great in- 
fluence in tho satisfactory performance 
of tho city business, his faithful perform- 
ance of his duties at tho school board, 
visiting personally tho city schools. IIo 
bad been very earpest in enforcing tho 
laws and thus carrying out tho expressed 
wishes of the citizens, as tho records of 
tho police court would show, and be bo- 
lievod that his administration was en- 
dorsed by a large majority of the citizens, 
who desired that ho should bo given an- 
other term. Newton hnd always been 
fortunate in its mayors, but it was no 
disparagement of ills predecessors to say 
that none of them had excelled him in 
faithful attention to the duties of tho 
office, and in efficiency. It was perhaps 
fortunate that lie had had the assistance 
of a hoard of aldermen most of whom 
were men of long experionco in city af- 
fairs, but no small share of tho excel- 
lence of the present administration was 
due to tho mayor, and he had the approv- 
al of a large majority Jof tho citizens.

Mr. Pickard seconded the nomination 
and it was made by a rising vote, all tho 
delegates rising.

Mr. W. P. Ellison presented tho name 
of Alderman E. S. Hamblen, who had 
served faithfully in tho Common Council 
and had just been chosen alderman to 
fill a vacancy. Mr. Hamblen was chosen 
unanimously.

Newton was visited by professional 
house breakers at an early hour Monday 
morning. Seven residences were entered, 
but the thieves woro not successful in 
capturing a large amount of booty.

L. S. Ward’s house, corner of Homer and 
Pleasant streets, two gold breast pins 
and a small sum of money were taken; at 
Henry Ross’ house, Walnut street, the 
thieves captured 12 silver teaspoons, two 
silver tablespoons, one sugar spoon aud 
$2 in money. The residences of Arthur 
Noilsou, Homer street; Mrs. E. T. Eld- 
redge and C. W. Leonard, Forest avenue, 
and Simon White, Clinton street, were 
also entered, but nothing of value taken.

Industrial Education. 

At tho meeting of the Social Science 
Club, held Nov. 13th, tho matter of In- 
dustrial Edueutiou ill Newton was Mi- 
sidered, reports of tho vacation schools 
beiii '4 tho ni*jiji feature of the morning’s 
discussiou. There was some delay in 
plaining the season’s work, us it was 
liupod the city would soothe need of os- 
tahlishiug such a school in a suitable lo- 
cation, But that uoi beiug the ease, a 
sewing school was opened at Kouuutuiii 
under tho management of some members 


of the Club in tho rooms generously pro- 
vided for that uno by Mr. II W. Welling- 
ton. Tho teachers of that school feel 
that a good work was accomplished, a 
beginning made, and opportunities dis- 
closed for more extended work. A largo 
field is opened, and noed was shown not 
only for sewing and carpentry schools, 
but for a Kindergarten, aud a cooking 
school. Tho session of tho school was 
ten weeks. At first tiiirty names were 
curollcd, hut the numbers increased, so 
that seventy-three were connected with 
the school during tlio session. The aver- 
age membership was fifty-four and aver- 
age attendance forty. Five teachers were 
required ; the principal, two regular as- 
sistants, and two members of the Club, or 
their friends. Two hundred and III ty 

S armcnts were completed; aprons, night 
rcssos, undergarments, dresses, pillowl 
cases, besides bags, patch- work and tna 
work. Three hundred yards of material 
were purchased, the pupils were required 
to pay the cost of the ciotli used in the 

f ;armentH, thread, needles, etc., being 
urnished. Instruction wns given in re- 
gard to the eorroct and careful use of 
sowing mateiials w itli the aim also to 
train the judgement and taste. Report 
was kept of of attendance, grade of work 
aud deport men) and a good iccord was 
shown. Tho parents showed much in- 
terest and grateful appreciation of tho 
behefit to tho children. 

Later in the summer the generosity of 
friends enabled ine Club to start a car- 
pentry school, aud the announcement 
was hailed with joy— one hundred hoys 
at first claiming admission. But tho va- 
ried claims of vacation pleasures and du- 
ties were so strong, and the real attend- 
ance was much smaller, about twenty 
retaining membership through the ses- 
sion of five weeks. A class ol girls was 
added tlio last two weeks, and good work 
was done by both classes. Alarge number 
of articles made were shown at the meet- 
ing, showing the good results of the 
teaching. 

The Thoinpsonville school, organized 
last year by the Club, was well carried 
on this summer by the Society of Chris- 
tian Etideavur of Newton Centre, many 
of last season’s scholars being very glad 
to renew their membership. There wero 
twenty-seven scholais. average attend- 
ance, twenty. One hundred garments 
were made, mostly large ones, there be- 
ing twenty dresses among them. Much 
interest was shown by parents and schol- 
ars. Mr. Saw in of tlie Bigelow school 
was present at the meeting, and testified 
to liis interest in this work, and hoped 
to see a general awakening to its need in 
our schools. Rev. T. J. Holmes of New- 
ton Centre added his kind word of inter- 
est and encouragement. A pertinent ex- 
tract from an article by Dr. Bartol was 
read, showing his belief that "children 
were inordinately taught but insufficient- 
ly trained.” There is now so general an 
interest throughout this country and Eu- 
rope in Manual .training; the eye and 
hand guided and helped by the mind; the 
mind developed by careful use ot eye und 
hand, that it is to be hoped that Newton 
will not fail to see aud use the opportun- 
ities for increasing the means for the 
thorough education of her children— Ex; 
tract lioni tlie Secretary’s Report.

When a 
successor was appointed, she sent a com- 
munication to the school hoard asking 
for an explanation. Tlie communication 
was placed on file, agreeably to a con- 
cocted plan, which, it is said, Mr. Barton 
was a party to. Very few members of 
the board possessed a knowledge of the 
nature of the communication, which Mr. 
Barton simply alluded to as relating to 
the schools in Newtonville, although the 
Graphic somehow obtained a copy and 
printed it. The communication was not 
acted upon in a proper spirit and mem- 
bers of the board were practically de- 
ceived as to the character of its contents. 
Such methods of procedure nre question- 
able and provoke deserved criticism.

Milking the Sun Work. 

One of the most notable inventions 
displayed at the Paris exhibition is an 
apparatus for transforming the heat of 
the sun into motive power for pumping 
water and other mechanical uses It is 
the device of a French inventor named 
Charles Tellier 

This apparatus is of great interest as 
foreshadowing the time when solar heat, 
in combination with electric transmis- 
sion of force, will be made to furnish 
motive power for all engines, and take 
the place of coal and steam — a change 
which will vastly cheapen manufactures 
and travel, and greatly enhance human 
comfort the world over. 

The heat which comes to tho earth in 
the sun’s beams is, as has long been 
known, the equivalent of from one to 
Ave or more horse power for every 
square yard of tho earth’s surface, ac- 
cording to the latitude and tho season of 
the year. 

The utilization of this waste heal, its 
conversion into usable power, has been 
the study of inventors, and much time 
and great sums of money have been 
6pent upon it. M. Tellier's contrivance 
aims to accomplish this object. — Swede*- 
boro News. 

A Funioua Wooden Leg. 

A celebrated wooden leg iias been dis- 
covered in an old Vincennes shop, which j 
was once a smithy There is abundant 
evidence that the relic in question is 
the sham limb which replaced the leg , 
which Gen. Dauinesni! lost in the big 
wars of the first Napoleon. This rugged j 
old warrior defended the fortress of Vin- ' 
cennes against the allied army, and is 
famous for having said to the invaders, 
when summoned to give up the place: 
"Bring me back my leg which you shot 
off and you shall have my keys!” The 
wooden leg now found had ireen sent by 
Duumesnil to a Vincennes smith in order 
to be "shod," us the general liimself ex- 
pressed it. Before the urliclo was sent 
back the old warrior died suddenly, and 
his sham limb remained in the ancient 
smithy until the present day. It will 
now be placed in tiie artillery museum 
of the Hotel des luvulides among many 
other martial and historic souvenirs. — 
London Telegrapli 

Leprosy lu tho North Hunt. 

Dr. Armuur Hausen, a Norwegian 
savuut, recently visited lids country, 
und in Wisconsin and Minnesota exam- 
ined a number of lejiers who had emi- 
grated from Norway. Ho arrived at 
the interesting result that of 100 of such 
emigrants the offspring lias remained 
free to the third generation. Tins, the 
author believes, siiows emphatically that 
leprosy is not a hereditary disease. He 
Dunks lliat the different mode of life iu 
the new country does not afford the 
same opportunity of coutagion as given 
by the neculiar conditions of life in Nor- 
way.— Chicago Tribune.

about twenty feet of water, and uses no 
sinker, or. if any, a light one. The bait 
must be constantly lively on the hook, 
or the bass will not come near it At 
night the fisherman soeks places where 
the water is forty or fifty feet deep. In- 
stead of a single hook and a live bait lie 
uses a gang of at least ten hooks, tied in 
pairs an inch apart They are tied to 
strong gut, and are but little larger than 
an ordinary trout Ay hook. The bait 
used 19 golden shiner, which is caught 
in the lake. It is hooked to tho gang at 
the lip and tail, in a curve, so that when 
it is trolled through the water the bait 
will whirl, the shiner, of course, being 
dead. Where the leader, six feet long, 
and the line are joined .another line is 
attached. This is six or eight feet long. 
To its pondunt end is attached a half 
pound lead sinker. This is l»>t to the 
Irottom. Tho gang and shiner play in 
the water the length of the sinker line 
above the bottom. This rig is used at 
the end of I50 feet of lino. The boat 
drifts or is rowed very slowly. 

The black bass that are caught by this 
peculiar tackle in the great depth of 
water where it is used are always im- 
mense specimens. A catch of twenty 
made by Doc Stephens at Bluff Point the 
other night weighed sixty-five pounds. 
The same rig has been tried time and 
again in the day time, but with little 
success. Bluff Point, a bold promontory 
rising more than 800 feet above the lake, 
at the junction of the lake proper and its 
west branch, is the favorite locality for

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NEWTON CONGREGATIONAL CLUB. 

REV, A. K. DUNNING 8PEAKH ON BIBLE 
STUDY. 


Tlio mooting of the Nowton Congrega- 
tional Club was held at tlio Second Con- 
gregational Ohureli, West Newton, on 
Monday ovcning. After social hour, 
with supper, the meeting wns called to 
order by President A. L. Harwood. 

After the reading and acceptance of 
the rocords Mr. G. I). Gilman roso to 
speak upon the material loss tlio society 
had Biiffored through tlio death of I)ea. 
John Warner and his son .1. Edwin 
Warner, of Eliot church. Through the 
recent boreavement in his own family 
the one who was to have spo ken of this 
loss, was unable to do so, and Mr. Gil- 
man was asked to perform the task. Ho 
spoke of Deacon Warner’s long connec- 
tion witli the church, having been a 
momber for thirty years, and oarly be- 
coming one whose advice and counsels 
wore sought and valued. .1. Edwin 
Warner, the son, though a young man. 
was of great value to tlio church, and 
widely missed in Hie community. 

Mr. C. Brigham in behalf of Mr. 
Theo. W. Fisher, spoke of his severe 
army experience during the civil war, 
which though short, was so trying as to 
make him a sullercr for life, and at the 
last, causing his death. During all these 
years of suffering his noble character 
never tlmclied and lie was tho samo true 
friend to all, and earnest Christian 
worker to tho end, leaving boliind him 
those results, which win for tho true 
disciple, “ lie being dead, yet speakctli.” 

The report of the executive committee 
was read, and an amendment submitted 
for an article now in tlio constitution. 

Mr. Joseph Byers reported tlirco 
names from the nominating committee, 
tlio samo being elected to membership, 
by the club. 

The Outlook Committee gav i several 
illustrations of their subject for tlio 
evenings, “Practical Christianity,” 
showing the many ways in which 
'Christianity could he aided by church 
and individual work, and a letter from 
Mr. Hood, who is so interested in this 
41 practical” work in Boston, was read. 

After a few preparatory remarks 
President Ilnrwood introduced Rev. A. 
FI. Dunning, D. D., of Boston, who had 
for his subject, “ Bible study.” Seven- 
teen years ago, said Dr. Dunning, there 
was a remarkable revival in Bible study 
as connected with the international 
•Sunday school lessons. Three or four 
years ago, there was another remarkable 
revival in Bihio study, aside from the 
international lessons. There are today, 
scores, and hundreds, who are studying 
the Bible instead of the international 
lessons. 

In the time of our fathers, years ago, 
tho Bible only was studied, hut very 
differently from what it is now. Then 
it was studied to aid morality, to decide 
questions, it was taken very literally and 
so acted upon. Its study today is very 
different. 

The hooks used then, as for example 
tho hooks of prophecy, foretelling the 
destruction of the world, and bolioved in 
by many in past years, are now unpopular 
and are not to he found among the books 
of today. 

The study of the Bible should be 
critical and comprehensive. How to 
possess the saintly character of our 
fathers and mothers is a question which 
perplexes many. There are several 
methods of studying the Bible. There is 
the studious method, as we will call it, 
where the student sees Christ in every- 
thing; in every little detail, trying to 
imagine that he sees more than there is 
to he seen. Then there is the nationalist 
•who loaves out of tlio B.ble wliat lie 
thinks should not ho there: and the 
evangelistic whicli lets tlio Bible say 
what it seems to want to. There are 
many who say today that they could 
prepare better lessons than are given 
in the international system. We do not 
doubt it, hut you who are able to pre- 
pare lessons better lilted to your needs, 
must remember that tho majority of the 
churches are not composed of the in- 
tellect many of us have, and these les- 
sons are especially adapted to them. 
IIow should we go to work to study the 
Bible is a question often asked. In 
illustrating this point wo will take the 
first verse in the Bible in which we find 
a revelation, which is that God is our 
“ creator.” 

In reading a little farther in the samo 
chapter we iliul also that God is our 
“ provider.” Then farther on that lie 
is our law giver, our judge. One who 
was rending for a moral standpoint, 
would stop here as having covered the 
whole ground. 

But wc will go farther, and now wo 
find that God is not only a creator, 
provider, law-giver, and judge, but lie is 
a “father.” So we lind in tho first three 
chapters of Genesis, these live revela- 
tions. In these wo have the germs of the 
whole foundation of tho truths of tho 
Bible, and the rest is added to it. As 
with tho oak, it was first an acorn, and 
it was by adding to the acorn that tho 
oak became sucli. S > it is in the study 
of the Bible. These tivo revelations are 
enlarged upon and added to. 

There are many who can (iud in them- 
selves no love for the Bible. Thoy do 
not love to read it. You take a pupil 
just beginning some language and lie is 
not interested in it, it 1ms no attraction 
for him until lie lias got to where lie 
can read and think in that language. 
So with the Bible, after we have got be- 
yond the first steps and really under- 
stand, and can think and fool witli wlmt 
we are reading, there wo find a growing 
interest ami pleasure in reading the word 
of God. 

Rev. Theo. J. Holmes spoke of the 
need of the fear of God in our Bible 
study. It is not euougli to simply study 
. and lind out the Bible meaning as it 
appears to us, hut we should look for 
God's meaning. It is too often the ease 
that after we get beyond the rudimentary 
elements we do not love tie Bible as we 
should. In our lessons at times we sue 
no meaning to them, nothing that will 
interest the children in the class. It is 
because we do not bring to ourselves the 
same picture which inspires the lesson. 

Dea. W. K. Slocum considered the 
topics of the last and the present muet- 
*ing, foundation topics. Topics upon 
which a great deal cun lie said ami done. 
The Bible study commends itself to mo 
as of in noli more value than the inter- 
national lessons, which seem at times 
like learning to swim with a hoard. It 
you never take away tho board, you will 
never learn to swim. 

Dea. Slocum was followed liy Rev. 
Geo. G. l'hipps, of Newton lliuiilamls, 
ami Rev. Ileiny .1. Patrick of the Second 
Congregational church, in discussion, 
utter which uu adjournment was made. 


THE CHARLESTON GALA WEEK. 

A LETTER FROM A FORMER NEWTON RES- 
IDENT. 

A correspondent of one of our daily 
papers recontly alluded to “the dear old 
city;” through tho carelessness of the 
printer it was made to read, “the dead 
old city.” “All ! vos,” Haiti an old croak- 
er, “the old city Ims been dead a long 
time, and is now known as (lie ‘dear de- 
parted.' I’eaco to her ashes!” 

Tlio best refutation of this slander is 
Hie Charleston “Gala week,” which lias 
just closed. It was the third annual Fes- 
tival. surpassing all its predecessors in 
interest and mngniflconco. There were 
earlier, more elaborate and more enthu- 
siastic preparations. Contributions 
llowcd in moro generously and more 
freely. 

The press gave a wider space to it in 
their columns, and wrote it up witli un- 
wonted enthusiasm It was ushered in 
with brighter skies ami a balmier at 
mosphero; Last year nature threw a 
“wet blanket” on the Carnival and 
chilled its enthusiasm. The dripping 
crowds saw everything through a a blind- 
ing mist and rain, and shivered with 
cold. But this year nature was at her 
best, and in full sympathy with the oc- 
casion. Every day the warm sun smiled 
on us, tlio cool sea-breeze fanned us, and 
stirred the lake and bay with iippliug 
laughter. Every night the moon“walkod 
in her brightness” through the cloudless 
azure. On Monday the stream of visit- 
ors came pouring down from the moun- 
tains like a cataract. From the sand- 
hills and tlio low country tlio tide rolled 
in and Hooded tlio city, ll was estimat- 
ed that four thousand arrived tlio first 
day; and every day tlio crowded trains 
emptied their living freight into tlio de- 
pots until overy hotel and boarding- 
house was overflowed and half the pri- 
vate residences wore crowded. Before 
tlio end of the week nearly twenty thou- 
sand arrivals were reported. All social 
distinctions seemed temporarily forgot- 
ten in the dense mass that thronged the 
streets and public squares. Our north- 
ern friends could hardly complain of any 
lack of equality. The best blood 
was often sandwiched between 
dirty plantation negroes, “cheek by 
jowl,” and everybody looked good-nat- 
ured. 

The city was almost literally “painted 
rod,” as it was veiled in hunting and 
banners. The decorative art was quite 
exhausted. Every cornice, gable, para- 
pet and window was adorned with 
wreaths, festoons and streamers. Every 
mule, wagon, dray and car blazed witli 
Hags and ribbons. Every spar, mast and 
rope was similarly decorated. The full 
moon poured down tlio splendor of her 
radiance upon the nocturnal revelry, hut 
her mellow light was eclipsed by tlio 
dazzling illuminations. As you looked 
down tho streets, tlio vista presented 
tho aspect of a huge kaleidoscope. Tri- 
umphal arches, elaborarately decorated, 
spanned the principal streets, represent- 
ing tho various nations of Charleston — 
German, Irish, Scotch and American. 
Perhaps the most attractive was the 
State arch constructed of palmetto 
foliage and sections of the emblematic 
tree; one arch bore the following inscrip- 
tion: “1800, war; 1801, fire; 1885, Cy- 
cloue; 1S00, earthquake; 18S7 0, Gala 
week;” which reminds us that the Gala 
week was originally a thanksgiving fes- 
tivity, expressing the joy of a grateful 
people for their deliverance from the 
great catastrophe and for the generous 
benefactions of friends. But this by the 
way. Above the din and hubbub of the 
noisy streets, the applauding shouts of 
the people, the rumbling of wheels, the 
crashing of brass hands, the shrieks of 
the shrimp and shad “fiends,” was 
heard the moiry chimes of old St. Mich- 
ael’s hells. The venerable Maestro in 
I lie steeple played a varied program of 
national airs, selections from the operas 
and plantation songs. Everywhere 
waved the national Hag. The star-span- 
gled banners could he counted by thou- 
sands. They must have equalled tlio 
number of citizens, and represented as 
many loyal hearts. 

The festival was inaugurated with dav- 
Hre-works, which might he described as 
an exploded menagerie. The lire- works 
on the lake at night, though not preten- 
tious, yet presented a novel and enchant- 
ing effect, as they were duplicated in tlio 
clear waters. But time would fail us to 
tell of the parade and drill of the cadets; 
the Infantry drill; tho steamboat excur- 
sions around the harbor and to the Phos- 
phate Works; the grand balloon ascen- 
sion; tlio aquatic sports on tlio lake in il- 
luminated boats; the trades display, and 
torch- light procession; the fantastic p >- 
rude, witli its gorgeous and grotesque 
costume. Tho most attractive display in 
these parades was the S. C. R. R. float, 
consisting of a locomotive and live ears, 
that rolled whistling ami pulling through 
tlio streets, so wonderfully realistic. It 
is estimated that twenty-live thousand 
crowded around the lake to witness the 
fire-works. A moro motley crew one 
never saw. There were vehicles of all 
kinds, drawn by horses, mules and oxen; 
ou one wagon a reporter counted thirty- 
eight persons, nine in the basement, ton 
in the shod room, ten in the first story, 
six in the second, and throe in the at- 
tic; old darkies were there witli babies 
on their backs, and babies of all colors 
could be counted by the hundred in the 
laps of mothers and nurses. 

Tlio festivities concluded witli a grand 
illumination of tlio harbor on Friday 
night, from Forts Sumter and Moulton, 
and Castle Pinckney, and all points in 
the surrounding islands and iiiitin, repre- 
sentations of vessels running the block- 
ade, and the bombardment of Fort Sum- 
ter. The moou veiled her light with ac- 
cumulating clouds. Tlio illuminated 
steamers moved like fairy tilings through 
the darkness, and from their decks the 
continuous shooting of rockets filled the 
air with meteors and comets, and tho 
green, red, and blue lights coruscated 
over sea and land. The booming camion 
mi a neighboring island and the constant 
ll udiing of the rockets, was a good imi- 
tation of a thunder storm. Tlio thou- 
sands of guests seemed perfectly satisfied 
with their hill of fare and they spent 
their money freely. It is estimated that 
$50 ,»mh> were brought into the city, or ex 
ponded during tl.e festivity, $8, IKK) of 
which was taken in by tlio crowded thea- 
tres. 

Theo there was a base hall game every

When Mr. M. .1. Duane, who had nrevl. 
ously pleaded guilty to Keeping a liquor 
nuisance, came up on thelirstof November 
of the current year for sentence in the 
Newton Police Court, Mr. William J. Kol- 
lett, the l itizen.M' nominee for Alderman 
from Ward he veil, being moved by tin* tie* 
of tender sympathies and close fellowship 
with Mr. Duane, sought to extenuate Ills 
offence nnd get the least penalty passed 
upon him by testifying as follows: — 

•• I have known Mr. Duane 0 or 7 year* ami 
have always found him to lie an honest citizen. 

I never knew of anything in Ins conduct open to 
criticism aside from this case. It seems to inA 
that Instlce demands that the Illegal sale of liquor 
should he stopped, but It certainly does not de- 
mand the persecution of a man. 'l believe that 
Duane will keep his pledge, and consequently, 
the purpose of the law In stopping the illegal 
sale, so far as his case is concerned, will be ac- 
complished.” 

Mr. Robinson— ” What Is your ground for that 
belief and why do vou think that lie will keep his 
promise any more thnn previous promises given 
which he has not respected ? " 

Mr. Follett.-” If I did not sincerely believe 
that he would keep Ids promise made under oath, 

I certainly should not apjiear In his behalf. I 
believe that liu lias seen the error of his ways 
and that lie will no longer defy the law. I think 
that a sentence of imprisonment, under the cir- 
cumstances, will result in injury to the tempo 
ranee cause in this cltv. If the senteuce is 
pressed it will make votes for license.” 

It is evident from this testimony that 
Mr. Follett thinks that, whatever may he 
the demands of justice, his warm friend 
Dunne should not be punished for fre- 
quently and repeatedly violating the law, 
and his declaration that “if the sentence” 
of imprisonment is pronounced and “is 
pressed it will make votes for license,” is a 
threat by implication that if bis friend 
Dunne is punished, Newton will be made 
a license city. 

The Hoard of Aldermen is a power in 
the enforcement of the law against the ille- 
gal sale of liquor and crime of every kind: 
the Board also is a power in the matter of 
licenses, and the issue in this election, ns 
far ns Mr. Follett Is concerned, is simply 
whether the people of Newton, who have 
heretofore planted themselves on the side 
of order and sobriety, are prepared to go 
bnck upon their former record nnd put Mr. 
Dunne's friend and political representative 
in the possession and power of an Aider- 
man?

The following Constitution was adopted Mon- 
day, Nov, 115, at a meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Associated Charities:— 

I. Name. 

The name of this society shall be “ The Asso- 
ciated Chanties of Newton.” 

II. Objects. 

The objects of this Society are: — 

To raise the worthy poor above the need of re- 
lief, to pi event begging and imposition, and to 
diminish pauperism. 

To encourage among parents and children, 
thrift, self-dependence, temperance ami industry 
through friendly advice and sympathy, and thus 
to aid people to help themselves. 

To provide that the case of cverv applicant for 
relief shall be thoroughly investigated, The re- 
sult of such Investigation shall not lie made pub- 

* * - isal of any person 

a particular case 

To send to each needy tamily n friendly visitor 
To strengthen and encourage those who have 
met with temporary reverses, and 
To hold public meetings ami print papers for 
distribution relating to the general purposes and 
work of the Society. 

III. Active Members. 

The Society shall consist of a Board of Direct- 
ors, Officers and friendly Visitors, his Honor the 
Mayo;, the City Almoner, the President of the 
Cottage Hospital, the Chief of Police, and the 
Agent of the Board or Health.

meetings. 

VI. Directors. 


The management of the Society shall be vested 
In a Board ot Directors representing each Ward 
of the city. 

The number of the Directors shall not be less 
than ten nor more than twenty. They shall be 
elected by ballot by the Society. 

At the annual meeting of the Society in Octo- 
ber, 1890, and at each subsequent annual meeting, 
four Directors shall he elected to serve for the 
t r.u of three years or until their successors t hall 
have been elected. 

It shall be the duty of the Directors to keep a 
full registry of all applicants for charitable aid, 
and a record of the aid giver, them, to procure 
the establishment ot visitors' conferences when 
needed, to give aid and encouragement to such 
ferences, to exercise a general supervision over 
them, and to see that full reports from them are 
promptly made ; to propose instructions as to 
duties or friendly visitors ; to control the lands 
of the Society, and to do whatever else may se- 
cure the purposes of the organization. 

in case of any vacancy, the Board shall elect a 
Director to serve until the next annual meeting, 
win n the vacancy shall be tilled by the Society 
for the uuexpired term. 

No rule shall he adopted or altered, and no 
election of a Director to till a vacancy shall be 
hud except such proposed action is stated in the 
call of the meeting. 


VII. Officers. 

Tho officers shall c mslst of a President and 
two or more Vice Presidents, who shall annually 
be elected by ballot by the Board of Directors 
from its owu lumber 

The Treasurer and Secretary shall be nomina- 
ted by the Directors, and elected by the Society 
by ballot at tbe annual meeting, to serve for one 
year, or until their successors shall huve been 
chosen. 

VIII. Amendment. 

These By-Laws may be amended at an annual 
meeting of the Society, provided that notice of 
an intention to move such an amendment be in- 
cluded in the call for the meeting, with a cony 
of the proposed amendment accompanying the 
notice.

Both branches of the city government 
were in session Monday night, and the 
event of the session was the reading of 
the resignation of Water Registrar 
Glover, to take effect Jan. 1st, as he has 
accepted a position elsewhere at about 
double his present salary. 

In the hoard of aldermen all the mem- 
l>ers were present. The resignation of 
Chas. N\ Hahn as deputy inspector in 
Ward 1 was received ami accepted, as he 
is U* be absent from the city next Tues- 
day. 

Alderman E. O. Childs resigned from 
the committee on revision of city ordi- 
nances, as he had not the time to attend 
to the duties. 

MR. GLOVER’S RESIGNATION. 

Quite a sensation was made by the res- 
ignation of Water Registrar Glover. 
Mayor Burr said that at his request Mr. 
Glover had consented to serve until Jan. 
1st, as many important matters were to ; 
come up meantime, and for which Mr. 
Glover’s thorough knowledge of the sub- 
ject would be of great value to the water 
board. The high service matter would 
be brought up during that time, as the 
board was nearly ready to report. I 
bave known that his resignation, was 
pending for two or three months, and 
bave regretted it as Mr. Glover has been 
an efficient and faithful servant of the 
city and his loss will be felt. The resig- 
nation was accepted. 

L. II. Fallow and Frank A. Barrows 
were confirmed as election officers of 
Ward 7. 

A communication was received from 
Capt. Appliu of the Chitlin Guards, ask- 
ing that the lower hall at the armory be 
used for elections, as the putting up of 
the railings prevented auy drill on Mon- 
day night, and so many screws in the 
floor would soon ruin it. There were 
130 screw holes after the recent election, 
lie also asked for a week’s notice here- 
after when the city desired to use the 
ball as according to the new regulations 
Armory Hall could not be let for any 
purpose without the permission of the 
adjutant general. Referred to the com- 
mittee on elections. 

Alderman Johnson moved that the 
petition of the Salvation Army be taken 
from the table and Mi. N. T. Allen be 
given an opportunity to be heard. Mr. 
Alien said he appeared at the request of 
the Salvation Army. He was much sur- 
prised and pained at the remarks made 
last week, for the reason that he thought 
it was wrong to proscribe auy person or 
persons ou account of their veligion, 
wheu they desired to benefit their fellow 
men. It was also a reflection on him for 
allowing the army to use his hall. They 
b id come to him just before he started 
on his vacation, to get the use of his hall, 
and he had gone with them to the police 
office, and found that the marshal had 
given them permission to maicli on the 
streets, and had no objection, so lie gave 
them t lie use of the hall, and he consul- , 
ered them as honest as any other mis- 
sionaries. They had kept the hall in an 
excellent condition. He had been at one 
of their meetings and found them as j 
orderly as the Methodists were 40yeais 
ago, and conducted their meetings in 
much the same inanucr. He thought 
their labors beneficial as they went down 
to the people whom the oilier sects did 
not reach. Mr. Allen said he had called 
on Rev. H. J. Patrick, who said that he 
bad ni‘*t the head man of the army in 
England, and that they had done im- 
mense good there. lie did think it was 
out of character to have that kind of 
work in West Newton, but he must con- 
fess that there was need of it, judging 
from recent offences against the law.

AFRUHNDALK DOG SCARE. 

Alderman Johnson reported an order 
which was passed, that all the dogs in 
Want 4 l*e muzzled and tied up fora 
period of 80 days. He said that a large 
number of people had called to see him 
on the matter, and there was a good deal 
of fear among t lie people, ns 2(5 dogs had 
been reported to have been bitten by a 
mad dog. Sonic of them had been sent 
to Al. Watts, who had returned them 
with the statement that there was no 
such thing as a mad dog, and they were 
now running at large. There was a good 
j deal of nervousness over the matter, and 
he read a letter from Mr. Whiting of tho 
Boston Herald, asking for the passage of 
the order, that tho alarm might bo 
quieted. 

M. Conlon gave notice of intention to 
i erect a house on Hawthorne street, Ward 
2; G. W. Chamberlain, one on Ward 
street, Ward 0; Thomas McGoon. one on 
Clinton place; and M. C. Bragdon, one on 
Lake avenue, Newton Highlands. 

Geo. A. Walton was granted license to 
put up a block 00 hy 50 on Chestnut 
street, Ward 3, for stores and dwellings. 

The New England Telephone and Tele- 
graph Co. were granted a license to erect 
poles on Fountain, Highland, Valentine, 
Homer and Willow streets, under the 
usual conditions. 

On motion of Alderman Childs, the 
committee on ordinances were requested 
to report at the next meeting an amend- 
ment to an ordinance, providing for the 
care and maintenance of the police tele- 
graph system. 

On motion of Alderman Tolman, the 
order providing for tho sale of 840,000 of 
4 per cent, water bonds was rescinded 
and a substitute passed, with verbal 
changes to make it more satisfactory. 
Tito action of the city treasurer in award- 
ing the contract for the bonds to Blake 
Brothers & Co. of Boston, at the rate of 
811*24. 10 and accrued interest for each 
81,000 bond, was ratified. 

An order was passed for tho laying 
out, grading aud acceptance of Union 
1 street, from Station street to Institution 
avenue. 

On motion of Alderman Ilarbach 
82,014.30 was appropriated in addition to 
the contract price for the building of the 
stone bridge at Bemis station, on account 
of the large amount of extra work in- 
volved by reason of the wet season, tho 
temporary bridge, electric lights for 
night work, etc. 

An order was also passed for the pay- 
ment to Dudley H. Bradley, assignee of 
ihe contract of Tlios. F. Mcany & Co., 
for the building of Bemis bridge of 
81,(599.87, 8300 being kept hack to pay 
for the work to be clone next summer 
when the low water will allow of it. 

An order was passed transferring 81< r >00 
: from the appropriation for interest on 
I city loans, temporary, 81100 to bo cred- 
; ited to the miscellaneous account, 8200 
; to the armory appropriation, for the rifle 
j range, and 8200 for state aid, which will 
i he returned to the city. The 8000 for 
telephone rentals, 8200 lor the city solic- 
itor in suits against the city, and other 
expenses are to be paid by this transfer. 

An order was passed granting the free 
use of City Hall to St. Bernard’s Catho- 
lic Society for an entertainment Thurs- 
day afternoon and evening, Dec. 28. 

827,500 was appropriated for the ex- 
penses of the city during December. 

Orders were passed for one new street 
lamp on Walnut street, near B. S. 
Grant’s, one on Keiuiek street, six on 
living, two on Chestnut, two on 'institu- 
tion avenue, one on Jewett place, elec- 
tric ligtit on Adams avenue, one lamp on 
Alden place, two on Walnut place, two 
•u Hawthorne avenue and one on River 
street. 

The board, after concurrent Imsiuess, 
adjourned to next Tuesday eveuing, at 8 
•’clock, to receive election returns. 

Common Counicl. 

In the Common Council. President 
Bond occupied the chair. Papers from 
the board of aldermen were passed in 
concurrence. 

Councilman Bates presented the peti- 
tion of S. L. Powers, W. J. Fullett and 
others, asking that Arlington street, be 
repaired and put in proper condition for 
travel. It was referred to the highway 
committee. 

Ou motion of Councilmvn Hal), a 
recess was then taken. Upon reasse ra- 
iling, hearings were opened aud closed, 
no remonstrants appearing, on the laying 
out and acceptance of Union and Sewall 
streets and Kimball Terrace. An order 
•vas passed authorizing the laying out 
and acceptance of Sewall street. 

Councilman Hyde offered an order 
authorizing the committee on public 
property to purchase a tract of laud at 
Newton Highlands for a location for an 
engine house, at an expense not to 
exceed $3000, and providing for its 
payment by a five year note, bearing 
interest not to exceed four per annum. 
In support of the order, he said that it 
had originally been intended to include 
the sum needed for tho purchase of the 
mud in the appropriation budget for 
1890 , Imt that the item had been dropped 
oy the finance committee, who lecoiu- 
mendod the present order instead. 

Councilman Wisw all said that a build- 
ing for lire department uses was needed 
at the Highlands, hut thought that it 
was a large price lor the land. 

Councilman Hyde said that land at the 
Highlands commanded a good price ami 
was growing more and more valuable. 
Two available lots hud been looked at by 
the lire committee, the price of one being 
83000. It was hard to find a lot adapted 
for liiu purposes. 

Councilman Wiswall asked if it was 
necessary to secure so large a lot? 

Councilman Richardson said that the 
parties owning the lots looked at by the 
lire committee would not consent to sell 
a portion of the laud. 

Councilman Hyde said that the matter 
of location and price could be left to the 
committee and a suitable lot would be 
purchased at as low a price as possible. 

Councilman Richardson moved to 
amend, authorizing the committee to 
purchase laud at a price not exceeding 
$2500. 

Councilman Kunlett said that if the 
ordei passed at $3000, the owners of the 
property would want to put the price up 
on the laud, lie moved the reference ot 
the order to Ihe public property com- 
mit lee. 

Councilman Hyde thought it would be 
unjust to refer the matter again to a 
committee. The people of Newton 
Highlands bad been waiting patiently 
and that fire apparatus and a suitable 
building were much needed. 

The motion to rotor the order to the 
public property commitl e was then put 
Ulid lost. 

Alter some furl her discussion, Council- 
men Wiswall aud llyde participating, tho 


original order was passed, 13 voting in 
the affirmative; one member absent.. 

An order, offered by Councilman Hyde, 
was also adopted, authorizing the public 
: property committee to advertise for 
1 plans and proposals for the erection of a 
building for lire department purposes at 
Newton Highlands. 

A recess was then taken. Tho board 
upon reassembling acted on papers from 
the upper branch, passing them in con- 
currence. 

The appropriation budget for 1890 was 
considered and passed as amended at the 
previous mooting of the aldermen. 

They Are Pnbtlo Servant?. 

To the Editor of the Gkafiiio. 

Those who consider that, all who desire 
to see Mr. Barton removed from the 
School Committee aro actuated simply 
hy motives of revenge, on account of the 
serious error into which he led the com- 
mittee by Mr. Cutler's dismissal from the 
High School, Lavo evidently a very 
indistiuct appreciation of the question at 
issue. 

The charge brought, with justice 
against Mr. Barton is that ho lias not 
acted in his public capacity as tho re- 
presentative of the citizens of Newton, 
l’tivate motives have repeatedly in- 
fluenced his conduct in the School Com- 
mittee. In the Cutler affair the ex- 
pressed will of the people was entirely 
disregarded; tho military drill grievance 
was settled behind closed doors, only 
one side of the case having been heard; 
.and iu tho case of Miss Ilapgood no 
defence of the committee’s action was 
ever given to the public. In all ot these 
matt et s Mr. Barton was especially con- 
cerned. 

These are but samples of his general 
policy to he influenced more hy personal 
feelings than by public s irit. There- 
fore, with simple regard for tho b; st 
interests of the city, it may well be asked 
whether it is not better to elect from 
Ward six members of the School Com- 
mittee who shall remember that they are 
public servants and not autocrats. 

James F. Morton, Jr. 

Collector Sai.tonstai.l has shown 
that the Boston Custom House can be 
run successfully by eliminating politics 
from appointments, and so much satis- 
faction has ho given that promiuent im- 
porters who are Republicans say that 
they wish President Harrison would for- 
get to make any appointment in the 
office during his term. It is conceded to 
be impossible for a mail of the Presi- 
dent’s character, and with the demand for 
spoils that surrounds him, to re-appoint 
even so good a man as Collector Saltoti- 
stall, who was appointed by a Demo- 
cratic administration. “Efficiency, and 
not party service,” might call for 
such action, but it is certainly to be 
hoped that Collector Saltonstall will 
lie allowed to serve out his term and 
that as good a man will succee i him. 
Mr. Abbott Lawrence, who is spoken of, 
would seem to he such a man. Under 
any other system but that of dividing 
the spoils by the successful party, the 
admirable record made by Collector Sal- 
tonstall would compel recognition by the 
government.

THREE WORDS ABOUT WOOL. 

1. TIIK FItEK TRADER'S WOOL 

On November 15, before the members 
of tho Harvard Free Wool Club, William 
Lloyd Garrison delivered the most 
masterly argument on the wool question 
that has yet come to our notice. Every 
one ought to read and re-read. The 
Secretary will send a full report of the 
lecture to any one on receipt of four 
cents in postage stamps. We subjoin a 
few extracts. 

“ I am to speak to you this evening 
upon the relation of the protective tariff 
to the wool and woolen industries. It is 
around the tteecc of the mild sheep that 
tho buttlo for reform wages most fiercely. 
Tho Ohio politicians, who ohieily con- 
stitute the Association of wool-growers, 
consider that the question of protection 
hinges upon the wool tax. So little 
apparently do they care for tho other 
proteeted interests that they threaten to 
remove tho dunes from those whose 
representatives shall make wool free. 
On the other hand, pronounced free- 
traders, like David A. Wells, hold the 
same view, regarding wool as the key- 
stone of the protective arch and the 
objective uoint of assault. 

Here, therefore, the whole questiou of 
the opposing theories of trade can be 
discussed concretely. Byron says: 

While hi ami* tho Colisseuin, Rome shall stand; 

When fullsthe Culissenni, Rome shall fall”; 
and as tho Colisseutn is to Rome, so is 
tho wool tax to tho system of protec- 
tion.” 

*' For a careful diagnosis of tho woollen 
industry of to-day, I could summon, not 
outside critics nor free-trade theorists, 
but such distinguished manufacturers as 
Rowland Hazard and Robert Bleakie, 
but I will only quote tho latest utterance 
of Jesse Metcalf: “Wo believe that the 
hardships and sufferings among the 
woollen manufacturers will continue to 
increase in a greater ratio as the wool- 
clip of tliu country diminishes in 
quantity, and that noihiug can relieve 
them from partial annihilation except 
untaxed wool.” Annihilation is a preg- 
nant but lifting word. Taxes never 
have and never can create. They mis- 
place and Annihilate.” 

“ I have had many manufactureis 
whisper into my ear their desire for free 
wool, but also their fear that tho wool- 
grower will retaliate and go for free 
goods. As a prominent politician wrote 
to Robert Bleakie: “There aro more 
voters in wool-growing than theio are in 
woollen manufacturing; there aro more 
members of Congress who represent 
wool-growing districts than there are 
who represents wool-manufacturing 
districts; and when you have free wool, 
free woollen goods will immediately 
follow.” And when this direful threat is 
breathed, tho thought of Ohio vengeance 
adds to its torror. Tho recent election, 
however, demonstrates what was already 
expected, that the waiting vengeance 
was a bogy, and like tire wooden guns at 
Manassas, sened to suggest a fabulous 
force behind. That tho fiereo wool- 
growers were men in buckram is now 
shown, and if the revulsion in that State 
does nothing else, it may serve to 
emancipate tho woollen manufacturer 
from the intimidating whip of Columbus 
Delano's Association, 1 sue already 
evidences of returning courage. 

“American slavery yielded not to rea- 
son, but to revolution. The folly of the 
slaveholders in their fanaticism did more 
for its overthrow than the abolitionists. 
Let us hope that tho fanatics of protec- 
tion will take a leaf from history. Their 
system is doomed. Every effort to pro- 
long it, every obstacle thrown in tho way 
of lightening taxation, hut adds to the 
force of tho temporarily arrested cur- 
rent. Tho danger will ho double when 
the dam gives way. But while it is yet 
time let us seek the protection of free- 
dom which is always safe and expedient. 
Tlio South, which it was prophesied lib- 
erty would ruin, cnteis into undreamed 
of prosperity through emancipation. So 
America, instead of paralyzing her in- 
dustry by free trade, will multiply her 
Hocks and factories and become the 
workshop of the world. 

We will return to our unpointed place, 

First in the vanguard of tho human race." 

The Tariff Reformer’s Word. 

Wool is the point ot attack in the tight 
that the tariff reformers are making 
against the present high tariff. Tho 
wool-growers and woolen manufacturers 
recognise that they aro in the front rank 
of the battle and stand together against 
reform. If the manufacturers did not 
fear that a move by them for free wool 
would bo followed by a retaliatory move 
by tho wool-growers tor free manufac- 
tured woolen goods, it is very likely that 
they would petition congress for the ab- 
olition of their duties, in order that they 
might get their raw matcriul free. 

But the fear of the wool-growers that 
they will he ruiued by foreign competi- 
tion is absurd in Lite light of the official 
figures of our wool imports. Last year 
the United Status imported 000,000 
worth of woolen manufactures and, be- 
sides this, $14,000,000 worth of raw 


wool. Late figures demonstrate fully 
the incapacity of our wool-giowers to 
meet the home demand, for imports are 
constantly increasing, though it was pre- 
dicted that when the Republicans came 
into power the largo imports, due to 
the had administration (as it was 
charge' 1 ) of President Cleveland, would 
fall off. For the nine months ending 
September JO, 1880, the imports of woolen 
dress goods were valued at $17,228.0*27 
and of woolen cloths at $0,304,300. For 
tho corresp mding months of 1888 the 
figures were respectively $10, .‘120,448 and 
$8,554,000, while for 1887 they were res 
pectively $15,210,025 and $8,401,027. 
Taken by yards instead of by dollars, the 
imports show about the same steady in- 
crease. so that the incapacity of our 
wool-growers and manufacturers is evi- 
dently increasing. 

If tho protective policy tended to en- 
courage sheep luising and wool manu- 
facturing, still there are many kinds of 
wool which cannot lie raised here, hut 
must be imported, and the duty on them 
might woll be redu od to on - f. r revenue 
only. But the high protective wool tar- 
iff of 18(17, somehow, did not ettc •urage 
wool-growing nor manufacturers as it 
was designed to do. In 18(17 there were 
30,000, (XX) sheep east of the Mississippi 
river. Now there aro but 13.000,000. 
Between 1870 and 1880, the woolen mills 
which disappeared from the government 
census reports numbered 875, witli 2,405 
sets of woolen machinery, or 28 1 2 per 
cent ot the whole. The tariff has not 
helped wool-growers nor manufacturing, 
but it has put an immense burden upon 
all the consumers of wool. It iH time 
for u change. R. L. 

The High Protectionist's Word. 

‘•I will say, with tegard to the duty on 
wool and woolens, that I regard it. not 
as an intentional fraud, but as operating 
as though it were a fraud, upon the great 
body of people of the United States. 1 
allude to the wool tariff, a law the effect 
of which has been to materially injure 
theshoep-husbandi-y of this country, in 
a single count) in thefState of Iowa, be- 
tween 1807 and 1801), t lie number of sheep 
was reduced from 22,000 to 18,000 i t two 
years; and what is true of that county 
is title to a greater or less extent of other 
counties in Iowa; and during this time 
the price of wool has been const iutly de- 
preciated. 

As tho law now is, the tariff upon line 
wools of a character uot produced in this 
country is 100 per cent upon the cost. 
The tariff upon woJeu.s of the same 
class is only about 50 per cent, so that 
the finer woolen goods arc imported, 
and the coarser fabrics. Before the tar- 
iff of 1807 «»ur manufacturers of tine 
goods mixed foreign line wools with our 
domestic products, and were thus able 
to compete success! ully with the foreign 
manufacturer of similar wools. 
But being prohibited from im- 
porting this class ot wools, these Hue 
goods canuot now be product d in this 
country as cheaply as they can he im- 
ported. Consequently, mills that were 
formerly engaged in producing these 
goods have been compelled to abandon 
business or manufacture the coarser fab- 
rics. If they could afford to manufac- 
ture those line goods, they would make a 
market, which we do not now have for 
our fine wools to ho mixed with other 
line wools of a different character from 
abroad. This want of a market, as 1 
understand it, is the reason why our Hue 
wools now command so low a price. 
There is no demand tor them at home, 
and we cannot export them in competi- 
tion with tine wools grown in other 
countries.” IIon. Wm. B. Allison.

THE ALDERMANIC TICKET. 

The election of the best men for aider- 
men is of quite as much importance as 
choosing the best man for Mayor. The 
latter occupies the throne and gets the 
blame for whatever goes wrong, but the 
aldermen hold the real power, and with- 
out them the Mayor can do very little. 
Newton has now an excellent body of 
men in the upper branch of the city 
council and it is gratifying that three out 
of the seven have been renominated by 
both parties. Councilman Fenno, one of 
tho leaders in the common council, has 
also been nominated by both parties, so 
that next year’s administration is sure of 
being a good one, and also of carrying 
out the excellent policy pursued this 
year, no matter who is chosen Mayor. 

The only alderman at present holding 
a position, whose seat is contested, is 
Alderman Hamblen of Ward Seven, and 
his opponent is Mr. W. J. Follet. It is 
an excellent policy to take the aldermen 
from the Common Council, as it is very 
difficult for a new man, unless he has un- 
usual ability, to make as good a public 
servant as one who has had experience. 
Mr. Hamblen made an excellent record 
in the lower branch, being faithful in 


primary schools. Don’t give any cre- 
dence to any election day stories against 
Mr. Lawrence. Last year’s election 
showed what his opponents can do in 
that lino, hut forwarned is forarmed. 

THE CITY SALARIES. 

Mr. Glover’s resignation only cm 
phnHizes our statement of last week that 
the salaries at City Hall aro far from 
being extravagant, and is a complete 
answer to the cheap criticisms that have 
boon heard of late. When a private 
corporation offers Mr. Glover about 
double what the city of Newton was 
paying him, it is a very effective answer. 
The item of salaries makes hut a very 
small part of Newton’s expenses, if wo 
leaves out tho police and firemen, the 
total being less than $20,000 out of a 
total of over $000,000, and tho whole 
amount is hardly worth tho talk that is 
made about it. Mayor Burr’s opponents 
are evidently hard up for ammunition, if 
this is the worst fault they can find, 
ami tho beauty of it is that tho vory city 
officials who advocated the paltry increase 
of salaries are the ones who were re- 
nominated by the Citizens, wliilo Mayor 
Burr had nothing to do with it. If they 
could show how their candidate could 
save the city one or two hundred thous- 
and, we might ho willing to advocate a 
change, but a few paltry hundreds do 
not sensibly increase any ono’s tax hill. 
The talk about too high wages has 
evidently had its offect in an unexpected 
quarter and the Citizens Committee have 
been compelled to issue a manifesto that 
they nover intended to reduce the wages 
or the work furnished to laboring men. 
Thore are several hundred of theso in 
Newton and their votes count on election 
day. Whether they will be able to induce 
tlie laboring men to believe this remains 
to be seen.

No one can call this a dull campaign, 
forever since the nominations were made 
there has been the liveliest kind of work 
being done all over tho city. Municipal 
politics were never more heated, even 111 
the year when Mr. Powers was so badly 
defeated by Mayor Kimball.

It is said that Mr. Hibbard would in- 
ti oduce a great :cign of economy and re- 
form. But he could do nothing without 
the support of tlie city council, which 
makes the appropriation and spends the 
money. We nave seen many men elected 
tlie city council on the economy issue, 
aud it has always been almost laughable 
to see how soon they began to demand 
increased expenditures in their district, 
and how speedily they lecognized the 
fact that the expenses of tlie city were 
uot only not extravagant, hut that they 
could uot he reduced much below the 
present standard. Theory of economy in 
city affairs does very well as an ante-elec- , 
tion issue, hut tt never is heard of after 
election. A cheese-taring policy might 
possibly save a few hundred <>r a few 
thousand dollars, about as much as 
Mayor Bun’s udmiuistratio’: has saved 
by the new str- et right contract, hut any 
man who says that the city could be run 
for hail the present expenditures simply 
shows that h< does uot know what ho is 
talking about. The most eloquent plead- 
er for economy will at once condemn any 
administration that refuses to fix up his 
street, even il it lie a new side btroet on 
which no team overpasses hut his own. 
in fact Newton wants ail the modern im- 
provements, and is williug to pay for 
them, and any City Council that refused 
to make improvements would tiud itselt 
voted out of existence. 

THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


The letter in the Graphic last week, 
asserting that Mr. Barton himself had 
withdrawn his sous from the Iligli 
School, was characterized by some of his 
hasty defenders as a falsehood, etc. The 
fact is, however, that as soon as Mr.

Newton would not fail to do their duty 
at the election in ’8b. For there can 
scarcely be a greater misfortune to young 
people in school, than to be obliged to 
feel that they are governed by authority 
not to the fullest extent worthy of their 
respect. Wo agree with tho editor of 
the Graphic when he says that these 
three members are men in reference to 
whom the people have been " longing to 
vote” for several years, and now that the 
opportunity has arrived we hope and 
believe that the proper action will be 
taken. 

The dissatisfaction is not limited to a 
few who have suffered personally, it is 
wide spread. A large majority of every 
class feels that many of the regulations 
which have lately been laid upon the 
school by the committee, in conjunction 
with the school authorities, arc un- 
necessary, foolish, and strict beyond any 
reason. There has naver before in the 
history of the school been such a 
rebellious spirit against school rules and 
those who make them, as this is causing, 
and it is resulting in frequent— though 
perfectly unnecessary personal quart els 
with the principal, which is certainly 
harmful, if it is not disgraceful to the 
school and those who govern it. Not 
only the regulations themselves, but the 
methods by which they are enforced, are 
beginning to make the pupils feel that 
the chief object of the “ powers that be” 
is to crush the spirit and the influence of 
the pupils all they can, and to establish 
absolute authority on the ground of fear 
instead of respect. 

We believe that if the committee whicli 
has shown itself so independent of all 
public opinion and so indifferent to all 
petitions, was to be changed, this state 
of affairs which has been brought about 
by this committee, would change also. 
What question is more important to 
Newton than the government of her 
public schools; and what could be of 
more importance than that they should 
be governed wisely and well? While it 
is universally admitted that some of the 
members are the right men in tho right 
places, aud worthy of the highest esteem, 
surely there has been reason for doubting 
the fairness and wisdom of the action of 
the board during the time the piesent 
classes have been in the school, and we 
believe, with good cause, that this has 
been largely through the underhanded 
and ignoble work of the members above 
named. 

When such men as Rev. Amos E. 
Lawrence and Mr. A. D. S. Bell have 
been nominated to take tho places of 
these men, who can doubt the advisa- 
bility of making the change? At any 
rate, it is tile appeal of the members of 
the High School, that these men be not 
allowed to resume the positions which 
they have so clearly shown themselves 
unlit to occupy; then, perhaps, Newton 
will again have a committee, all the mem- 
bers of which will be regarded, by parents 
and pupils, with that respect and esteem 
so essential to the best interests of her 
schools.

THE BROOK FARM EXPERIMENT. 


DH. SHINN LECTURES IN « RACK 
CHURCH, SUNDAY KVKNINO

HOSPITAL FOR ANIMALS. 


At my-summer home 1 have opened a 
hospital for dumb animals. As yet 1 
have hut one patient yet my hands are j 
more than full. 

Our opposite neighbors have two dogs 
who had three puppies. One was 
drowned because it was sick, the second 
is strong, and the third they gave to me. 

Not much of a gift I think my father 
thought, for it too was sick — weak 1 
called it — but the family hooted at me 
and said 1 might as well call things by 
their right names, — it was sick. 

He certainly was weak for lie couldn’t 
stand on his fore legs at all— just fell 
right over ou iiis nose when he tried to 
walk, and trembled as though he had 
Saint Vitus dance. 

He was given to ine a week ago, and I 
was told by his former owner to wash 
him in salt water as that might be bene- 
ficial, but the first time I was about to 
do that a friend of my father’s who was 
here said, "Wash him in salt water! 
Why, you will kill him in less than a 
week. Wiiat you want to do is to feed 
him oat meal and milk and give him a 
dose of castor oil every day, for a week, 
aud keep him in t he sun.” 

I began immediately by making a bed 
of straw in the stiu aud putting my small 
dog on it, and then started for the castor 
oil. 

We are a mile from the village und the 
only way of getting there is by a barge 
whicli never starts at the time one thinks 
it will, so that it is a very good chance to 
learn to "possess one’s soul in patience” 
— at least 1 have found it so, especially 
when 1 am in a hurry. 

Well. this was one of the times when 
the barge did not run as I thought, so 
for one mortal hour did 1 sit in the shade 
of an unused water tank aud nearly die 
with the heat, hut at last it came. 

it was Sunday, and when 1 arrived at 
tin* village 1 found the drugstore being 
held up by loafers, so 1 paid a small boy 
five cents to get me live cents worth of 
oil. and liuudy got home about ex- 
hausted. 

This treatment I kept up for two days 
aud then as there was no improvement 
visible 1 look him to a neighbor who 
looked at him and said, "Been keeping 
him in the sun aud giving him castor oil, 
have you?” in the most scornful way. 

I pleaded guilty. 

"Well, it’s| a mystery to me tiiat the 
dog is alive. Keeping him in the sun! 
You take that dog home aud stop giving 
him castor oil and put him in a cool 
dark room. If you want to keen him 
alive don’t let him see light.

The closing lecture in the course ou 
"Experiments” was delivered by Dr. 
Shinn in Grace church on Sunday night. 

The topic was "The Brook Farm Asso- 
ciation.” In beginning he referred to 
the fact that the peiiod from 1825 to 
1850 in this country was remarkable for 
the many projects of social reform. 
They originated in many ways, partly 
through the after results of the French 
Revolution, partly through the study of 
the philosophy of Kant and the writings 
of Fourier. The breaking away of many 
from some of the harsh religious sys 
terns previously held, led them to in- 
quire if some new plans could not be 
adopted to gain a better social life, and a 
broader individual development. 

The Brook Farm movement was one of 
the earliest and best of its class. In 
niatiy respects it was unique. It began 
by rejecting communism and adopting a 
plan of cooperation. Eacli was to do 
what he could and to do it as well as he 
could. All were to he socially equal, 
and all labor was to he regarded as hon- 
orable. Continued with labor there was 
to be opportunity for study and personal 
improvement with all the advantages of 
association with refined people in an un- 
conventional way. A number joined the 
movement, and many came occasionally 
to help or to look on. 

A very good school was kept up whicli 
for a time was well patronized. The as- 
sociation was begun by Ripley in 1841. 
In 1S44 it became a branch of the Fourier 
movement. It came to an end in 1S47. 
There is no doubt as to the purity of 
purpose of the founders of Brook Farm, 
and of their deep interest in bringing 
about social reforms, but their move- 
ment failed. A number ot reasons for 
its failure have been given, such as the 
unsuitable nature of the farm itself, and 
the impracticable character of the work- 
ers,— but after all it must be regarded as 
an illustration of the hopelessness of 
forming an entirely new order of society 
out of existing- materials. Men carry 
with them the germs of their own un- 
happiness— aud so any improvement of 
society must he the improvement of in- 
dividuals. Christianity deals with the 
individual, aud in elevating him ira- 
* proves his surroundings. When men 
understand better what Christ's religion 
is, and what it aims to do — they will 
have less confidence in their own 
schemes for social regeneration, and 
more faith in the Christ who came to 
bind men together into a blessed 
brotherhood. 


Tliir. munificent gift to California has 
seldom been exceeded elsewhere. The 
property convoyed to trustees consists of 
three large tracts of land, namely: Halo 
Alto, consisting of 7,300 acres with im- 
provements. and some of tho finest of 
horses in the United States; the Gridloy 
farm, or ranch, in Butte Co., comprising 
21,000 acres of wheat land, and tho Vina 
ranch in Tehama Co., 55.000 acres, 8,575 
acres of the latter are in grape vines, and 
the vineyard is called tho largest in the 
world. Tho purchasing price of Vina 
ranch was 1,000,000 dollars. The whole 
endowment, including cash, is said to 
amount to 20,000,000 dollars. The prin- 
cipal is to remain intact and tho school 
to he supported from revenue from the 
three farms. 

Provision is made for the study of 
agriculture, and for mechanical training, 
the aim being to qualify the youth for 
usefulness A belief in God and of tho 
immortality of tho soul will lie taught in 
the university, hut no sectarianism will 
he allowed. Provision is made for poor 
and worthy students, and orphans will 
be provided for. 

'Uhe Stanford mausoleum is being 
erected on tho Palo Alto estato at a cost 
of 50,000 dollars. The exterior is of 
blue granite and tho interior of white 
marble. On a granite archway to the 
entrance are inscribed the names of 
Lelatid Stanford, Jane Stanford, and that 
of Leland Stanford Jr. 

The trnct. of land at Palo Alto is well 
supplied with good water, but it is 
feared by some that a prejudice in fav*»r 
of wine will also be fostered in the minds 
of students, from the fact that a portion 
of the revenue for tho support of the 
school will come from the sale of wine 
grapes. It is hoped the generous sena- 
tor and his good wife may weigh this 
idea, and in some way avert this danger 
and detriment to tho university. Cali- 
fornia is proud of this grand university, 
and all hope that this munificent gift 
may prove a lasting blessing to the 
growth of tho Golden State.

California Correspondence. 

Oakland, November, 1880. 

To the Editor of the Gkai-iiio. 

It is not every man who makes his 
mark in the world, neither does every 
rich man feel like bestowing lus wealth 
in such a manner as to educate the com- 
ing generations of young men and maid 
ens. But Senator Stanford is earnestly 
striving to build up a grand university at 
Palo Alto, to commemorate the brief 
life of Iiis only son, aud to bless the 
youth of the Golden State for coming 
centuries. 

Palo Alto is not near any great centre 
of population, hut it is distant from San 
Francisco about thirty miles, and a town 
lias been laid out, many lots have been 
sold, aud beautiful residences are cluster- 
ing around the university buildings. 

The main group of buildings are to he 
in Moorish style of architecture and 
built of sandstone of a yellowish tint. 
The class rooms are to surround a quad 
rangular court, the latter being 58(1 feet 
long by 240 feet in breadth. These 
buildings are one story in height, roofed 
ovei with red tiles, and a succession of 
Roman niches 18 feet high will connect 
the buildings on the inner side surround- 
ing t ho court, while the court will be 
adorned with shrubbery aud lovely 
flowers. Ten or twelve of the one story 
buildings are now erected, and work is 
progressing upon others. 

Mr. Olmstead, the great landscape 
gardener, laid out the grounds witii great 
skill, aud Lhu ground studied with refer- 
ence to tile plan embraces 7,000 acres. 
There are to he museums, libraries, kin 
dergarten aud primary schools, arbore- 
tum and botanic gardens, a university 
| church, etc. lu tho arboretum will 
eventually ho gathered all tho various 
plants of California aud of other states, 
aud of other countries, where the cli- 
mate is similar to that of Palo Alto. Also 
several bundled acres of artificial forests 
will (to planted. Adjoining the main 
buildings quadrangular lots are to be 
surrounded by jjreeu hedges ami loft foi 
other school buildings to he built us they 
may be needed in future years. 


The author of “ Agnes Surriage,” Mr. 
Edwin Lassetter Bynner, opens the 
December number of the Atlantic 
Monthly with an article of interest to the 
antiquarian, and especially to the student 
of Old Boston.

How the Farmers are Organizing'. 

Mr. William A. I’effer, iditor of the 
Kansan Farmer, lias made a study of the 
exteut to which the farmers are organized 
into Alliances. Wheels, (l ranges and 
other such bodies. lie has brought to- 
gether the statistics of tho membership 
of eacli of these organizations, and lias 
collected facts bearing on their methods 
and purposes, which show that the 
agriculturists are in a much more com- 
plete state of organization than they 
have ever ♦teen before, for the present 
associations far outnumber the member- 
ships of the old Grange; and their 
growth shows a greater spontaneity and 
a clearer purpose than wlis shown by the 
Grange. Of the 4.500,000 fanners in the 
United States, at least 1,000,000 are now 
organized; and a movement is on foot t<> 
consolidate all existing organizations am, 
extend them, wherohy the organizer^ 
expect in a brief period to include in this 
consolidated association not less than 
4,000,000 farmers. 

Sume of these associations have 
o ruinated in the Southwest, some in 
other parts ol the South, and some in 
the West, Their general purpose is so 
to express tiie importance ol the agricul- 
tural Interest as to cause other interests 
to pay greater heed to tho fainter. The 
complaint of all iIichu organizations is, 
in substance, that tiie middlemen ami 
money lenders have, in one way or an 
other, great advantage over the fanner, 
which advantage has been used to hi- 
impoverishment. All these organiza- 
tions are secret, aud although in a | urol.v 
local sense none of them is political, in a 
larger sense they all have a political

TWO HICHIDKNCKH ENTERED AT NEWTON 
CENTRIC. 

Tlio profussiotilll Iiouho breakers are 
having a line time in this city. Last 
week, seven houses wore entered, and at 
an cnrly hour Monday morning the resi- 
dence of Mr. Louis A. Shaw, Chestnut 
Ifili, was visited by thieves. They ef- 
fected an entrance by forcing the fasten- 
ings of a roar window. Nearly every 
room was ransacked and a large amount 
of silver and jewelry stolen, the whole 
valued at about $2500. Among articles 
tak*-n were numerous silver spoons, 
marked M. K. S. in monogram, four 
pitchers, ivory cups with silver tops, two 
silver cream pitchers, two silver colTeo 
pots, silver Hutu with gold mouth piece, 
two valuablo diamond pins, and a lady’s 
gold watch marked M. E. S. After se- 
curing the booty, the intruders made 
uood their escape. The inmates of the 
Viouso were awake until 2 o’clock, and 
not a sound was heard by any of them 
"util the usual hour of rising. There is 
a dog on the premises, and it lias always 
been his habit to arouse the family if 
anything unusual occurred during the 
night, but on this occasion lie was dumb 
ns an oyster.” A list of the stolen prop- 
erty was sent to the Huston police head- 
quarters and the Newton police were 
also notified and furnished witli a des- 
cription of the.missiug articles. At 1.40 
a. m. an attempt was made to break into 
the house of Geo. Capron,\Beacon street, 
Newton Centre, but the burglars were 
frightened away. About the same hour 
entrance was effected, by prying open a 
window, into tlio residence of lion. 1!. 
It. Bishop, also on Beacon street. A 
large amount of silver was bundled up, 
ami left on the table while the thieves 
went to the library where they succeed- 
ed in forcing the safe and opening Mrs. 
Bishop’s writing desk. But before more 
was done they wore discovered and left 
precipitately, with no plunder. The nu- 
merous recent burglaries have caused 
considerable excitement, especially in 
the parts of the city without much po- 
lice protection and additional precaution 
will be taken in the way of more night 
patrols in the more isolated sections. 


TEACHERS’ INSTITUTE. 


UKLI> IN TI1K 1IIQII SCHOOL, XKWTON- 
VII. LK, LAST FltlDAY. 


A tenchers’ institute, under the direc- 
tion of the state board of education, was 
held in tlio High school building, New- 
ton villc, last Friday. It was att ended by 
nearly all tlio teachers of the city, and 
many of the members of the Newton 
school board. Miss Kate Gannett Wells, 
of the state board of education, was 
among others present. The exercises 
were opened by Secretary John W. 
Dickinson of the state board, who ad- 
dressed the teachers on principles of 
teaching with its application to rhetoric 
and writing composition, intended for 
High school work. 

At the conclusion of Secretary Dickin- 
son’s paper, lessons to the grammar and 
high school sections were given l>y 
Prof. Arthur C. B lyden of the Bridge- 
water Normal school upon methods in 
history and physiology, illustrated by an 
•exhibition of the muscles of a dissected 
limb. Other lessons to that grade of 
teachers were given by Miss Elvira Car- 
ver of the Westfield Normal school, on 
methods of teaching scientific geography, 
and by Agent Geo. A. Walton of tlio 
state hoard on arithmetic analysis, in 
which ho showed the manner of analysis 
of problems, general subjects and analy- 
sis of arithmetic as a whole. 

Tlio primary section was addressed by 
Agent Henry T. Bailey ou moulding and 
■drawing; on elements of geography by 
Miss Carver, who outlined the plan of 
teaching physical geography of the city, 
its hills, valleys and river courses; on 
kindergarten methods applied to pri- 
mary instruction, by Miss Lucy Whoe- 
loek of the Chauney Ball school, Boston, 
who lias a national reputation. The ex- 
orcises of tliis section closed with a letf- 
sou on language teaching by Supt. Geo. 
T. Aldridge of Quincy. 

The conduct of the iusiitnte gave sat- 
isfaction to the state authorities and the 
teacbeis generally. It is the lirst insti- 
tute that lias been held in this city since 
1804, and was similar in scope and pur- 
pose to institutes that have been held in 
various parts of the state, 20 having 
been ln*hl since September of the present 
year, it is not the custom of the state 
board of educatiou to hold these insti- 
tutes in cities, where tlio schools improve 
so much more rapidly than in the coun- 
try towns. It was decided, however, to 
hold the institute in Newton, because of 
a request from the local school board and 
superintendent of schools. 


Puns That are Historical. 

Thu Homan bishop’s famous compli- 
ment to the handsome Anglo-Saxon cap- 
tives, ”Not Angles, but angels,” had 
greater results than its actual brilliancy 
might seem to merit, and St. Leo doubt- 
less had no idea when he piayed to 
Heaven to aid Home against the invading 
Huns, ”and hurl back these Tartars into 
the tires of Tartarus,” that tliis punning 
prayur was to lix upon the uuiueky 
“Tartars” (as they were tbeu called) a 
nick-name that would never die. 

Sucli puns have more than once played 
a formidable part in history. France ex- 
piated l.y the devastation of an entire 
province a coarse and clumsy play upon 
“corpse” and ‘‘corpulence” made by the 
French King in derision of his terrible 
neighbor, William the Conqueror. Charles 
Y.’s justing assertion that lie could put 
Paris iu his glove (gant), though meant 
only to indicate the superior size of 
Ghent to the Paris of that day, stung 
Francis 1. into the renewal of a languish- 
ing wur. Out of Louis V.’s upstart fa- 
vorites was driven from tlio court by the 
luting mm that turned his new title of 
Marquis de Vandiore into “Marquis 
d’Avant-hier” (the day before yesterday). 

The epigrammatic brevity of Sir Fran- 
cis Drake’s celebrated but probably 
mythical despatch announcing the rout 
of the Armada, which consisted of the 
single word, “Cantharides,” i e., the 
Spanish tly, lias been twice paralleled in 
our own age. Sir Charles Napier and 
Lord Dalhousiu respectively announced 
the annexation of Sciudu and that of 
Oudu iu one word apiece, “Puecavi,” l 
have sinned (Sciudu), and“Vovi,” 1 have 
vowed (Glide). Equally historical is tlio 
bitter pun that changed the name of the 
sluggish Admiral Torriugton to “Aduii 
ral Tarry-lu-town.” 

Napoleon (who was no man for light 
justing) is credited with only a signlu 


r iuti, And flint, n rather poor one. During 
lis great Italian campaign of HWfl— 7 lie 
replied in a lady, who wondered t.« And 
such a famous man so young, “I am 
young today, lint tomorrow I shall linvo 
Milan” (1. r., “mille ans,” a thousand 
years). A much hotter joke was that 
made on the great conqueror himself by 
an Italian countess, who, hearing him 
say, “All Italians are traitors,” replied, 
pointedly, “Not all of them, but a good 
part” (ifon nn-pnrte). Equally neat, mid 
even more grimly significant, was Biu- 
marck’s answer to a person who was 
speculating how much the impending 
war of 1870 would cost France. “Not 
much,” said the Iron Count; “only two 
N apolcons !” — 1 1 arper’s M agazinc. 


Tiie Boston Advertiser certainly slan- 
ders tlio American people, when it says 
that “Of all the taxes laid for tlio sup- 
pot t of tlio general government, there are 
none more oppressive nor more burden- 
some upon tlio American people than the 
taxes on whiskey and tobacco.” 

Wo don’t know whom the Advertiser 
means by the American people, but its 
assertion that these two articles are 
necessaries of life is certainly not true of 
any large proportion of the people, or of 
wiint is sometimes called the better ele- 
ment. Free rum atid freo tobacco might 
bo a popular cry in certain quarters but 
we do not believe that it should he adop- 
ted bv the Hepiihlican party, or that sucli 
adoption would prove a paying policy. 
There are other taxes which should be 
reduced first, and which cause greater 
suffering among tliu poor. The result 
of the recent election should make the 
party leaders very careful about taking 
any sucli now and unpopular departures 
from Republican policy. 


Sknatou Sherman savs that the next 
senator from Ohio will be the man who 
lias the largest poeketbook. Ohio will 
thus only be following the fashion that 
prevails outside of New England, of 
choosing a candidate for the Senate 
chiefly on account of his wealth.

The artistes 
who perform have Irorrowed largely 
from the Spanish and Egyptian dancers 
of the exhibition, and the “ReJ Wind- 
mill," on the whole, bids fair to b< n 
fuvorite resort during the winter. The 
building, by tin* way, is the most origi- 
nal of the constructions which have 
grafted tin* Bohemian or artistic part of 
Montmartre for inuny a day. 

Over the entrance is a real windmill, 
while round this is a corridor with im- 
mense Gothic windows, which gives the 
place a semi -cathedral look. In the cen- 
ter of all is a garden, winch at night 
glimmers with Chinese lanterns. The 
name adopted by the proprietors of the 
new trysting place of noceura is histor- 
ical. for there was of old a famous 
“Moulin Rouge” in the Champs Elysecs, 
at tiie corner of the Avenue d’Antin and 
tlio Rue Jean Goujon. Under the em- 
pire the place was a restaurant which 
eclipsed those of Laurent and Ledoyen— 
then in their infancy — and was the sum- 
mer evening rendezvous of a host of 
political, literary, artistic and fashion- 
able celebrities. The “Moulin Rouge” 
of Montmartre cannot boast of many se- 
lect frequenters, but it will be patronized 
promiscuously, and will serve to en- 
lighten a lugubrious part of Paris which 
borders on a necropolis. — London Stand- 
ard.

Hunichen, tiie deaf and dumb land- 
scape painter, whose death from an acci- 
dent is just announced from Wittenberg, 
was a walking memorial of the horrors 
of tiie Russian invasion of Germany’ in 
1818. He was horn in Birkenbusli, a vil- 
lage about two hours’ journey from Wit- 
tenberg. One day, during tiie Russian 
bombardment of tiie town, the villager** 
all left their homes to watch the firing 
from the heights, and Frau Hunichen, 
with her infant, was left alone in her 
cottage. Suddenly there appeared at the 
door two brutal Cossacks who asked for 
money. Tiie young mother tremblingly 
told them she had none, whereupon they 
seized tier and her child, bound them 
together, and flogged them with their 
knouts until they were both insensible. 
On the return of the villagers they were 
restored to consciousness by medical aid, 
hut, as a result of tiie injuries he lmd re- 
ceived, Hunichen remained deaf and 
dumb until the end of his days. His 
dentil was, indeed, a direct consequence 
of the maltreatment lie had received 
seventy-six years ago, inasmuch as lie 
was run over by u wagon, tiie approach 
of which he was unable to hear. Huni- 
chen was a very capable painter, and 
was much patronized by tiie German 
imperial family.— New York Tribune. 


A Hint for Christmas 
Those wise virgins who keep their 
lamps trimmed against tiie important 
day are ulready busy with their fancy 
work for Christmas, and their latest ma- 
terial is art cord or couching silk, as some 
call it. Tliis is un unusually heavy cord 
that is used on everything— tidies for 
clrair and sofa, squares for tiie tops of 
tables, large and small, coverings for 
cushions everywhere. It has the twofold 
advantage of being showily effective ur.d 
filling up fust. Oue of the novelties of 
tiie season ou which this urt cord is used 
is a round cushion. The cushion is filled 
with tiie best eider down and covered 
with unbleached or yellow linen, stamped 
with a design for Roman embroidery. 
The edges are joined by a full pulling of 
China silk of some bright color. Around 
the edges of the cushion are sewn, at 
intervals, small brass rings, over which 
is crocheted wash twist. Through these 
rings is drawn the urt cord of a bright 
gold color, after the manner of a lacer, 
backward and forward, and is then tied 
in a little how with tasseled ends. The 
idea is new uud will doubtless take for 
that very reason.— Buffalo News. 


A New Lamp. 

M. llcnri Pieper, of Liege, has just in- 
vented a new incandescent lamp of very 
simple construction It consists of two 
horizontal rods of copper, placed ubout 
four millimeters apart. A thin pointed 
rod of oarbou, placed vertically, rests ou 
tiie oopper rods and forms a bridge be- 
tween them. Tiie current passes be- 
tween the copper rods through tlio car 
bou, which it renders incandescent. Tito 
copper rods ure mounted on springs, 
which cause them to rise slightly when 
tlio carbon is totally cousuuted, and 
bring them against two contact pieces, 
thus preventing the rupture of tiie cir- 
cuit.— St. Louis Globe- Democrat.

A. too lively spark from tlio locomotive, 
finding lodgement it tlio Wareliam 
woods, started a conflagration, which was 
checked only by a deluge of rain, when 
it had made considerable inroad 
into the Falmouth forests. Here the 
roar and craokle of flames, the flight of 
deer and smaller animals from the burn- 
ing forest, through their village, and 
also their being obliged to bring the 
winter’s firewood from the wharf, where 
it was piled for shipment, to replace the 
supply destroyed, make those days mem- 
orable to the quiet villagers. 

Now instead of velvety masses of green 
which clothed the ridges lying back from 
the Bhore, we see the colors of an au- 
tumn oak woods,— the tall, branchless, 
and more or less blackened stems of 
scattered pines; each with its scarcely 
noticod thin, green feather atop. The 
colors of the blighted forest are rarely 
beautiful, and when the sun begins to 
dip westward, the rich and constantly 
changing purple and violet tones make a 
study of which the artist never tires. 
In its fresh and lusty green, very few of 
summer’s sojourners visited its fragrant 
shades, but nature, left to herself, has a 
way of equalizing things. The fire had 
swept away shade aud debris; straight- 
way she set to work. From the stumps 
bIio sent up a dozen young oaks to re- 
place the one lost. The fire bad but 
killed the top of the bracken, now she 
grow them waist high. Cheokerberries 
doubled in size their aromatic scarlet 
fruit. But how was it- that she had her 
blueberries ready, wliero so few had 
grown before, to spring up over bill and 
'-^hollow in great mats aud continuous car- 
pets through her miles of dismantled 
forest? Only a 'year from the time of 
disaster, and she was supplying the mar- 
ket, for there was a scarcity elsewhere,— 
with, big, luscious blueberries, with that 
delicious “mountain” flavor, that appe- 
tizing mixture of sweet and tart, which 
makes one turn one’s back upon the su- 
gar bowl. So nature coaxed everyone 
up into her secret places with this won- 
derful blue carpeting of her solitudes » 
and who shall say that she did not give 
them something of far more value than 
berries? 

For mo the burnt woods held a uovor- 
failing charm. The wind whispered 
afar off in the scatterod pine tops, which 
were too sparse to cast more than an un- 
certain shadow, or swept so solemnly 
thro’ the low oak clumps up and down, 
over ridge and hollow. Companions a 
few feet away were completely biddon 
by the new growth, yet distant voices 
were audible, and birds were legion. 

In the strip of pines the fire had 
spared, the wood thrush sings rapturous- 
ly. One can depend on his always being 
in this place, and on a cloudy day, if in 
doubt, you may steer your course by 
him. In a rocky hollow brown thrushes 
are overhauling their musical ragbag, 
ami flinging its coutents abroad with 
recaloBs extravagauco. The vireo is 
calling from a tree-top patiently, per- 
sistently. Peweo sounds, plaintive, while 
now bore, now tliero, among the bushes, 
a cheery, brisk voice announced him- 
self as “Brigadier, Brigadier, Brigadier 
Bridget!” Song sparrows are full of exul- 
tant content. The Kingsbird’s shrill voice 
haunts us, and a tiny warbler flitting 
from tree to tree, drops into a bush near 
by, nervously questioning our intentions, 
whether good or ill. “Bob white” is 
everywhere, now whistling in the hol- 
low,* now at our elbow, now just within 
earshot on the opposite ridge. There is 
a distant parliament of crows with a 


Luckely I am possessor of two good 
things,— a broad briinmod hat, and a 
large and very stiff calico apron. Tho 
latter tied about my neck, and arranged 
as a lean-to from my shoulders sheds 
wator remarkably well. .lust as it be- 
comes too heavy with wet to bo longer 
usoful, the last smoky cloud-rngs hurry 
by, and wo venturo from our shelter. 
Three stops through tho tall brackon 
wot our dresses to the knees, six over- 
come the resistance of our boots, for the 
soil was liko a sponge. Tho wood road 
was full of wator in tho ruts and over- 
grown with bushes, or wetter still, waist- 
high grass topped with feathery bloom. 

But tliero wore beauties of tint and 
grace of form in tho drenched world that 
were not there before; silver lights and 
deepened color in the lodged masses of 
grass-bloom and diamonds of white fire 

E oisod lightly upon golden rays of tho 
awkweed. A misty atmosphere en- 
veloped the rabbit-foot cloverbods, where 
every hair was tlueaded full of micro- 
scopic beads of crystal, and the crimson 
loaves made glowing background for the 
soft Quaker gray flowers. 

And when Chewink. whoso house wo 
had nearly entered unaware, sailed away 
to the fence and paused to view the 
clumsy intruders, who could help stoop- 
ing for a glimpse of the cosy nest with 
its live speckled eggs, warm and dry in 
the midst of tho wet fields? 

As we gained our first glimpse of the 
bay shining silver white, the sun peeped 
out with a sickly beam from under dark 
brows and showed us, hastening in, our 
fleet of boats, whose occupants, we 
reflected with selilsh gratulation, were 
farther from homo and also wetter than 
we.

fishy tang in their voices, — not quite 
well bred voices as those we encounter 
farther inland,— a suggestion in them 
that words and blows would probable 
come together in a quarrel. Now there 
is a sudden hush of songs, and the shad- 
ow of a hawk falls on the thicket, then 
snowy wings of gulls flash silver white 
across the blue. 

Soated in tho shelter of an oak clump 
among heavily fruited bushes, we have 
the sea air spiced with pine to breathe 
and tho numberless feathered company 
to bo hapuy with. 

In some places the slopes are em- 
broidered with dancing birch leaves, 
light against the oaks, anil full of flutter 
and sunshine, but many of them are 
dead or dying; long branches have only 
brown, clinging leaves. We find every 
branch so bliirhted, pierced full of pin- 
holes, each driven diagonally upward 
through the bark into the heart of the 
wood. A twig loss than an inch in di- 
ameter has three or four linos of holes 
extending from end to end. In each 
hole is closely packed a bunch of tiny, 
slender pointed white uggs, those of tho 
sevonteen-year locust. In early summer 
these insects appear in great numbers, 
and their shrill whirring was deafening. 
About the size of a commou May-bug, 
in shape and general appearance they re- 
semble a cicada, but their “voices” are 
intensely penetrating. Everywhere 
scattered are tho transparent brown 
shells, with grotesque eyes, claws, and 

i ointed tails, which tho winged insect 
i as laid aside on its change from an un- 
derground to a sunshiny existence. 

There has been for sometime an ugly 
warning grow from tho west, across tho 
bay. The sky draws up a gauzy veil, and 
in the gathering gray ness birds begin 
to hush their songs and talk in twilight 
botes. But as tho most weatherwiso of 
us declares tho wind to bo in our favor, 
and as it has been tho custom of lato for 
showers to pass around us, although an 
ominous rumble and rattle of artillery 
has begun in the south, we continue our 
work, not, however, without some anx- 
ious glances skyward. Suddenly through 
tho tall pine trunks is soon a lino, foamy 
and silvery upon its edge and whitoy 
green below, slowly rising, aud buoying 
up a dark, stately mass or cloud. It is 
passing eastward liko tho other clouds, 
but has already risen too high for our 
comfort,— tho tail of it will swoop our 
hill side. . . 

“It won’t last long,” says our prophet 
“aud we’ll got under a bush.” Wo follow 
her advice, gather tempting handfuls 
until tho upproaching mist becomes 
sprinkle, then choose tho largest aud 
thickest clump of saplings, and seat our- 
selves under its leeward side. T wo or 
three minutes of lino spiinklethat makes 
every leaf shine in the white light— then 
a lull. Is that all? One of our number 
creeps out to rocounoitro, but ouo glance 
scuds her back to cover in haste. What 
wo have received is but tho scouting 
party, the thin, smoky forerunner of the 
cloud. Now come tho i auk aud file, und 
tho wind, aud a live minutes’ down-pour 
follows.

Into the question at present 
before the people, politics have been in- 
troduced and an effort is being mado to 
secure election for a certain candidate by 
means of deals and trades so common, 
unfortunately, in tho politics of largo 
cities. Mr. Barton lias forfeited his 
claim upon the suffrages of the Citizens 
hy his active connection with tho poli- 
tical affairs of the city. Even those who 
are apparently to gain by his help must 
feel that it is not for the best interests of 
the city nor for their own host interests 
that a School Committee election should 
he controlled by a question of politics. 

A school committee man shoo 1 '’ in a 
poMtiuii to have the entire cuna teuce of 
the whole community, and this is not 
possible when lie is interested to a great 
extent in the election of this or that 


deared him to hundreds in this city and 
noue know him but to honor and respect. 
While a member of the board, his rela- 
tions with all the members were of the 
pleasantest and most cordial nature. In , 
fact it would be hard to find for him an 
enemy in the city. If he shall be elected 
be will have the confidence not only of 
those who voted for him but of those 
who were in favor of his opponent. It 
would be a great mistake to suppose that 
Mr. Lawrence is too far advanced in years , 
to make an efficient member of the 
School Committee. One has hut to see 
him and to talk with him to realize that 
he is decidedly vigorous in bodv ami 
mind and that his sympathies are all with 
whatever is progressive and active for* 
the best interests of the city. While 
nothing of a public man, Mr. Lawrence 
lias ever taken an active interest in every 
thing affecting tho good of the commu- 
nity, and has been especially in the ob- 
servance of Memorial day and other pa- !

THE HIGH SCHOOL 

of Newton has been and is today the 
source of pride to the citizens. Its wel- 
fare and its success is a subject which 
touches closely the hearts of young and 
old, and especially those who have grad- 
uated from it, or nave children now in it. 
It will hardly be claimed by any who are 
acquainted with the facts that the condi- 
tion of the school today is, all things 
considered, what it should be. It is not 
the intention here to discuss in detail 
methods of school administration, hut 
there are certain questions of well defined 
policy which, at this time, are of special 
interest. Mr. Barton as chairman of the 
High School Committee has made him- 
self the ruling power iu determining this 
policy, aud if the results are unsatisfac- 
tory, the greater portion of the conse- 
quent censure must fall upon him. If, 
on the other hand, the school has im- 
proved under his chairmanship, he cuu- 
not be denied all the praise due him. 

There are tilings that cannot be proved 
specifically, aud the condition and the 
power for good of a great public school 
at any one given time is one of these 
things. The answer as to its condition 
must be sought for iu other places than 
the school reports and the balance sheet 
of the city’s cash book. The parents of 
children attending the school are, iu the 
long run, perhaps the best qualified Lu 
judge of the successor failure of any line 
Igcd by this (jtamlard the 
Newton High School today is without 
question in a 

VERY UNSATISFACTORY CONDITION. 


linvo felt compelled, agianst thoir wish, 
hut for the good of their children, to 
withdraw them from the High School 
and plnco them olsewhoro. On all hands 
the expression of discontent is heard, 
and it will not ho a sufficient answer to 
say that it is tho pupils and the parents 
themselves who nro to hlamo. A great 
public school, if it is to do its whole 
duty, must do moro than teach a certain 
amount of book knowledge. Thoro is an 
education, n training of mind and char- 
acter, which can only ho given by hearty 
sympathetic work hy both teacher and 
“>upil. A school in which the children 
avo lost thoir interest., to which they do 
not go with feelings of pleasuro as well 
ns with profit, has lost it* greatest power 
for good. This is today tho condition of 
affairs at the High School. It is not tho 
intontion hero to criticizo tho head mas- 
ter or the tenchors. but the system which 
turns tho High School into what is little 
hotter, so far as questions of government 
are concerned, than 

A REFORM SCHOOL. 

It would seem that it had boon the inten- 
tion of those outlining tho policy of the 
High School to rule as much as possible; 
instead of allowing the young men and 
young women thereto enjoy the innocent 
associations and societies which go so far 
towaid making scliuol life pleasant nud 

E rofltuble, every obstacle possible has 
een thrown in the way of enjoyment in 
the school. It was with difficulty that 
permission was obtained to hold the 
yceum Meetings this year. Because of 
the spirit of “the powers that lie” a 
great deal of ill will lias been needlessly 
aroused among the pupils. A number of 
annoying, potty rules suitable for a pri- 
mary institution have been printed and 
josted conspicuously about the school 
juilding. No meetings of tho pupils at 
recess are allowed, without a formal ap- 
plication stating that it is for the good of 
the school, etc., that the meeting is to be 
held. This prevents practically the bus- 
iness meetings of tho Lyceum, meetings 
of tho Tennis and other associations con- 
nected with the school. There is of 
course such a thing as allowing matters 
other than tho studies to crowd out the 
legitimate work of a school, hut on the 
other hand, there is another extreme 
which would make of a school 


SIMPLY A TASK HOUSE, 
and deprive tho pupils of the relaxation 
and innocent pleasures so essential to the 
healthy development of young minds and 
bodies. The present system is, accord- 
ing to common report, heartily favored 
and endorsed hy Mr. Barton. He has in 
times past expressed a desire to show 
people that it was the School Committee 
and tho High School Committee in par- 
ticular that ran tho High School. In his 
efforts to make this all-important fact 
plain to the obtuse citizens or Newton, 
lie has sacrificed the good will of the 
pupils, of their parents, and of a large 
number of disinterested people w ho be- 
lieve in seeing a school do its very best 
work for the community. It is this 
SPIRIT OF DOMINEERING, 
and almost despotic control which unfits 
Mr. Barton for tho performance of his 
duties. No man will run liis business as 
Mr. Bartou believes in running the High 
School. The School Committee should 
employ a head master in whom they have 
confidence, and leave to him the details 
of his policy. The school that lias lost its 
esprit de corps has lost its greatest power 
for good. Young men and young women 
can be, and are every day in the best 
schools of the country, governed without 
a set of rules giving in detail what shall 
and shall not be done. A gentleman, 
who afterward became one of tho lead- 
ing lawyers of this state, when question- 
ed how he governed his pupils while 
teaching school, replied, “Govern them? 
Why, it is au easy matter. What rules 
do I have? I have just one rule. No 
one must do anything wrong. They un-' 
del-stand what that means, and I have no 
trouble.” That is the spirit of the best 
educators today, and at a time when 
schools of all classes and grades are do- 
ing away more and more with rules and 
governing hy tho personal influence and 
character of the teachers and relying 
upon the honor of the pupils, tho New- 
ton High School takes a 

DECIDED STEP BACKWARD. 

The result is just what might have 
been expected, and what was, iu fact, 
predicted by disinterested observers who 
looked at the matter simply in tho light 
of au educational experiment. 

It may seem to those who do not follow 
such questions closely that the case lias 
been exaggerated. An effort will doubt- 
less be made by meaus of figures and re- 
ports to prove that such is the case. All 
that is asked is that any oue in doubt go 
personally to acquaintances and friends 
who have children in the High school 
aud ask their opinion of the matter. It 
will not be necessary to ask a number, 
for tho condition, of affairs has been 
forced home so strongly by the progress 
that the children were making, aud the 
feeling of the children, that many were 
obliged, to take their own testimony, to 
withdraw their children from the school. 
Said one of the most eminent lawyers in 
this city, a gentleman who is known and 
respected hy every one, “Yes, I had to 
take my boy from the High school. I 
hated to do it. 1 used every effort to iu- 
creaso his interest and give him a pride 
and feeling for the school, but it was of 
no avail. “He said to me, ‘Why, papa, 
everything is so disagreeable there now, 
they treat us so like babies and have 
broken up, so far as possible, all the 
schoolpissociations, that I cannot enjoy 
going there any more.’ I found that not 
only had he ceased to enjoy his school, 
hut that he failed to make the progress 
in liis studies he should make. 
Therefore I took him away, although I 
am a firm believer in a great public 
High school for poor aud rich alike,” 
This is hut the 

TESTIMONY OF MANY 
throughout the city, and represents the 
feeling of many more, and it will bo no- 
ticed, if attention is turned to tho sub- 
ject, that the most enthusiastic support- 
ers of Mr. Lawrence are those who have 
had, or now have children in the High 
school. Many of them remember his 
eminent services for the school while a 
member some years ago, and feel justi- 
fied in confidently predicting that, if 
chosen a member of the School Board, he 
will repeat those valuable services. 


Meeting of the School Board. 

The regular monthly meeting of the 
school committee was held in the high 
school building, Newtonville, Tuesday 
evening. Mayor Burr occupied the chair 
ami all the members were present ex- 
cept Dr. Shinn and itev. Mr. Hornhrooke. 

A communication from the city coun- 
cil was received aud tiled, notifying the 
hoard of the appropriation of $2,708.32, 
the amount received from dog taxes, to 
he added to the general school appro- 
priations. 

The following resignations were re- 
ceived and accepted: Sarah A. Whitney, 
assistant iu Adams school; Mary Noble, 
assistant in Williams school. Appoint- 
ments, Mary 1. Billings, Adams school. 
$500 per annum; Gilbert Wright and 
Georgia Norton, teachers of mechanical 


drawing, Prospect school, tho former at 
$3 per evening and tho lattor at $2 por 
evening. 

Mr. Drew brought in an individual ro- 
port for the committee on rulos and reg- 
ulafions, relative to the potition for ono 
session in tho Bigelow and Underwood 
schools, recommending that ono session 
of fivo hours and four hours for the young 
primary students, bo tried in at loast two 
or three of tho schools within the ensu- 
ing three months. Discussion followed, 
Messrs. Philbrick, Dickinson and Halo 
opposing tho ono session plan, and Mr. 
Parkor favoring tho change. The chair 
ruled that the report was not that of the 
committee on rules and regulations. On 
motion of Mr. Philbrick, the board voted 
to rocommit the report offered hy Mr. 
Drew to the committee on ruleB and reg- 
ulations. 

Mr. Barnard presented tho statement 
of tho committeo on accounts and an 
order was adopted appropriating $11,- 
030.02 for department expenses of the 
current month. 

It was voted to transfer $700 from the 
general appropriation to the appropria- 
tion for incidentals. 

Mr. Hollis presented tho roport of tho 
committeo on school houses, rccommond- 
iiig that tho city council he requested to 
erect a building in the rear ot the high 
school for a drill shed and gymnasium, 
agreeably to plans of Allen <fc Ken way, 
architects. 

Discussion ensued. Mr. Barton favor- 
ed the putting up of a suitable building. 
Military drill forms a part of the school 
work, said Mr. Barton, and a suitable i 
place should he provided where the hoys 
can drill. Out of 75 or 80 hours devoted 
to drill during the year, from 13 to 15 | 
hours is wasted in getting tho boys to | 
and from the armory. Besides this, 
there is the cost of transportation and 
the danger to health in the inclement 
weather. It seems to mo that the hoys 
should have a place in which to drill, If 
wo decide to give up military drill at 
some future time the building will he 
useful for purposes of a gymnasium and 
the hail can be used for exhibitions. 

Mrs. Davis asked if the building could 
be used hy the girls for their calisthenic 
drill and received an answer in tho af- 
firmative. 

Mr. Hollis said the building would cost 
about $10,000; its dimensions would be 
about 130x03 feet. 

l)r. Baker was not in favor of military 
drill. He said that he favored a system 
of graded gymnastics in the schools;mil- 
itary drill did not give suppleness and 
athletic power iu its best sense. Mr. 
Parker and Mr. Barnard said that there 
was a growing sentiment against military 
drill. After some further discussion, the 
report of the school house committee 
was accepted and its recommendation 
adopted by a vote of 8 to 4. 

It was voted to grant two months’ leave 
of absence, without loss of pay, to Miss 
H. Augusta Miller. 

Mr. Barton reported that the high 
school committee hnd agreed with tho 
boys relative to the use of a room for 
the lycoum meetings. The uso of room 
14 had been granted hy the committeo 
and the first meeting of the lyceum had 
been held there last Saturday evening. 
The report was accepted. 

Mr. Drew offered an order which was 
adopted, requesting the committee on 
music to consider the feasibility of in- 
troducing singing into the high school. 

Mrs. Davis presented the petition of 
Thomas Johnson relative to decrease of 
his renumeration as janitor, the Davis 
school having been taken from his care 
and his pay having been, therefore, re- 
duced from $52 to $30 per month. The 
petitioner claimed that the new ar- 
rangement conflicted with the terms of a 
contract previously made. It was voted 
to refer the petition to the Ward 3 com- 
mittee with full power. 

The question of music teaching and 
music charts was then informally consid- 
ered, after which the hoard adjourned.
